Keeping  Poultry  on  Your  Back-Lot 


For    several    years    past    there  has 
been  a  growing  tendency  for  poultry 
keeping  to  shift  from  the  back  city  lot 
to    the    large    commercial,  specialized 
farm.  The  radio,  auto  and  high  wages 
have  played  an  important  part  in  this 
change.   Plenty   of   money   seemed  to 
drive  men  pleasure  crazy.  Quite  natur- 
ally   poultry    had    to    suffer.  Poultry 
houses  became  garages,  and  on  top  of 
each  garage  could  be  seen  a  pole  with 
>kfc  a  wire  running  to  the  house.  In  this 
period  of  high  wages  many  men  became 
fr  unbalanced.    Even    the    small  garden 
^  plot  was  abandoned,  and  the  rock  gar- 
^den,  lily  pool  or  fish  pond  appeared. 

It  should  not  be  construed  that  what 
^we  say  indicates  that  we  do  not  favor 
— »the  family  car,  radio  or  fish  pond.  If 
one  can  afford  them  it  may  be  alright 
to   own  them,  but 
in  too  many  cases

hen  is  to  come  to  the  aid  of  the  city 
dweller. 

If  you  live  in  town  or  city  and  do 
not  keep  poultry,  you  are  missing  a 
real  opportunity.  There  are  so  many 
advantages  in  the  back-yard  flock  that 
we  feel  we  must  tell  you  about  a  few 
of  them. 

Most  of  us  have  gone  to  a  nearby 
store  and  purchased  eggs  that  seemed 
more  fit  for  fertilizer  than  food.  When 
you  have  a  flock  of  layers  in  your 
back-yard  you  have  your  own  egg  fac- 
tory. Never  again  need  you  have  cause 
to  worry  about  the  age  of  the  eggs 
which  you  serve  on  your  table.  To  be 
able  to  go  out  and  gather  fresh  laid 
eggs   is   indeed  the  most  outstanding 


they  were  taking 
time  and  money 
which  should  have 
been  devoted  to 
poultry,  fruit  and 
a  garden.  In  other 
words,  many  who 
had  these  luxuries 
could  not  afford 
them.  Even  if  wag- 
es were  high,  it 
would  have  been  a 
far  better  plan  to 
have  saved  a  few 
dollars  for  the  rainy 
day  which  always 
comes,  sooner  or 
later. 

When  the  storm 
did  come,  as  it  al- 
ways has  and  al- 
ways will,  it  found 
a  very  great  many 
people  unprepared. 
Let  it  be  said,  how- 
ever, that  one  out- 
standing trait  of 
the  American  peo- 
ple is  that  it  very 
quickly  adapts  it- 
self to  new  condi- 
tions.

factor  in  favor  of  keeping  a  flock  on 
your  back  lot.  You  can  produce  the 
best  eggs  by  proper  care  and  feeding. 
This  will  mean  that  the  family  will 
have  a  better  item  of  food  and  prob- 
ably they  will  eat  more  eggs.  You  will 
cut  down  the  meat  bill,  save  money  and 
give  the  family  a  better  food. 

Speaking  of  meat,  who  said  chicken 
for  Sunday  dinner?  By  a  little  care  in 
making  your  plans  you  can  have  a 
tender,  juicy  chicken  every  Sunday. 
Again  you  provide  the  best  of  meat  for 
the  family  and  save  buying  that  roast, 
steak  or  chops.  The  saving  will  be  con- 
siderable when  you  consider  the  entire 
year. 

Should  you  have  a  few  extra  eggs  or 
a  fowl  to  spare,  you  can  always  sell 
them  to  a  neighbor  and  help  pay  the 
feed  bill.  In  most 
cases  it  is  possible 
to  sell  enough  eggs 
and  table  fowls  to 
pay  for  all  the  feed 
consumed  by  the 
hens.  By  so  doing 
the  eggs  and  fowls 
used  on  the  home 
table  will  not  cost 
anything.  If  one  is 
cramped  a  little  in 
a  financial  way  the 
flock  may  become  a 
source  of  income — 
We  believe  that 
every  back-lotter 
can  make  his  flock 
pay. 

Some  poultry- 
keepers  never  look 
beyond  their  poc- 
ketbook.  Of  course, 
most  of  us  cannot 
afford  to  overlook 
the  financial  side  of 
poultry,  but  there 
is  a  side  to  the 
keeping  of  back- 
yard poultry  which 
is  usually  overlook- 
ed. After  you  have 
worked  in  a  shop, 
office  or  store  all 
day,  it  is  a  real  help 
to  your  physical 
life  to  get  outdoors. 
You  may  say  that 
your  auto  gets  you 
out.  In  this  day  of 
the  closed  car,  you 
do  not  get  very 
much  fresh  air  or 
sunshine  while  in 
your  car.  If  you 
work  around  your 
poultry    you  can 
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be  out  in  the  air  and  sunshine  for  two 
or  three  hours  every  day.  This  tends 
to  build  better  health.  The  exercise 
which  you  get  while  caring  for  your 
flock  may  be  of  untold  value  to  you. 

And  don't  forget  that  poultry-keeping 
can  and  should  be  made  a  hobby.  Every 
man  needs  a  hobby.  You  relax  your 
tired  muscles,  rest  your  tired  brain  and 
just  rebuild  yourself  and  keep  fit.  Re- 
laxation through  the  medium  of  a  hob- 
by will  help  you  to  live  longer  and 
better. 

It  seems  to  us  that  we  can  hear  some 
of  you  ask,  "How  is  the  best  way  to 
start  a  back-yard  flock?" 

This  question  is  not  hard  to  answer. 
Right  now  in  the  month  of  April  we 
see  thousands  of  baby  chicks  breaking 
their  shells  and  viewing  the  light  of 
day  for  the  first  time.  Everyone  of 
these  chicks  are  possibilities,  and  you 
can  secure  these  possibilities  by  the 
purchase  of  the  chicks.  You  may  have 
a  rusty  incubator,  or  your  neighbor 
may  have  a  broody  hen,  and  you  may 
hatch  chicks  through  either  of  these 
mediums,  but  we  believe  that  chicks 
hatched  in  a  clean,  well-ventilated 
hatchery  are  the  best  buy.  And  why 
not  start  with  good  chicks?  It  costs  no 
more  to  raise  good  chicks,  and  certainly 
they  are  worth  more  when  reared.  It 
is  easier  to  raise  well-hatched  chicks. 
Pact  is,  that  it  is  not  very  difficult  to 
raise  good  chicks.  Most  of  the  trouble 
raising  chicks  comes  from  weak  chicks. 
YVe  recommend  that  you  start  your 
back-yard  flock  at  this  time  with  some 
good  baby  chicks. 

As  to  the  number  you  will  want,  we 
tan  hardly  say.  We  cannot  step  out  in- 
to your  back-yard  and  judge  the  ca- 
pacity of  your  plot  of  ground.  Generally 
about  one-half  of  the  chicks  will  be 
cockerels  and  one-half  pullets.  Of  course 
some  of  the  chicks  will  die.  Even  when 
you  get  the  pullets  matured  there  will 
be  some  culls  to  dispose  of.  If  you  want 
thirty  to  forty  pullets,  better  buy  about 
one  hundred  baby  chicks.  If  you  have 
a  few  extra  pullets  you  can  sell  them, 
or  they  make  good  eating. 

In  past  articles,  we  have  made  some 
suggestions  on  brooding  and  feeding 
chicks.  Properly  carried  out,  these 
ideas  will  enable  you  to  mature  your 
birds  in  due  time. 

We  would  suggest  that  the  cockerels 
be  disposed  of  early,  or  perhaps  you 
will  wish  to  caponize  them  and  raise 
them  for  meat.  Be  sure  to  fatten  all 
birds  which  are  to  be  disposed  of.  It 
never  pays  to  sell  a  lean  fowl. 

As  the  pullets  begin  to  round  out, 
you  must  have  a  poultry  house.  Others 
are  turning  garages  into  poultry  hous- 
es. If  the  garage  is  too  large,  a  parti- 
tion of  plaster  board  will  reduce  it  to 
the  desired  size.  If  you  must  build  a 
bouse,  we  suggest  that  you  build  a  good 
house.  Use  first-class  material.  Consid- 
erable interest  is  shown  in  knock-down 
houses.  In  the  building  of  a  house, 
make  sure  it  has  ample  room,  provides 
sufficient  ventilation  and  admits  plenty 
of  sunshine.  We  plan  an  exclusive  ar- 
ticle upon  this  subject  of  a  poultry 
house,  and  we  hope  to  get  it  in  an 
early  issue. 

In  order  to  properly  care  for  your 
back-yard  flock  you  must  have  plenty 
of  equipment,  such  as  mash  hoppers, 
water  founts,  etc.  While  we  do  not  rec- 


ommend the  over  purchase  of  these 
items,  yet  it  is  a  poor  plan  to  try  and 
get  along  without  them. 

The  back-lotter  keeps  his  birds  in 
rather  close  confinement.  That  being 
the  case,  he  must  give  careful  attention 
to  the  matter  of  sanitation.  The  danger 
from  disease  increases  with  numbers 
and  close  confinement.  Strict  attention 
to  sanitary  measures  will  keep  your 
birds  in  health.  Possibly  this  is  the 
greatest  problem  of  the  back-lotter.  The 
writer,  from  first-hand  experience,  can 
assure  you  that  the  problem  need  not 
be  serious  unless  you  become  neglect- 
ful. 

Of  course,  one  will  have  to  be  care- 
ful of  feeding.  Any  waste  will  tend  to 
make  the  flock  expensive.  The  table- 
scraps  can  be  run  through  a  food  chop- 
per, mixed  with  mash  and  make  an  ex- 
cellent food.  Weeds  from  the  garden 
and  lawn  clippings  furnish  green  food. 
Beets,  cabbage,  mangels,  lettuce  and 
other  garden  crops  help  to  cut  the  cost 
of  feeding. 

The  back-yard  flock  is  returning.  It 
is  going  to  help  a  lot  of  us  pull  through 
this  period  of  depression,  and  we  be- 
lieve there  is  no  better  time  to  get 
started  than  right  now.  If  you  have 
any  intentions  of  getting  started — do 
not  put  it  off.  Place  your  order  for 
baby  chicks  right  away.  There  is  no 
time  to  waste  in  debate.  You  must  act. 

Please  remember  that  any  time  you 
have  a  poultry  problem,  that  you  can 
get  an  answer  by  using  the  Question 
and  Answer  Department  of  this  paper.

FRESH  LITTER 


Brooder  houses  should  have  fresh 
litter  at  all  times.  Some  kinds  of  litter 
become  foul  very  quickly  and  require 
frequent  changing.  No  matter  what 
kind  of  litter  you  may  use,  watch  it 
carefully  and  change  it  as  often  as 
needed. 

Considerable  interest  is  shown  in 
peat  litter.  This  litter  can  be  used  for 
longer  periods  than  any  other  kind  of 
litter.  It  is  also  of  much  help  in  keep- 
ing the  brooder  house  dry  and  clean. 
If  you  have  never  used  peat  litter,  we 
suggest  that  you  give  it  a  trial  this 
year.  While  you  may  feel  that  the  first 
cost  is  slightly  higher  than  other  kinds 
of  litter,  yet  the  fact  that  it  can  be 
used  for  much  longer  periods  makes  it 
cheap  after  all.

Eggs  are  of  special  value  in  the  diet 
of  everyone,  but  perhaps  they  are  of 
the  most  importance  for  children  and 
the  sick.  Eggs  are  very  rich  in  vitamin 
D,  which  we  have  come  to  realize  is 
absolutely  necessary  for  the  growing 
child.  The  mother  who  plans  to  regu- 
late the  diet  of  her  child  so  that  it  will 
supply  all  of  the  necessary  viamins 
will  not  overlook  eggs.  This  item  of  food 
may  be  so  easily  prepared  and  supplied 
in  such  a  wide  variety  of  ways  that 
these  facts  alone  recommend  eggs  very 
highly.  Growing  children  need  eggs  to 
build  and  maintain  healthy  bodies. 

Eggs  have  long  held  a  high  place  in 
the  esteem  of  physicians  for  their  pa- 
tients. Easily  digested,  they  become 
quickly  available  for  the  system.  The 
growing  use  of  eggs  in  the  hospitals  is 
merely  an  indication  of  the  future  of 
eggs  in  treatment  of  the  sick.  Who 
can  say  but  that  food  will  play  a  far 
more  vital  part  in  the  treatment  of 
those  who  are  ill.  It  certainly  looks 
that  way.

Chicks  Lack  Vigor 

I  have  a  bunch  of  chicks  which  are  not 
doing  well.  They  lack  vigor.  What  can  I  do 
to  overcome  this  matter  and  help  them  grow 
better? — Mrs.  K.  G..  Iowa. 

We  know  of  absolutely  nothing  that 
will  take  the  place  of  vitality  and 
vigor.  About  the  best  you  can  do  is  to 
give  them  a  well  balanced  ration  and 
make  sure  that  it  contains  the  right 
vitamins.  We  would  suggest  that  you 
add  cod  liver  oil  to  the  ration.  Prob- 
ably about  the  best  plan  would  be  to 
try  and  raise  these  chicks  to  broiler 
age  and  then  dispose  of  them.  We  do 
not  think  that  it  pays  to  try  and  raise 
chicks  which  are  weak. 

Chicks  Pile  Up 

I  have  been  a  constant  reader  of  your  good 
answers  to  other  people,  and  it  occurred  to 
me  that  you  could  help  me  solve  a  problem. 

T  have  been  having  a  lot  of  trouble  "With 
my  chicks.  They  pile  up  in  the  corner  at 
night  and  kill  some.  This  trouble  occurs  with 
the  younger  chicks  mostly. — Mrs.  A.  B. ,  Mis- 
souri. 

Generally  speaking,  when  chicks  be- 
gin to  crowd  and  pile  up  they  need  a 
higher  temperature.  This  is  not  always 
so,  but  as  a  rule  a  little  more  heat  will 
help.

ners?  Put  a  piece  of  roofing  paper  in 
every  corner,  making  it  round  so  that 
really  there  will  be  no  corners.  This  is 
one  way  to  stop  them  getting  into  cor- 
ners and  crowding.  It  is  for  this  reason 
that  the  round  brooder  house  has  be- 
come so  popular.  Chicks  will  not  pile 
up  much  unless  they  can  get  into  a 
corner. 


Prevent  Drafts 

I  have  been  trying  to  follow  the  instructions 
of  a  speaker  whom  I  heard  over  the  radio. 
He  said  to  place  a  ring  of  wire  about  the 
brooder  to  keep  the  chicks  close  to  the  brood- 
er for  a  few  days.  Now  I  find  that  there  is  a 
bad  floor  draft.  Evidently  this  speaker  was 
not  taking  such  a  proposition  into  consider- 
ation. Can  you  help  me  solve  this  problem? 
Guess  I'll  stick  to  POULTRY  KEEPER  for 
my  advice  hereafter. — W.  S.  p..  New  York. 

This  ring  which  you  place  about  the 
brooder  can  be  of  heavy  roofing  paper 
or  tin.  This  will  cut  the  floor  draft. 
Perhaps  you  do  not  have  a  double  floor 
with  paper  in  between.  Possibly  the 
temperature  of  the  room  is  not  quite 
high  enough.  You  may  find  it  a  good  . 
plan  to  put  some  insulating  board 
around  the  sides  of  the  house.  This 
should  be  nailed  to  the  inside  of  the 
studs.  It  really  is  a  mighty  fine  plan 
to  put  the  insulating  board  all  over  the 
inside  of  the  brooder  house  if  you  feel 
that  you  can  afford  it. 

Brooder  House  Floor 

We  built  a  brooder  house  this  spring  from 
plans  which  we  obtained  from  our  county  ad- 
visor, and  the  floor  is  cold.  It  is  made  of 
ordinary  flooring.  It  is  tight,  but  cold — H.  H. 
S.,  Indiana. 

The  best  way  to  make  your  present 
floor  warm  is  to  place  an  insulating 
board  right  over  your  present  floor  and 
then  lay  another  board  floor  over  the 
insulating  board.  This  will  make  a 
good  warm  floor.  If  you  feel  that  you 
cannot  afford  to  use  insulating  board 
you  may  use  a  building  felt  paper  in 
its  place,  but  we  believe  the  insulating- 
board  is  worth  the  difference  in  price. 
Lay  the  top  board  floor  crosswise  of  the 
lower  floor.  This  makes  the  floor 
stronger  and  better.  If  the  brooder 
house  is  up  off  the  ground,  you  might 
sheet  up  between  the  house  and 
ground,  allowing  open  places  for  ven- 
tilation.

Roof  Leaks 

I  hate  to  bother  you  again,  but  the  roof  of 
my  poultry  house  leaks,  and  as  I  am  going  to 
rebuild  the  house.  I  thought  you  might  be  able 
lo  offer  some  suggestions  which  would  help. 
The  roof  is  quite  flat,  and  besides  it  has 
shingles  instead  of  roofing. — J.  J.  Massachu- 
setts. 

In  the  building  of  a  poultry  house, 
we  should  always  remember  that  the 
more  pitch  we  have  to  the  roof,  the 
less  likely  it  is  to  leak.  The  flat  roof 
is  almost  sure  to  leak  unless  we  give 
it  considerable  attention.  Shingles 
should  never  be  put  on  a  flat  roof.  The 
roll  roofing  makes  a  far  better  roofing 
for  flat  roofs.

Starting  Flock 

I  am  thinking  of  starting  a  backyard  flock, 
and  I  want  to  ask  you  a  few  questions. 

1.  How  many  Leghorns  can  I  keep  in  a 
house  8x8  feet? 

2.  How  many  eggs  should  such  a  flock  lay 
in  the  winter? 

3.  Is  there  any  danger  of  feeding  too  much 
green  food? 

4.  Could  leaves  be  used  as  litter? 

5.  "Would  Rocks  lay  better  than  Leghorns? 

— C.  H..  Illinois. 

1.  We  would  say  that  you  could  keep 
from  20  to  25  Leghorns  in  such  a  house. 
Possibly  you  might  crowd  in  a  few 
more  if  you  watched  the  sanitation 
problem  rather  carefully. 

2.  A  50  per  cent  egg  yield  would  be 
reasonable  to  expect  and  should  satisfy 
you.  Do  not  expect  too  much. 

3.  If  the  green  food  is  wholesome 
the  birds  will  not  eat  more  than  what 
they  require.  Let  the  hen  be  her  own 
judge  in  this  case.  Spoiled  green  food 
should  never  be  used. 

4.  One  can  seldom  get  enough  leaves 
except  in  the  late  fall.  They  tend  to 
break  up  and  become  dusty.  They  do 
not  last  very  long.  One  might  mix  them 
with  straw  and  get  better  results.  How- 
ever, the  cost  of  litter  is  a  small  item. 
We  favor  the  use  of  peat  litter  when- 
ever possible. 

5.  This  would  depend  upon  the  par- 
ticular strain  and  the  way  the  birds 
were  fed  and  cared  for.  As  an  egg  prop- 
osition, the  Leghorns  generally  have 
the  most  favor.  Rocks  lay  well  and 
also  furnish  meat,  so  that  one  should 
consider  this  matter  of  selecting  a 
breed  from  all  points  of  view.  Merely 
the  number  of  eggs  the  hens  will  lay 
should  not  determine  the  choice  of 
breed.  You  must  consider  the  color  of 
the  shell  of  the  egg,  etc. 

When  to  Sell 

I  have  been  trapnesting  some  of  my  hens 
and  find  a  few  which  are  not  paying  for  their 
feed.  Now  the  question  in  my  mind  is  when 
is  the  best  time  to  sell  such  hens.  Would  you 
wait  until  fall  or  sell  them  now? — T.  McB., 
Ohio. 

When  you  find  some  hens  which  are 
not  paying  for  their  feed  and  there  is 
no  prospect  that  they  will  do  so  in  the 
immediate  future,  fatten  them  and  dis- 
pose of  them.  Why  wait  until  fall? 
Poultry  may  be  higher  in  price,  but 
you  have  got  to  feed  birds  all  the  time. 
The  best  time  to  sell  a  cull  is  the  mo- 
ment you  discover  it  to  be  a  cull.  Of 
course,  you  must  fatten  the  bird.  How- 
ever, you  will  not  keep  it  along  for 
weeks  and  possibly  months.  Get  rid 
of  it.

1.  Which  is  more  likely  to  produce  strong- 
ly fertile  eggs,  a-  hen  or  pullet? 

2.  Which  makes  the  best  breeder,  a  cock 
or  cockerel? — P.  N.  C,  Minnesota. 

1.  We  prefer  a  hen  that  is  not  over- 
fat. 

2.  A  husky  young  cockerel  which  is 
fully  matured  will  produce  more  chicks 
as  a  rule. 

Hens  Eat  Dirt 

'  Why  do  chickens  insist  on  eating  dirt 
where  water  is  spilled?  I  have  some  Reds, 
and  when  water  is  spilled  on  the  ground  they 
eat  the  dirt.  They  have  water  before  them 
all  the  time. — Mrs.  J.  W.  L. ,  Oregon. 

This  is  quite  a  problem.  At  first  we 
thought  they  might  want  the  water, 
but  it  seems  this  is  supplied.  We  won- 
der if  there  is  some  salt  in  the  soil  that 
they  want!  Has  any  reader  ever  had 
any  experience  along  this  line?  If  so, 
please  write  to  us. 


Odor  in  Brooder  House 

I  find  that  upon  entering  my  brooder  house 
that  there  is  considerable  odor.  What  would, 
you  say  was  the  cause  and  how  can  it  be  pre- 
vented?— F.  H.  H.,  Michigan. 

This  might  be  caused  by  lack  of  at- 
tention to  sanitary  conditions,  disease 
or  crowding.  The  cause  would  suggest 
the  remedy.  From  the  balance  of  your 
letter  we  think  it  due  to  lack  of  cleanli- 
ness. Clean  up  the  house."  Give  more 
ventilation.  Fresh  air  is  essential  if 
,  you  want  the  chicks  to  grow.

Flavor  in  Eggs 

I  am  having  some  kicks  on  the  flavor  of  my 
eggs.  I  have  been  feeding  a  few  onions  aiid 
some  rape.  Could  this  be  the  cause? — A.  C,

It  rather  looks  like  you  have  hit  upon 
the  cause.  A  few  onions  would  hardly 
affect  the  flavor  of  the  eggs,  but  when 
fed  too  frequently,  your  customers 
might  object.  Rape  must  be  fed  rather 
carefully.  It  tends  to  give  the  eggs  a 
strong  flavor.

I  sell  eggs  to  the  local  trade,  and  one  of 
my  customers  tells  me  she  thinks  that  brown 
eggs  have  a  better  flavor  than  white  eggs. 
Now,  I  could  never  see  any  difference.  Is 
there  any  difference?

D.  D.  Slade,  the  well  known  Ken- 
tucky hatcheryman,  is  chairman  of  the 
committee  on  local  arrangements  of  the 
convention  of  International  Baby  Chick 
Association,  which  will  be  held  in  Louis- 
ville next  summer. 

William  R.  Brown,  Clinton,  Ind.,  is 
reported  to  have  sold  his  entire  flock 
of  Buff  Rocks. 

The  annual  Iowa  baby  chick  and  egg 
show  will  be  held  at  the  Iowa  State 
College,  May  7-9. 

R.  A.  Padgett,  well  known  poultry- 
man  of  Rich  Hill,  Missouri,  has  been 
elected  president  of  the  New  Security 
Bank  of  that  place. 

The  Hatcheryman's  Credit  Bureau 
has  been  organized  with  R.  C.  Adams 
of  St.  Louis  as  director.

During  the  past  year  or  two  we  have 
read  a  great  deal  about  the  advantage 
of  the  all  mash  system  of  feeding.  To 
begin  with  we  must  confess  to  being  a 
"fundamentalist"  on  this  subject.  In 
theory,  the  all  mash  system  says  that 
the  hen  does  not  require  exercise.  In 
actual  experience  we  have  found  our 
hens  laid  better  and  kept  in  better 
health  when  they  did  exercise. 

Do  not  understand  us  to  say  that  we 
think  the  all  mash  system  is  all  wrong.

I  trap  nest  my  birds  and  used  to  hang  the 
blanks  on  a  nail  in  the  poultry  house.  Now  I 
use  a  mousetrap  to  hold  the  sheets.  The  trig- 
ger is  removed  and  the  base  attached  to  the 
wall  with  screws.  The  sheets  may  be  easily 
removed.

I  never  have  any  toe-picking  in  my  flock  of 
chicks  and  I  believe  it'  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
I  use  peat  litter  and  plenty  of  it.  The  toes 
sink  down  out  of  sight  in  the  soft  peat  litter 
and  of  course  the  chicks  can't  form  the  bad 
habit  of  picking  each  others  toes.  I  recom- 
mend this  plan  to  your  readers. — H.  S.  C, 
Ohio. 

We  have  had  a  like  experience  and 
recommend  the  plan  very  highly. 


Probably  you  have  noticed  that  many  farm- 
ers have  trouble  catching  poultry.  Well.  I 
have  a  plan  which  works  and  is  easy.  I  place 
a  small  crate  outside  and  against  the  small 
door  The  fowls  are  driven  through  the  door 
and  into  the  house. — S.  R.,  Minnesota. 

How  do  you  like  that  idea?  Looks 
good  to  us. 


Sometime  ago  when  your  editor  came  to  see 
me.  I  asked  him  how  I  could  feed  cod  liver 
oil  and  get  it  well  mixed  into  the  ma-sh.  He 
suggested  a  plan  which  I  liked  very  much 
and  am  going  to  write  it  out  for  Poultry- 
grams.  And  by  the  way  I  like  Poultrygrams 
to  beat  the  band. 

I  first  mix  the  cod  liver  oil  with  charcoal 
and  then  mix  the  oil  laden  charcoal  into  the 
mash.  I  am  sure  that  I  get  even  distribution 
in  this  way. — A.   T. ,  Wisconsin. 


Glad  to  hear  from  you. 


I  used  to  have  a  lot  of  trouble  with  my 
chicks  getting  wet  at  the  water  fountain.  I 
now  make  a  stand  and  cover  it  with  one-half 
inch  mesh  hardware  cloth.  It  is  made  strong 
enough  to  support  the  water  fountain.  Any 
spilled  water  runs  down  onto  the  ground  and 
the  chicks  do  not  set  wet.  I  think  this  idea  is 
well  worthy  of  a  place  in  Poultrygrams — 
which  we  like  very  much. — S.  H.  H.,  Illinois. 

This  is  a  very  excellent  plan.  Just  a 
frame  will  do  to  tack  the  wire  on.  Per- 
haps a  brace  or  two  will  be  needed 
through  the  middle. 


At  this  time  of  the  year  many  of  us  are 
thinking  of  our  baby  chicks.  I  have  prevented 
coccidiosis  for  the  last  two  years  by  the  feed- 
ing of  a  fermented  mash.  Doubtless  the  Edi- 
tor can  give  you  more  information  if  you  de- 
sire it.

I  found  that  my  brooder  house  was  likely 
to  have  a  bad  odor  at  times.  I  did  not  wish 
to  go  to  the  expense  of  installing  a  ventila- 
tor So  I  took  out  the  upper  sash  of  one  win- 
dow and  cut  it  in  two.  I  hinged  the  upper 
part  of  the  sash  so  that  I  could  open  it  eas- 
ily. The  odors  are  gone  and  I  find  it  a  very 
easy  way  to  ventilate  the  house. — F.  F.  D., 
Vermont. 

Thanks  for  the  idea.  Fresh  air  is  very 
necessary  for  growing  chicks.

of  Nebraska  was  speaking  of  mongrels.  It 
set  me  to  thinking.  Now  the  first  we  would 
say  would  be  a  red  rooster  crossed  on  a 
Braham  hen.  Their  chickens  would  be  cross- 
breds.  Any  other  kind  of  birds  crossed  on  to 
their  chickens  would  be  mongrels. 

Now  I  have  bought  a  great  many  hens  for 
eggs  alone  and  have  picked  them  out  accord- 
ing to  shape  of  body.  You  can  hardly  ever 
get  a  lot  of  eggs  from  a  hen  that  does  not 
have  a  well  constructed  body  and  is  not 
strong  and  vigorous.  I  prefer  the  first  cross, 
but  a  great  many  of  the  mongrels  lay  lots  of 
eggs. 

A  good  many  of  the  hens  I  have  picked  up 
around  here  have  been  the  straight  bred  birds 
and  have  been  bred  in  until  they  lack  the 
vitality  to  stand  up. 

Now  there  are  all  kinds  of  hens  in  the 
country.  One  can  pick  out  the  breed  he  likes

FEEDING  FOR  EGGS 


A  great  many  things  enter  into  the  ques- 
tion of  egg  production,  but  other  things  being 
equal,  eggs  are  very  largely  a  question  of 
feeding.

Building  Better  Poultry  Houses 


Most  of  us  have  a  poultry  house.  It 
may  not  be  much  of  a  house,  but  still 
pass  as  a  poultry  house.  Thus,  at  the 
very  beginning-,  we  recognize  the  fact 
that  some  poultry  houses  are  better 
than  others.  If  some  poultry  houses  are 
superior,  then  it  would  be  wise  for  us 
to  give  the  subject  rather  careful 
study,  because  we  all  want  best  house 
obtainable.  Let  us  make  it  perfectly 
clear  that  when  we  say  we  all  want  the 
best  house,  that  we  refer  to  a  house  so 
constructed  as  to  give  the  best  results 
for  many  years.  Mere  size,  style  or  ap- 
pearance are  strictly  secondary  in  our 
consideration.  Reliable,  dependable  and 
satisfactory  service  is  our  first  thought. 

Perhaps  our  first  consideration  will 
be  of  the  size  of  the  house.  The  matter 
of  size  is  one  which  must  be  settled  by 
each   ind  i  v  i  d  u  a  1 
p  o  u  1  tryman.  The 
size  must  be  made 
to  conform  to  the 
needs,  present  and 
future.    Due  care 
must  be  given  not 
to  build  too  small

duce  the  size  of  his  poultry  house 
plans.  A  house  10x12  makes  a  very 
nice  house  for  him.  About  8x8  is  as 
small  as  seems  practical.  In  narrow 
houses  one  must  watch  for  drafts,  es- 
pecially in  winter. 

Everything  has  a  foundation.  A  num- 
ber of  years  ago  poultry  houses  were 
built  on  posts.  Such  an  arrangement 
meant  cold  floors  in  the  winter,  and 
the  posts  had  a  way  of  settling  and 
throwing  the  house  out  of  shape,  which 
was  not  at  all  conducive  to  a  peaceful 
frame  of  mind.  Stone  walls  were  next 
used.  Rats  were  always  delighted  with 
a  home  under  such  a  poultry  house. 
Finally  cement  practically  solved  the 
problem.  A  cement  foundation  well  set 


a  house.  Crowding 
is  a  shortcoming  of 
which  many  are 
guilty.  We  realize 
that  lumber  costs 
money,  but  you 
cannot  pack  birds 
into  your  house 
like  sardines  in  a 
can,  and  get  decent 
results.  Few  are 
guilty  of  building 
too  large  a  poultry 
house. 

On  farms  where 
space  is  not  much 
at  a  premium,  a 
house  20x20  feet 
has  come  into  pop- 
ular favor.  One  may 
add  as  many  units 
of  this  same  size  as 
required.  There  are 
many  advantages 
in  a  house  20  feet 
deep.  Drafts  can  be 
more  easily  avoid- 
ed, better  ventila- 
tion secured,  and 
the  worker  has 
more  head  room  in 
the  deep  house.  Of 
course,  the  fellow 
who  has  the  mis- 
fortune to  live  in 
town,  where  not 
much  ground  may 
be  had,  will  find  it 
necessary     to  re-

in  the  ground  and  extending  high 
enough  so  that  gravel  or  cinders  may 
be  packed  between  the  walls  under  the 
prospective  cement  floor,  makes  a  real, 
permanent  arrangement.  Such  a  wall 
and  floor,  if  properly  constructed,  will 
last  beyond  the  life  of  man.  It  never 
pays  to  cheapen  the  foundation. 

The  construction  of  the  house  i3  a 
problem  which  demands  far  more  con- 
sideration than  it  usually  receives. 
Some  have  experimented  with  tile, 
brick  or  cement  blocks,  but  the  results 
are  not  in  close  relationship  to  the  cost. 
Without  a  doubt,  the  majority  of  poul- 
try houses  are  made  of  drop  siding. 

As  the  matter  of  winter  egg  produc- 
tion increases  in  importance,  we  note 
that  a  reasonably  warm  poultry  house 
gains  in  favor.  Our  idea  is  that  the 
house  may  be 
sheeted  up  on  the 
outside  with  ordin- 
ary flooring.  This 
makes  a  tight  wall. 
Now  put  insulating 
board  over  the 
sheeting,  and  finally 
cover  the  insulating 
board  with  shingles 
-Such  a  wall  would 
be  wind  tight,  mois- 
ture proof  and  keep 
the  house  warm  in- 
side even  in  ex- 
tremely cold  wintry 
weather. 

We  strongly  urge 
the  use  of  the  in- 
sulating board,  but 
where  its  cost 
makes  its  use  pro- 
hibitive, we  have  a 
substitute  plan  — 
Tack  a  good  grade 
tar  roofing  paper 
over  the  sheeting 
and  then  cover  with 
shingles.  This  will 
resist  wind  and 
moisture,  but  will 
not  give  as  good  in- 
sulation as  our  oth- 
er plan.  However, 
either  plan  will  be 
an  improvement 
over  the  ordinary 
wall  construction. 

In  laying  the  roof 
of  practically  all 
poultry  houses,  the 
roll  roofing  should 
be  used  in  place  of 
shingles.  It  is  not 
practical  to  use 
shingles  on  a  near- 
ly   flat    roof.  Wo 
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BUILDING    BETTER  POULTRY 
HOUSES 


prefer  a  heavy  grade  roll  roofing,  laid 
on  a  rather  -warm  day  to  insure  a  flat 
job.  About  every  two  or  three  years, 
go  over  the  roof  with  asphalt  paint,  and 
while  still  sticky,  sift  on  a  little  fine 
sand.  This  stops  all  leaks,  builds  up 
the  roof  and  will  give  long  and  de- 
pendable service.  Never  get  up  on  the 
roof  when  the  roofing  is  cold,  as  it  will 
be  brittle  and  crack  easily. 

The  house  faces  south  and  naturally 
has  plenty  of  windows  on  that  side.  We 
like  to  hinge  the  bottom  of  the  top  sash 
to  the  top  of  the  bottom  sash,  so  that 
the  top  of  the  top  sash  may  be  tilted 
into  the  house.  Side  wings  of  metal  not 
only  hold  the  sash  in  position,  but  com- 
pel the  incoming  fresh  air  to  come  in 
at  the  top.  Be  sure  to  have  plenty  of 
windows  to  make  the  house  light  and 
cheerful.  Of  course,  window  glass  is 
cold  in  winter,  so  better  not  have  too 
much  glass  or  the  house  will  be  oold. 
If  you  use  glass  substitutes,  as  so  many 
are  doing  these  days,  you  will  find  the 
house  much  warmer.  Better  follow  the 
instructions  of  the  makers  of  the  glass 
substitute  so  that  you  may  have  the 
assurance  of  longer  use  of  it. 

We  can  hardly  think  of  a  poultry 
house  lacking  in  proper  ventilation. 
Yet  almost  every  day  we  receive  let- 
ters relating  to  problems  which  are 
really  problems  of  ventilation. 

The  hinged  window  to  which  we  have 
made  reference  will  help  you  admit  the 
right  amount  of  clean,  fresh  air.  The 
problem  is  how  to  get  the  foul  air  out 
of  the  house.  In  the  majority  of  the 
cases  a  flue  may  extend  from  about  IS 
inches  of  the  floor  to  the  roof  and  two 
or  three  feet  above.  The  ventilator  flue 
may  be  of  metal  or  wood.  The  wood 
will  allow  the  air  more  freedom  of 
flow.  Some  put  a  metal  cap  on  the  roof 
and  have  wood  down  in  the  poultry 
house.  The  metal  is  better  to  resist  the 
weather.  A  flue  one  foot  square  will 
care  for  the  average  size  poultry  house. 
A  damper  should  be  installed  in  the 
flue  to  check  the  outward  flow  on  very 
cold  days  in  winter.  Some  have  a  small 
door  in  the  flue  near  the  roof,  and  In 
hot  weather  this  door  is  left  open.  In 


this  way  the  excessive  summer  heat  of 
the  poultry  house  is  removed. 

Dropping  boards  came  into  use  when 
it  was  found  that  more  attention  to 
senitary  measures  was  required.  The 
dropping  board  should  be  made  so  that 
the  job  of  cleaning  it  is  reduced  to  a 
minimum.  In  placing  the  boards  remem- 
ber that  you  will  scrape  the  droppings 
towards  you.  It  will  be  more  easy  to 
scrape  lengthwise  than  crosswise  of  the 
boards.  We  have  tried  metal  dropping 
boards,  but  not  with  entire  success. 

The  roosts  should  be  removable  and 
if  possible  build  the  dropping  boards  so 
that  they  may  be  taken  outside  the 
house  for  a  thorough  cleaning  at  least 
twice  each  year. 


Home-made  nests  are  alright,  but  wo 
rather  lean  to  the  metal  ones.  Last 
summer  we  saw  one  which  the  poultry- 
man  lifted  off  a  couple  hooks,  took  out- 
side and  dumped  in  almost  no  tim». 
Easy  to  clean,  lice  proof,  sanitary,  and 
looks  like  it  would  last  a  lifetime.  We 
made  the  mental  reservation  right 
there  to  build  no  more  cracker  box 
nests.

The  Editor  Says 


EVERY  CLOUD  HAS  ONE 


For  many,  many  years  we  have  been 
told  that  if  we  could  see  the  other  side 
of  the  darkest  storm  cloud  that  it  would 
have  the  appearance  of  silver. 

While  the  business  depression 
through  which  we  have  been  passing 
has  brought  many  problems  and  dis- 
appointments, yet  many  very  happy 
conditions  are  developing  out  of  these 
difficult  times. 

One  very  favorable  result  is  a  gen- 
eral reawakening  of  an  interest  in 
poultry.  City  people  who  have  been 
hard  pressed  are  putting  false  ambi- 
tion and  pride  to  one  side  and  showing 
a  willingness  to  care  for  a  flock  of 
poultry.  We  predict  a  general  return 
to  public  favor  of  the  backyard  flock. 
In  general,  the  more  people  who  keep 
poultry,  the  better  it  will  be  for  all 
connected  with  the  poultry  business. 

With  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
backyard  flocks  will  come  a  new  inter- 
est in  standard-bred  poultry.  Properly 
fostered,  this  interest  can  prove  of  un- 
told value  to  the  large  poultry  shows 
and  cause  hundreds  of  smaller  shows 
to  function  once  more.  Without  a  doubt 
breeders  of  high-class  exhibition  poul- 
try will  be  able  to  turn  a  new  page  in 
their  business. 

One  outstanding  factor  which  has 
struck  us  with  considerable  force  is  the 
growing  tendency  towards  friendliness. 
Some  of  our  poultrymen  have  had  so 
much  money  during  the  past  few  years 
that  they  lost  that  valuable  and  human 
trait  of  being  a  friend.  A  flat  purse 
takes  the  conceit  out  of  one.  We  have 
noticed  a  steady  growth  of  friendliness 
among  poultrymen  and  we  sincerely 
hope  the  depression  will  continue  a  suf- 
ficient length  of  time  to  teach  us  all 
the  value  of  having  friends  and  being 
one.  We  do  not  wish  anyone  any  hard 
luck,  but  some  people  need  a  lesson.  If 
we  can  return  to  the  old-time,  hearty, 
friendly  feeling  among  poultrymen,  it 
will  be  well  worth  the  price  we  pay  in 
retarded  business. 

When  we  are  inclined  to  feel  that 
business  is  going  to  the  bow-wows, 
suppose  we  get  around  back  of  the 
cloud  and  see  if  after  all  the  darkness 
is  not  followed  by  light.  In  our  present 
condition  our  greatest  desire  should  be 
for  more  light. 


NUMBER  OR  SIZE? 


One  big  question  before  our  poultry- 
men  today  is  whether  we  are  going  to 
breed  the  hen  which  lays  large  eggs  or 
the  hen  which  lays  a  large  number  of 
eggs.  Of  course,  a  combination  hen 
which  would  lay  a  large  number  of  big 
eggs  would  be  the  ideal.  It  appears  that 
such  hens  must  be  developed.  One  such 
hen  does  not  indicate  that  many  others 
will  follow.  It  does  seem  quite  certain 
that  eventually  we  will  reach  the  goal 
of  birds  combining  both  these  quali- 
ties. 

At  the  present  moment,  considerable 
stress  is  being  placed  upon  heavy  lay- 
ing. Now  certainly  this  \d  in  the  right 
direction.  We  must  have  birds  capable 
of  heavy  production.  Tne  more  eggs  a

hen  will  lay,  the  greater  will  be  our 
profit.  And  who  is  not  in  the  poultry 
business  to  make  money? 

In  many  cases  heavy  production  is 
secured  at  the  sacrifice  of  the  size  of 
the  egg.  It  is  for  this  reason  that  more 
and  more  attention  is  being  given  to 
the  size  of  the  egg.  It  is  not  enough 
that  a  hen  lay  200  eggs  per  year.  She 
must  lay  large  eggs.  The  buying  public 
is  becoming  educated  to  demand  an 
egg  which  weighs  at  least  two  ounces. 
Eventually  only  large  eggs  can  be  sold 
for  table  purposes.  In  that  event  it  will 
be  necessary  to  have  hens  which  will 
lay  large  eggs. 

In  our  craze  to  obtain  high  produc- 
tion, let  us  pause  and  look  into  the 
future  and  try  to  fully  realize  that 
while  we  must  have  lots  of  eggs,  yet 
they  must  be  large  ones.  The  day  of 
the  small  egg  is  numbered.  The  day  of 
the  large  egg  is  just  dawning.  In  the 
next  ten  years  we  will  hear  consider- 
able about  big  eggs.  Poultry  breeders 
must  recognize  the  coming  change  and 
alter  their  plans  to  conferm  to  the  new 
order  of  things.  After  all,  if  the  breed- 
ers fail  to  sense  the  drift  of  events, 
they  may  seriously  impair  the  future 
of  poultry.  Public  opinion  is  demand- 
ing big  eggs.  It  is  our  duty  to  see  that 
the  need  is  met. 


THE  BALANCED  RATION 


At  all  seasons  of  the  year  we  hear 
considerable  about  the  balanced  ration. 
Possibly  we  hear  more  about  it  at  this 
particular  season. 

Just  what  is  the  balanced  ration  and 
is  its  importance  worthy  of  so  much 
stress? 

The  balanced  ration  contains  the 
right  food  elements  in  the  proper  pro- 
portion to  gain  the  desired  results.  In 
order  to  mix  a  balanced  ration,  one 
must  know  for  what  purpose  the  ra- 
tion is  to  be  used.  For  example,  you 
may  wish  to  obtain  rapid  growth  in 
your  young  stock.  Or  you  may  desire  a 
ration  to  promote  heavy  egg  produc- 


tion. Possibly  you  may  wish  to  fatten 
some  of  the  surplus  birds.  Thus  it  is 
seen  that  the  ration  may  have  several 
purposes  to  perform.  It  seems  but  rea- 
sonable to  suppose  that  the  ration  that 
is  balanced  in  one  case  may  not  be 
balanced  in  another.  The  ration  can 
only  be  properly  balanced  when  we 
know  for  what  purpose  it  is  to  be  used. 

Many  poultrymen  attempt  to  mix  a 
balanced  ration  at  home.  In  the  major- 
ity of  cases  they  lack  the  knowledge 
and  facilities  for  developing  a  properly 
balanced  ration.  Of  course,  they  man- 
age to  mix  up  some  kind  of  a  feed,  and 
often  the  wonder  is  that  the  results 
are  as  good  as  they  are.  In  this  day 
and  age  of  well-balanced  commercial 
feeds,  it  appears  unwise  for  the  indi- 
vidual to  attempt  to  mix  rations  at 
home.  The  commercial  rations  are  the 
result  of  skill,  scientific  knowledge  and 
elaborate  machinery  and  equipment. 
The  result  is  a  highly  satisfactory  and 
well  balanced  ration.

Would  you  please  tell  me  whether  Leghorn 
chickens  eat'  less  than  heavy  breeds,  like 
Orpingtons? — A.  V.  K. ,  Pennsylvania.

I  would  like  to  ask  if  the  waste  stuff  from 
the  table  is  alright  to  feed  to  the  hens. — A.

Fresh,  clean  table  scraps  are  alright 

to  feed  your  poultry.  It  may  be  a  little 

rich,  so  do  not  give  too  much  of  it.  "We 

like  to  run  it  through  a  food  chopper 

and  mix  in  enough  dry  mash  to  make 

it  crumbly  and  then  give  this  at  noon. 

Be  sure  to  give  plenty  of  green  food 

along  at  the  same  time,  and  we  do  not 

believe  that  you  will  have  any  trouble. 


Milk  and  Chicks 

I  have  been  giving  my  baby  chicks  sour 
milk  to  drink. 

1.  Is  sour  milk  as  good  as  buttermilk  for 
chicks? 

2.  I  lost  a  lot  of  chicks  and  quit  the  sour 
milk  and  went-  to  feeding  sweet  milk.  Will 
sour  milk  kill  chicks? 

3.  Is  sour  milk  alright  for  turkeys? 

For  a  small  paper,  yours  has  more  real 
information  than  any  we  have  ever  taken, 
and  we  like  it  fine.

1.  We  like  buttermilk  the  best,  and 
then,  jwould  use  sour  milk,  keeping  the 
sweet  milk  for  the  last  choice. 

2.  "We  do  not  think  that  sour  milk 
will  kill  chicks.  If  given  in  galvanized 
dishes  it  might  cause  trouble.  Always 
use  an  earthen  dish  for  milk  and  make 
sure  that  the  dishes  are  cleaned  care- 
fully. The  dishes  should  be  scoured  and 
scalded  every  day. 

3.  Certainly  sour  milk  is  alright  for 
turkeys  or  any  kind  of  poultry- 


Buff  Bocks 

Would  like  to  know  if  you  can  tell  me  about 
Buff  Rocks.  How  are  they  for  laying? — Mrs. 
W.  F.  F. ,  Illinois. 

The  Buff  Rock  is  a  good  bird,  dresses 
well,  and  lays  well,  when  properly  tak- 
en care  of.  Buff  as  a  color  is  somewhat 
difficult  to  breed  true,  so  that  one  who 
takes  up  this  task  will  find  a  real  test 
for  his  or  her  skill  as  a  breeder.  As  a 
utility  bird  the  Buff  Rocks  are  highly 
thought  of.

Now  I 
would  like  to  know  how  we  are  going  to  get 
along  if  we  follow  your  suggestions.  Seems 
to  me  that  you  must  be  just  a  desk  man  and 
never  raised  a  hen.  and  don't  know  our  prob- 
lems first  hand. — A  Reader,  Ohio. 

When  you  go  to  the  grocery  store, 
you  find  eggs  of  several  grades  on  sale. 
Suppose  you  are  producing  the  highest 
grade.  You  may  find  them  selling  fcjr  10 
cents  or  more  per  dozen  above  the  oth- 
ers. If  you  produced  them  you  could 
get  more  for  them  when  you  sold  them 
to  the  grocer.  Couldn't  you?  Tou  would 
get  nearly  as  much  for  fourteen  dozen 
high-grade  eggs  as  you  would  get  for 
twenty  dozen  lower  grade  eggs.  The 
case  is  too  obvious  to  discuss  further. 
It  really  does  pay  to  produce  high-grade 
eggs. 


Mr.  Editor:  Tour  first  editorial  in  the 
March  issue  seems  to  lead  one  to  believe  that 
the  matter  of  over-production  of  eggs  is  very 
largely  in  the  mind.  If  you  could  see  the  in- 
ferior eggs  that  are  dumped  on  the  merchant 
every  week  you  would  soon  change  your  mind 
about  this  over-production  problem.

TRAP  NESTING  PAYS 


Many  poultrymen  refuse  to  install 
trap  nests  because  they  feel  It  de- 
mands considerable  labor  to  keep  them 
working.  Of  course,  it  does  take  some 
attention  to  keep  the  records.  However, 
we  feel  that  the  benefits  to  be  derived 
from  the  use  of  the  trap  nest  are  far 
more  valuable  than  the  extra  labor  nec- 
essary. 

The  trap  nest  reveals  many  loafers  in 
the  flock,  and  by  systematic  culling  the 
non-producers  may  be  sent  to  the 
butcher. 

We  firmly  believe  that  a  large  num- 
ber of  our  readers  would  find  it  to  their 
advantage  to  trap  nest  their  flocks. 
Possibly  the  profits  would  be  larger  if 
they  would  get  rid  of  the  star  boarders. 

Remember,  that  the  trap  nest  enables 
you  to  locate  the  loafer.  Tou  know  what 
each  hen  is  doing.  In  most  cases  where 
trap  nests  are  installed  there  are  a 
number  of  surprises  when  you  look  over 
the  records.  Certainly  you  do  not  wish 
to  be  blind  to  the  facts  and  keep  a  lot 
of  non-producers.  Why  not  trap-nest 
the  birds  and  get  your  business  down 
on  the  most  efficient  basis? 


BREAK  UP  BROODY  HENS 


If  a  hen  becomes  broody  and  you  do 
not  expect  to  use  her  to  incubate  eggs, 
break  her  up  at  once. 

Some  years  ago  we  carried  on  some 
observations  and  found  the  hen  which 
was  immediately  put  in  the  broody  coop 
was  back  to  laying  in  ten  days.  Another 
hen  was  allowed  to  stay  broody  for  ten 
days  before  she  was  placed  in  the 
broody  coop.  She  was  not  back  to  lay- 
ing for  twenty-one  days.  Still  another 
hen  was  broody  twenty-one  days,  and 
she  took  thirty-five  days  to  get  back  to 
her  nest  duties.  This  indicates  the  im- 
portance of  promptly  breaking  up  a 
broody  hen. 

Every  poultryman  should  have  a 
broody  coop.  Don't  try  to  drown  the 
hen  to  make  her  stop  being  broody. 
Don't  abuse  her.  Put  her  in  a  broody 
coop  and  feed  her  well,  and  she  will  be 
back  to  her  duties  of  shelling  out  eggs 
in  almost  no  time.  If  you  don't  know 
how  to  build  a  broody  coop,  drop  us  a 
line  and  we  will  be  glad  to  tell  you.

That  gave  me  an  idea.  I  have  wired  the  spar- 
rows out  and  trapped  them  as  much  as  pos- 
sible. The  result  is  that  lice  hardly  ever 
bother  us  now.  Can  sparrows  bring  lice?  I 
will  say  Yes  in  big  letters. — Mrs.  R.  F. , 
Iowa. 

Fine  idea.  Sparrows  may  carry  dis- 
ease germs,  too. 


You  suggest  that  we  cull  our  chicks.  I  have 
been  doing  that  for  years.  I  have  found  that 
a  Red  with  a  round  body  is  hardly  ever 
worth  raising.  And  when  a  chick  says  Chip- 
Chip.  I  just  count  it  out.  There  is  a  difference 
between  Chip-Chip  and  Chirp-Chirp.  One 
means  death  and  the  other  means  health.

From  time  to  time  we  have  made  the 
claim  that  it  always  pays  to  treat  the 
customer  right.

If 
you  sell  "rejects"  we  might  ask  the 
federal  authorities  to  look  into  the  mat- 
ter and  it  might  cost  you  quite  a  little 
money.  It  always  pays  to  be  honest.

Home  Canning  of  Poultry 


Along  about  this  time  of  the  year, 
the  average  poultryman  finds  that  he 
must  go  over  his  flock  and  select  the 
birds  which  he  proposes  to  retain  for 
the  coming  year.  The  balance  must  be 
sold.  Being  of  no  further  use  it  does 
not  pay  to  feed  them,  and  besides  they 
take  up  house  room  which  is  valuable. 
If  one  is  forced  to  dump  these  birds  on 
the  market  he  must  take  what  he  is 
offered.  Frequently  the  price  is  quite 
low  and  many  times  fowls  are  sold  at 
an  actual  loss.  It  has  been  charged 
that  buyers  anticipate  the  poultry  situ- 
ation and  depress  prices  in  order  to 
acquire  larger  profits.  This  is  a  serious 
charge,  if  true.    A  very  large  number 

of   poultrymen  can   

testify  to  the  small 
returns  which  they 
receive  from  fowls 
which  they  are 
forced  to  sell. 

How  can  one 
avoid  these  low 
prices?  That  is  the 
question.  It  is  nat- 
ural for  us  to  look 
about  for  ways  and 
means  of  increasing 
our  profits,  espec- 
ially during  present 
business  conditions. 

The  answer  to 
the  low  priced  fowl 
seems  to  be  an- 
swered by  the  wom- 
an who  cans  her 
surplus  fowls.  You 
can  obtain  a  better 
price  for  your 
chickens  when  they 
are  canned.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  larger 
financial  return  you 
will  save  on  the 
feed  bill,  and  this  is 
worth  your  serious 
consideration.  More 
than  that,  you  will 
reduce  the  amount 
of  labor  and  have 
more  room  for  the 
rest  of  the  flock, 
especially  the  grow- 
ing youngsters.  The 
saving  is  an  item 
of  considerable  val- 
ue where  a  large 
number  of  fowls  are 
kept,  and  even  in 
the  small  flock  it 
means  some  real 
money.

What  class  of  fowls  can  be  canned? 

To  be  frank,  you  may  can  almost 
any  kind  of  poultry,  so  long  as  it  is  in 
prime  condition.  Surplus  cockerels  are 
frequently  canned.  Non-producers  and 
culls  are  especially  useful  in  this  can- 
ning plan.  If  capons  do  not  sell  well, 
they  may  be  canned.  Broilers  are  not 
canned,  as  a  rule,  because  they  can  be 
sold  without  this  bother.  Useless  breed- 
ers can  be  disposed  of  to  advantage  .by 
canning. 

One  can  use  a  glass  or  tin  can  as 
suits  their  fancy  and  pocketbook.  Al- 
most everyone  has  common  glass  fruit

Growing  Medicinal  Plants 

A  little  space  in  your  back-yard  or  garden  can  be 
made  to  add  greatly  to  your  income.    Drugs  have 
rapidly  increased  in  prices  during  the  past  few 
years,  so  now  is  the  time  to  begin  growing  root 
crops  for  medical  purposes.

Upon  inquiry  it  was  found  that  the  barrel  contained  1,343%  pounds 
of  ginseng,  which  had  been  sold  for  $8,061.00,   and  was  now  being  started  on  its  long 
journey  to  China.    The  crop  wTas  grown  on  one-half  acre  of  ground  near  Wausau." 

Big  Prices  On  Ginseng 

The  average  market  price  of  dry  ginseng  is  usually  about  $7.00  or  $8.00  per  pound, 
but  at  this  time  buyers  are  paying  from  $10.00  to  $12.00  per  pound  for  roots  of  the 
best  quality,  and  there  seems  little  likelihood  of  any  radical  slump  in  price.

jars,  which  make  a  very  satisfactory 
kind  of  a  can.  If  a  tin  can  is  used,  you 
must  have  an  outfit. 

The  steps  necesasry  in  the  actual 
canning  are  simple. 

As  we  have  already  said,  the  fowls 
should  be  in  good  condition.  Dress, 
clean  and  cut  up  the  bird  in  the  usual 
manner.  Be  sure  it  is  well  cooled  be- 
fore you  pack  it  in  the  jars.  Pack  in 
closely.  Experience  will  enable  you  to 
pack  the  jars  quickly.  Add  salt  and 
seasoning.  About  one  teaspoonful  of 
salt  to  each  quart  is  used.  Add  boiling 
water.  Seal  and  cook.  When  glass  jars 
are  used,  put  on  the  rubbers,  but  do 
not  fasten  too  tight.  Sterilize  for  three 

  hours     in  boiling 

water,  having  the 
water  at  least  one 
inch  above  tops  of 
the  jars.  Many 
have  pressure  cook- 
ers and  will  prefer 
to  use  them.  Usual- 
ly one  hour  at  10  to 
15  pounds  pressure 
is  considered  suffi- 
cient in  such  a 
cooker.  When  jars 
are  removed,  tight- 
en the  covers,  in- 
vert to  test,  cool. 

A  word  of  warn- 
ing should  be  in- 
serted here.  Use 
plenty  of  heat  in 
this  process  of  can- 
ning the  chicken. 
If  failure  results  it 
will  probably  be  due 
to  the  fact  that  not 
enough  heat  was 
used,  or  perhaps 
the  time  it  was  ap- 
plied was  too  short. 

Now  that  you 
have  the  chickens 
in  cans,  what  are 
you  going  to  do 
with  them? 

Without  a  doubt, 
in  the  majority  of 
cases  much  of  the 
canned  chicken  will 
be  used  right  at 
home.  It  will  be 
mighty  handy  to 
be  able  to  take  a 
can  of  chicken  from 
the  shelf  of  the  cup- 
board,  especially 
when  unexpected 
company  comes.

If  you  have  more  canned  chicken 
than  you  require  for  home  consump- 
tion, you  can  sell  it.  Let  your  neigh- 
bors know  that  you  have  clean,  whole- 
some canned  chicken  and  they  will  buy 
bberallv.  Or  you  can  sell  it  to  city 
folks  if  you  live  near  a  large  city.  In 
some  cases  it  can  be  sold  at  a  roadside 
stand,  either  your  own  or  of  an  ac- 
quaintance. You  can  afford  to  give  your 
friend  a  commission  for  selling  it  at 
his  roadside  stand.  Tourists  are  good 
prospective  customers  for  farm  canned 
chicken.  If  you  live  near  a  lake  or 
summer  resort  you  can  sell  to  vacation- 
ists. Restaurants  are  sometimes  buy- 
ers and  often  one  can  sell  to  chicken 
sandwich  stands.  Perhaps  a  private 
family  trade  is  the  most  satisfactory. 
There  are  various  ways  of  working  up 
this  trade. 

The  price  return  depends  upon  your 
location.  Mrs.  Derby  of  Iowa  sells  her 
home-canned  chicken  in  a  nearby  town 
and  receives  about  35  cents  per  pound 
for  it.  On  the  other  hand,  Mrs.  Crown 
of  Wisconsin  lives  near  a  summer  re- 
sort and  she  receives  close  to  70  cents 
per  pound  for  her  chicken  in  cans. 

If  you  anticipate  selling  your  chicken

I  have  a  scheme  of  growing  greens  for  my 
hens  which  I  think  can't  be  beat.  I  make 
frames  and  cover  with  wire.  These  frames  are 
placed  over  a  seed  bed  containing  barley  or 
oats.  The  frames  are  about  two  inches  above 
the  ground.  The  hens  are  allowed  to  run  over 
t'he  wire  and  pick  the  tender  shoots  when 
they  come  up  through  the  wire,  but  they  can- 
not get  at  the  roots  and  scratch  out  the 
plants.  Thus  I  have  green  food  growing  for 
weeks.  New  beds  may  be  provided  to  replace 
the  old  ones  when  they  play  out. — W.  D.,  In- 
diana. 

This  is  a  fine  idea.  We  suggest  our 
readers  give  it  a  trial.  Keep  the  beds 
Well  watered  so  the  grain  will  grow 
fast. 


A  couple  of  years  ago  we  had  some  broilers 
which  the  local  butcher  would  not  buy.  So 
we  put  up  a  roadside  sign  and  soon  had  them 
ail  sold.  In  addition  to  this  we  sold  all  our 
surplus  birds  and  I  sold  a  lot  of  bakery  goods, 
so  after  all  we  made  quite  a  lot  of  money. 
This  year  we  have  planted  some  pop  corn  and 
hope  to  sell  that.  Oh  yes.  I  forgot  to  say  that 
we  sell  our  eggs  in  this  way  now.  You  can 
see  an  auto  in  our  yard  almost  any  time  of 
day. — Mrs.  O.  P..  Illinois. 

Sounds  like  Mrs.  P.  had  an  eye  for 
business  alright.  Sell  a  good  article  at 
a  reasonable  price  and  you  will  build  up 
a  trade  alright. 

Melons,  cucumbers,  sweet  corn,  etc., 
also  sell  well. 


Here  is  a  suggestion  I  got  some  time  ago 
and  have  never  seen  it  published.  "When  chick- 
ens have  coccidiosis,  use  one  teaspoonful  of 
commercial  hydrochloric  acid  to  one  quart  of 
water.  Keep  this  before  the  chicks  for  four 
days.  Then  discontinue.  Do  not  use  metal 
dishes.  This  is  effective. — Mrs.  J.  N. ,  Illi- 
nois. 

Have  any  of  our  readers  ever  given 
this  a  trial? 


When  any  birds  die  from  disease  I  burn 
them.  I  place  a  strong  wire  frame  on  some 
bricks.  I  place  the  carcass  on  the  wire  grate. 
Then  build  a  fire  under  the  grate.  One  can 
pour  some  old  crank-case  oil  on  the  carcass 
and  it  will  burn  faster.  I  believe  this  plan 
gets  rid  of  the  possibility  of  spreading  dis- 
ease.— S.   C. ,  Wisconsin. 


in  cans  you  must  have  the  quality. 
High-grade  canned  chicken  means  re- 
peat orders  and  an  ever  widening  de- 
mand. 

And  be  sure  that  the  cans  present  an 
attractive  appearance.  Looks  count.  Do 
not  forget  that.  Try  to  pack  the  jars 
so  that  the  meat  will  please  the  eye  of 
the  prospective  purchaser.  A  little  ex- 
tra care  in  dressing  up  your  canned 
goods  will  mean  just  that  many  more 
sales. 

There  is  a  growing  demand  for  can- 
ned chicken.  One  commercial  canning 
plant  in  Minnesota  is  reported  to  can 
1000  chickens  an  hour.  As  they  work 
22V2  hours  out  of  each  24  hours,  hav- 
ing three  shifts  of  labor,  they  can  22,- 
500  chickens  every  day.  Can  you  imag- 
ine such  a  business?  It  only  goes  to 
show  that  canning  concerns  are  trying 
to  meet  the  demand  for  canned  chick- 
en. The  public  appears  to  be  drifting 
way  from  the  use  of  red  meat  and  are 
using  more  poultry.  An  opportunity 
presents  itself.  Why  not  meet  this  de- 
mand in  every  way  possible?  The  pub- 
lic is  willing  to  pay  a  fair  price  for  a 
good  article.  If  you  can  and  will  sup- 
ply good  canned  chicken  and  will  sell  it 
at  a  reasonable  price,  you  will  be  able 
to  build  up  a  dependable  and  permanent 
outlet  for  your  surplus  fowls. 


This  is  the  proper  thing  to  do.  Never 
throw  a  dead  bird  on  the  manure  pile.* 
Burn  the  carcass. 


Here  is  a  plan  for  a  portable  wire  fence. 
Get  some  old  rake  teeth  and  have  trie  black- 
smith straighten  them,  leaving  a  hand  hold  of 
two  inches  on  one  end.  These  teeth  should  be 
twelve  or  eighteen  inches  longer  than  the  net- 
ting to  be  used.  Weave  rods  through  the  net- 
ting and  drive  into  ground.  When  not  in  use 
it  can  be  rolled  and  put  away.  Iron  rods  will 
bend.    Use  steel. — O.  R.  M. ,  Missouri. 

Thanks  for  the  excellent  idea. 


Our  birds  got  to  bothering  about  feather 
pulling  and  feather  eating.  I  solved  the  prob- 
lem by  adding  one  pound  of  salt  to  each  100 
pounds  of  mash. — B.  S.,  Michigan. 

Generally,  we  allow  about  3  pounds 
of  salt  to  each  500  pounds  of  mash,  and 
figure  it  is  enough  for  regular  use.  Be 
careful  not  to  use  too  much  salt. 


I  live  near  an  auto  junk  yard.  I  began  to 
wonder  how  tc  use  some  of  the  parts  in  my 
poultry  business.  One  scheme  is  to  take  the 
hoods  and  board  up  at  the  ends.  Cut  a  hole 
in  one  end.  I  have  a  neat  nesting  box  for  the 
hen  and  later  a  dandy  brood  coop. 

I  have  other  schemes  which  I  will  send  in 
if  your  readers  are  interested. — P.  H. ,  Ohio.

I  have  a  good  rainy  day  job.  When  the 
weather  is  bad.  I  sit  down  at  my  typewriter 
and  write  a  few  letters  to  people  in  town 
I  want  to  get  for  customers  for  my  eggs.  I 
have  gotten  most  of  my  trade  that  way.  A 
neat  letter  head  and  a  convincing  letter  helps 
to  keep  my  eggs  sold.  There  is  no  surplus  on 
my  poultry  plant. — W.  G. ,  New  York. 

Just  good  salesmanship.  If  others 
would  follow  this  plan  the  poultry  bus- 
iness would  be  far  better  off. 


I  don't  know  whether  you  would  call  this 
a  poultry  problem  solved,  but  I  guess  so.  I 
found  that  the  snow  drifted  in  around  the 
front  of  my  poultry  house  in  winter.  So  I 
planted  some  trees  in  such  a  location  as  to 
hold  the  drift,  and  it  works  fine.  No  more 
high  banks  of  snow  to  shovel  out  every  win- 
ter.— K.  N. .

Let  me  say 
that  from  sad  experience  in  years  gone  by, 
we  know  what  a  fresh  and  stale  egg  really  is. 
If  some  of  the  eggs  we  use  co  purchase  were 
merely  stale  it  would  be  bad  enough.  But  that 
is  all  gone  now.  We  are  producing  clean, 
wholesome,  sterile  eggs  right'  at  home  and 
the  family  appreciate  them. 

I  hope  you  will  continue  to  urge  the  back- 
lot  flock,  especially  during  the  present  busi- 
ness depression.

Thank  you,  Mrs.  H.  We  always  like 
to  have  suggestions.  It  helps  us  to  get 
cut  a  better  paper. 

PAINT  UP  THE  BUILDINGS 


A  little  paint  will  do  wonders  in  pre- 
serving your  poultry  buildings  and  save 
costl5r  repairs  at  a  future  date.  It  does 
not  cost  much  for  paint  if  you  can  sup- 
ply the  labor,  and  it  sure  is  mighty 
good  insurance  against  repairs. 

We  all  like  to  see  our  place  look  neat 
and  tidy,  and  a  coat  of  paint  on  the 
buildings  will  brighten  things  Up  as 
well  as  anything. 

You  sure  will  be  proud  of  your  place 
after  you  see  it  all  painted  up.  Maybe 
you  will  be  like  the  fellow  who  wanted 
to  sell  his  farm,  and  the  real  etsate 
man  told  him  to  paint  the  buildings  so 
it  would  make  a  better  impression  on 
the  prospective  customer.  When  he  got 
the  painting  all  done,  the  place  looked 
so  good  that  the  man  decided  to  keep 
the  old  place. 

Paint  up  the  buildings  this  summer. 
It  will  pay. 


SLOW-GROWING  PULLETS 


All  of  us  have  had  some  pullets  which 
did  not  seem  to  grow  as  fast  as  the  rest 
of  the  flock.  Sometimes  a  little  extra 
care  in  giv.'ng  them  some  extra  feed 
will  enable  them  to  show  a  more  rapid 
growth. 

Often  the  lack  of  growth  is  due  to 
Jow  vitality.  Such  birds  will  never 
amount  to  much,  and  we  strongly  ad- 
vise you  to  condition  them  and  send 
them  to  market.  It  does  not  pay  to 
keep  such  pullets  to  maturity.  They 
never  prove  to  be  exceptional  pro- 
ducers. 

If  you  know  your  A,  B,  C's  of  culling 
you  will  be  able  to  determine  whether 
the  slow  maturing  pullets  lack  food  or 
vigor.  When  the  cause  is  determined 
you  can  apply  the  remedy. 


DRAINAGE .  IMPORTANT 


Dampness  is  one  factor  which  poul- 
trymen  must  fight.  It  is  almost  fatal 
to  young  chicks  and  causes  untold 
trouble  in  laying  houses.  One  must  be 
constantly  on  his  guard  to  prevent 
dampness. 

The  drainage  around  the  poultry 
house,  be  it  brooder  or  laying  house,  is 
very  important.  A  house  should  always 
be  so  located  that  the  surface  water 
from  rains  will  quickly  run  away.  In 
addition  to  this,  drainage  of  the  sub- 
soil should  be  adequate  to  keep  the  sur- 
face dry.  Avoid  poor  drainage  at  all 
costs. 

This  subject  dseerves  your  most  care- 
ful study  before  you  start  to  build  the 
poultry  house.  Inadequate  drainage 
may  ruin  your  poultry  venture. 


WATCH  FOR  LICE 


Lice  and  mites  seem  to  thrive  the 
best  when  the  weather  is  warm.  Know- 
ing this,  it  is  imperative  that  we  exer- 
c.so  a  little  extra  care  to  prevent  them 
getting  a  start  in  the  poultry  house 
just  now. 

Attention  to  sanitary  measures  will 
prevent  lice  getting  a  start,  but  should 
they  show  up,  modern  methods  of  con- 
trol will  soon  cause  them  to  disappear. 

There  is  no  excuse  for  having  lice 
and  mites  nowdays.  Keep  a  watch  for 
them.    Do  not  neglect  this  matter. 


PLOW  UP  THE  YARDS 


The  yards  or  runs  should  be  plowed 
up  every  spring.  Where  possible,  we 
suggest  that  some  sort  of  green  crop 
be  planted,  as  this  will  tend  to  keep 
the  ground  sweet  and  clean.  Possibly 
you  can  plant  a  part  of  the  yards.  Even 
a  little  helps. 

If  no  green  crop  can  be  grown,  we 
believe  it  well  to  turn  over  the  ground 
rather  frequently.  While  deep  plowing 
is  desirable,  we  like  to  alternatp  with 
shallow  turning  of  the  soil.  . 

Careful  and  frequent  plowing  of  the 
yards  will  do  much  to  prevent  soil  con- 
tamination and  thus  prevent  disease. 

When  the  yards  are  large  it  is  well 
to  have  a,  garden  tractor  or  team  of 
horses  to  do  the  plowing.  If  you  have 
but  a  small  yard,  you  may  be  able  to 
turn  it  over  by  hand,  using  a  garden 
fork  or  spade.  Try  using  a  long  handled 
fork  and  see  how  much  more  easy  it  is. 
You  will  not  break  your  back  when  you 
use  this  kind  of  a  fork.

AN  OPPORTUNITY 


A  successful  business  man  once  gave 
us  his  formula  for  success.  He  said,  "I 
sell  when  prices  are  high,  and  buy 
when  prices  are  low."  This  sounds  too 
simple  to  be  of  much  real  value,  and 
yet  when  you  study  his  statement,  it 
appears  reasonable  and  logical.

PREVENT  EARLY  MOLTING 


Generally  speaking,  our  readers  are 
in  the  poultry  business  for  the  profits 
they  can  make.  Anything  which  helps 
them  to  make  more  money  proves  in- 
tei-esting. 

Perhaps  you  have  frequently  wished 
that  you  could  think  up  some  scheme 
to  do  away  with  the  molt.  The  period 
of  the  molt  is  unprofitable  because  the 
hen  stops  laying.  We  doubt  whether  it 
will  ever  be  possible  to  prevent  the 
molt.  It  is  a  process  of  Nature  which 
cannot  be  eliminated.  The  best  we  have 
been  able  to  do  is  to  control  the  time 
and  duration  of  the  moil. 

We  know  that  if  a  hen  goes  into  an 
early  molt,  she  will  take  a  longer  time 
to  grow  the  new  feathers  than  will  be 
the  case  if  she  begins  to  molt  late  in 
the  season.  The  early  molter  may  not 
be  back  to  her  duties  at  the  nest  before 
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January.  This  means  she  will  not  lay 
for  months,  and  consequently  the  profit 
she  will  make  you  will  be  very  small. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  hen  which  does 
not  molt  until  late  in  the  summer  or 
early  fall  will  find  cold  weather  coming 
on,  and  the  result  will  be  that  Nature 
will  hurry  the  growth  of  new  feathers. 
The  coming  of  cold  weather  seems  to 
shorten  the  period  of  the  molt.  Such 
hens  will  be  back  to  laying  by  mid- 
winter. The  late  molter  has  one,  quick, 
complete,  molt.  The  early  molter  has 
several  partial  molts  before  the  final 
coat  of  feathers  are  grown. 

This  indicates  that  it  is  desirable  to 
have  the  hens  molt  late  in  the  season. 
The  question  is  how  to  control  the  molt 
and  have  it  occur  late. 

The  feed  has  a  large  amount  of  con- 
trol over  the  molt.  If  a  regular  laying 
ration  is  provided  and  the  hens  are 
kept  laying,  they  are  less  likely  to  go 
into  a  molt.  Keep  the  hens  in  good 
flesh  and  laying.  Do  not  skimp  on  feed. 
See  that  a  good  egg  mash  is  provided. 
If  you  reduce  the  amount  of  feed  or  do 
anything  to  stop  the  flow  of  eggs,  you 
are  almost  sure  to  have  some  early 
molters  on  your  hands.  If  you  want  to 
reduce  expenses  do  so  in  some  other 
place  besides  the  rations.  Feed  normal 
rations  and  provide  plenty  of  green 
food.

Rough  Shells 

Pome  of  my  hens  lay  eggs  with  rough 
shells.  Fact  is  that  one  hen  lays  an  egg 
with  a  ridge  around  it  so  that'  I  cannot  sell 
her  eggs.  Can  you  tell  me  the  cause  and 
remedy? — Mrs.   j.-t.   B..  Iowa. 

Overfat  hens  sometimes  lay  eggs  with 
poor  shells,  but  as  a  rule  hens  have 
diseased  egg  organs  when  they  lay 
such  eggs.  We  really  do  not  know  of 
a  remedy. 

Pullets  for  Broilers 

I  have  a  nice  lot  of  pullets,  more  than  I 
can  keep  over,  and  I  wonder  if  it  would  pay 
me  to  sell  them  as  broilers.  What  would  rou 
advise  in  this  case?

Poor  Circulation 

Last  winter  I   had   a-  hen   which   froze  its 
comb.   It  has  never  done  well  since.   It  looks] 
to   me   as    if   the   comb   has   poor  circulation 
now.   and  I  am  coming  to  you  for  advice. —  1 
Mrs.   S.   H.   L. .  Minnesota. 

To  begin  with,  we  think  the  bird  has] 
low  vitality.  Give  a  better  ration  and 
be  sure  that  she  has  to  scratch  for  her  ' 
grain.  Make  her  dig  for  her  food.  Give] 
lots  of  green  food,  such  as  chicken  let-  j 
tuce.  Try  to  build  up  the  vigor  of  the! 
hen  with  good  food.  Rub  the  comb  with! 
carbolated  vaseline  and  rub  rather  vig-j 
orously.  Do  not  rub  hard  enough  tcl 
injure  the  comb,  but  try  to  stimulate] 
the  circulation.  If  you  do  not  attend! 
to  this,  you  may  find  the  trouble  de-j 
veloping  into  black  rot,  and  that  isl 
serious. 

Value  of  Bantams 

Can  you  tell  me  why  a  full  grown  man! 
should  waste  his  time  keeping  bantams?— J 
A  Reader,  Illinois. 

Bantams  make  excellent  pets.  Thejl 
keep  one  out-of-doors  in  the  fresh  airj 
and  sunshine  and  help  to  promote  thef 
health  of  the  care-taker.  They  lay  weDj 
when  properly  managed,  and  the 
are  of  much  real  value  in  cooking, 
Bantams  may  frequently  be  kept  where] 
large  birds  cannot  be  housed.  Bantams 
have  a  real  place  in  our  life,  and  if  you 
had  given  your  name  we  would  have] 
given  you  plenty  to  think  about. 

Not  So  Green 

I  am  just  a-  greenhorn  and  don't  know  a 
thing  about  chickens.  I  am  raising  some 
chicks  this  year  and  want  to  know  how  yoq 
tell  the  cockerels  from  the  pullets  of  'thti 
youngsters.  I  notice  some  have  larger  combs, 
Are  they  the  cockerels? — W.  C.  Indiana. 

You  guessed  it.  The  larger  combs  in; 
dicate  cockerels.  And  as  you  have  the 
Anconas,  they  should  be  starting  to 
crow  very  soon.  The  first  crow  will  be 
more  of  a  squeak  than  anything  lse 
but  they  soon  begin  to  round  out  th 
crow.  Be  sure  to  separate  the  pulleti 
and  cockerels  as  soon  as  you  can  disf 
tinguish  them  apart. 

Droppings  for  Garden 

Do  you  think  it  would  be  alright  t'o  pi 
the  poultry  droppings  on  the  garden.  I  hav3 
but  a  few  hens  and  a  fair  sized  rrarden.— 
Mrs.  G.  A.,  Nebraska. 

Sure  it  would  be  alright  to  put  th' 
droppings  on  the  garden.  Use  the  drop 
pings  rather  sparingly,  or  they  wil 
burn  the  plants.  When  mixed  in  th 
soil  and  not  too  much  is  used,  the; 
make  a  first-class  fertilizer.  We  main-' 
tained  our  garden  for  many  years  witl 
no  fertilizer  except  poultry  droppings 
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Chicken  Pox 

Some  of  my  hens  have  little  red  pimples  on 
the  comb  and  face,  and  I  wonder  what  it  is. 
Would  you  think  it  serious? — A.  L.  B.,  Illi- 
nois. 

Rather  difficult  to  say  whether  it 
would  develop  into  something-  or  not. 
Chicken  pox  usually  starts  in  that  way. 
We  suggest  that  you  rub  carbolated 
vaseline  into  the  parts.  Maintain  sani- 
tary conditions. 

Wet  Yards 

My  poultry  yards  tend  to  be  wet  every  time 
it  rains.  Can  you  offer  a  solution  to  this 
problem? — O.   T.,  Illinois. 

You  might  dig  up  the  yards  and  re- 
move a  foot  of  the  soil  and  then  fill  in 
with  gravel  and  replace  top  soil.  Per- 
haps you  are  so  situated  that  you  can 
place  some  file  in  and  about  the  yard 
and  thus  drain  off  the  water.  If  you 
cannot  solve  it  in  any  other  way,  we 
would  fill  in  with  gravel  to  the  proper 
depth  to  bring  the  surface  well  above 
the  surrounding  ground  and  then  cover 
with  fine  sand.  True,  you  must  have 
a  dry  yard. 

Time  to  Begin? 

I  have  been  a  reader  of  your  paper  for  a 
number  of  months,  and  wonder  if  you  think 
this  is  a  good  time  to  begin  the  poultry  busi- 
ness. Let  me  have  your  honest  opinion  — 
J.  J.  D. .  Illinois. 

We  thought  this  question  had  been 
answered  in  late  issues  of  POULTRY 
KEEPER.  In  our  opinion,  the  present 
is  a  good  time  to  get  a  start  in  the 
poultry  business.  We  predict  higher 
prices.  Of  course,  this  is  merely  our 
own  personal  opinion  and  we  may  be 
mistaken.  We  have  been  mistaken  in 
the  past.  We  may  be  again.  But  it 
looks  like  present  low  prices,  shortage 
of  future  flocks  and  curtailment  of  pro- 
duction all  indicate  a  marked  advance 
in  prices  the  coming  fall  and  winter. 
We  feel  that  the  present  is  the  best 
time  to  get  started  in  the  poultry  busi- 
ness which  we  have  seen  in  a  long 
time.  Possibly  we  will  not  have  so  fav- 
orable a  time  again  for  many  years. 
We  look  forward  to  the  future  of  poul- 
try with  perfect  confidence. 

Looks  Like  Liver 

I  am  having  a  host  of  trouble.  Some  6f 
my  hens  have  their  combs  turn  dark,  and 
they  do  not  do  well.  Could  they  be  consti- 
pated?— D.  R.,  Vermont. 


Looks  like  liver  trouble  to  us.  You 
might  give  a  small  liver  pill  to  each 
bird  with  a  dark  comb.  Often  a  dose  of 
castor  oil  will  be  all  that  it  needed.  A 
teaspoonful  of  castor  oil  is  a  dose.  Give 
more  green  food  and  induce  exercise. 
Give  all  grain  in  deep  litter. 

Crop  Bound 

I  have  been  having  trouble  with  some  of 
my  hens  getting  crop-bound.  I  am  a  back- 
lotter  and  let  the  birds  out  on  the  :awn  real 
early,  and  they  must  have  eaten  a  lot  of  the 
dried  grass  before  I  raked  the  lawn.  Would 
this  cause  the  trouble?  I  have  cured  it',  but 
wish  to  make  sure  if  the  dead  grass  was  the 
cause  of  the  trouble. 

We  certainly  like  good  old  POULTRY 
KEEPER.     It's  fine. — A.    P.,  Iowa. 

Old  dead  grass  might  cause  the  trou- 
ble. Shavings  might  also  cause  trouble. 
Anything  which  will  not  digest  might 


be  the  cause,  but  we  rather  think  the 
dead  grass  the  immediate  cause. 

Hens  Break  Glass 

My  hens  keep  flying  against  the  glass  win- 
dows and  breaking  them.  Can  you  solve  this 
problem  for  me. — Mrs.  A.  H. ,  Nebraska. 

Tack  poultry  netting  over  the  inside 

of  the  window  frames.  Be  sure  it  is 

tight.    The  hens  will  hit  this  and  not 

the  window,  and  thus  save  the  glass. 

Why  not  use  glass  substitute  in  place 

of  the  glass?  It  will  be  more  easy  to 

replace  and  will  stand  more  abuse.

Doubtless  honor  is  due  to  the  fellow 
who  makes  two  blades  of  grass  grow 
where  one  grew  formerly.  The  fellow 
who  tries  this  same  scheme  on  poultry 
is  quite  likely  to  reap  plenty  of  trouble 
in  place  of  honors. 

The  crowding  of  chicks,  baby  or  half 
grown,  always  causes  an  increase  in 
the  possibility  of  disease  and  death.  It 
does  not  pay  to  crowd  chicks.  And  it 
sure  is  easy  to  do  it  at  this  time  of 
the  year  when  they  are  growing  as  fast 
as  weeds.  It  is  a  pretty  good  plan  to 
watch  the  chicks  rather  closely  and  see 
that  they  are  not  growing  so  fast  as  to 
crowd  one  another.  If  you  will  just  give 
this  matter  a  little  attention,  you  will 
have  faster  growing  chicks  and  they 
will  be  better  ones. 


NEXT  WINTER'S  LAYERS 


Your  next  winter's  layers  are  grow- 
ing right  now.  Whether  they  will  be 
good  layers  or  not  will  be  determined 
to  some  extent  by  how  they  are  grown. 
The  food,  housing  and  care  they  re- 
ceive right  now  decides  how  much  vi- 
tality they  can  pack  away  in  their 
bodies.  Their  future  usefulness  at  the 
nest  is  quite  largely  a  matter  of  build- 
ing vigor  in  their  growing  bodies. 

Chicks  need  good  food,  but  they  also 
require  fresh  air,  sunshine  and  exer- 
cise. Get  them  out  on  range  and  let 
them  run  and  scamper  about  and  build 
a  healthy  body.  If  you  will  do  this  you 
will  have  pullets  which  will  shell  out 
lots  of  eggs  next  winter  and  make  you 
a  tidy  profit. 


DON'T  SELL 


We  know  that  the  poultry  business 
has  been  sort  of  uphill  the  past  year. 
We  know  the  work  has  been  hard.  Pos- 
sibly you  are  discouraged.  But  don't 
sell  out.  Don't  sell  the  old  home. 

City  life  is  not  as  easy  as  it  seems. 
You  can't  be  your  own  boss  in  town. 
And,  friends,  it  costs  a  lot  to  live  in 
town.  Don't  forget  that  you  have  to  pay 
for » all  you  get  and  the  jobs  are  few 
and  far  between,  and  hard  to  find.  Be- 
sides, wages  are  being  cut  and  city  life 
is  much  harder  today  than  it  has  been 
for  a  long  time. 

Better  stick  to  the  old  farm  and  your 
poultry.  You  will  be  better  off  in  the 
end.  You  can  make  a  few  spare  dollars 
and  have  a  clay  off  now  and  then.  And 
the  wife  and  kiddies  are  safer  and 
more  happy  when  busy  gathering  and 
packing  eggs  on  the  old  home  place.

Unusual  Money-Making  Ideas 


A  great  many  of  us  overlook  money 
which  could  easily  be  picked  up  right 
at  our  door.  Perhaps  we  may  not  real- 
ize that  quite  frequently  our  profits 
could  be  very  materially  increased  by 
giving  more  attention  to  some  of  the 
rather  unusual  ways  of  making  money. 

One  day,  as  we  were  coming  home 
from  a  rather  long  drive,  we  saw  a  sign 
along  the  road.  "Fertilized  Peat"  was 
all  that  the  sign  said,  but  it  proved  in- 
teresting enough  that  we  made  a  note 
of  the  location,  and  one  day  we  return- 
ed to  inquire  about  this  product.  We 
learned  that  the  gentleman  kept  a  rath- 
er large  flock  of  poultry.  He  used  peat 
litter  because  it  seemed  to  meet  his 
requirements  better 
than  straw  litter. 
When  the  peat  lit- 
ter became  too 
dirty  to  use,  he 
added  some  dried 
poultry  droppings, 
sacked  the  peat  lit- 
ter, and  sold  it  to 
city  folk  who  had 
a  small  home  gar- 
den ,or  possibly 
some  choice  flowers 
— The  plan  worked 
so  well  that  a  flor- 
ist in  a  nearby 
town  offered  to  con- 
tract for  all  he 
could  spare.  He 
sells  his  peat  and 
poultry  droppings 
at  very  much  more 
than  he  pays  for 
the  peat  to  begin 
with.  In  this  way, 
his  litter  is  not 
costing  him  any- 
thing. The  fact  is 
that  he  is  making 
it  bring  him  in 
some  money. 

It  is  a  wellknown 
fact  that  poultry 
droppings  are  fre- 
quently purchased 
by  florists  to  help 
increase  the  fertil- 
ity of  the  soil.  We 
know  a  florist  who 
buys  rich  black 
loam  and  mixes  in 
some  sheep  manure 
and  poultry  drop- 
pings and  then  lets 
it  rot  so  as  to  be 
in  good  condition. 
He  takes  a  number 
of  barrels  of  poultry

droppings  each  year  and  pays  a  fail- 
price.  It  will  pay  any  poultryrnan  to 
save  the  poultry  droppings  and  either 
use  them  on  the  home  garden  or  sell 
them  to  florists  or  gardeners. 

Charlie  Thrum  was  a  business  man 
who  thought  he  could  make  a  killing 
in  the  stock  market.  Just  about  the 
time  he  expected  to  make  his  fortune, 
the  crash  came  and  he  found  himself 
nearly  bankrupt.

Growing  Medicinal  Plants 

A  little  space  in  your  back-yard  or  garden  can  be 
made  to  add  greatly  to  your  income.

in  poultry.  He  killed  and  dressed  quite 
a  number  of  chickens  to  supply  a  local 
trade  which  he  worked  up.  He  was 
afraid  to  feed  the  lungs  and  other  in- 
wards to  his  layers  because  of  the  dan- 
ger of  spreading  disease.  While  he 
thought  raw  meat  was  good  for  his 
birds,  yet  under  the  circumstances,  he 
picked  out  the  lungs  and  other  clean 
parts  and  cooked  them.  By  doing  so, 
he  saved  quite  a  little  meat  scrap. 
When  he  butchered  a  hog  in  the  fall 
he  had  quite  a  lot  of  meat  to  cook  for> 
his  birds.  Later  he  got  a  bone  cutter 
and  ground  up  the  raw  bones  for  his 
birds,  and  by  so  doing  he  saved  still 
more  money.  Soon  he  put  a  gasoline 
engine  on  his  bone 
cutter  and  began  to 
grind  bones  for  his 
neighbors.  This 
brought  him  in 
more  and  more 
money  —  and  it  is 
far  more  certain 
than  gambling  on 
the  stock  market. 

James  Cameron 
has  been  raising 
poultry  for  more 
than  25  years,  and 
it  is  a  safe  guess 
that  he  knows  how 
to  save  and  make 
his  hens  pay.  "Yes, 
I  have  been  a  close 
student  of  my 
poultry,"  he  said, 
"but  most  poultry- 
men  fail  to  go  far 
enough.  Why,  it  is 
perfectly  alright  to 
study  poultry,  but 
most  of  us  need  to 
study  ourselves.  I 
remember  six  or 
seven  years  ago  I 
found  my  work  of 
caring  for  about  700 
layers  was  a  big 
job.  I  sat  down  at 
the  kitchen  table 
one  night  and  drew 
a  plan  of  where  I 
Walked  that  day.  I 
began  to  rearrange 
my  work,  and  to- 
day I  care  for  1,000 
to  1,200  hens  easily 
and  my  gray  hairs 
indicate  I  am  no 
spring  chicken." 

Mr.  Cameron  told 
us  in  detail  how  he 
increased  the  num-

ber  of  hens  on  his  farm  and  reduced 
the  number  of  steps  he  had  to  take.  He 
became  more  efficient.  Every  step 
counts  on  a  large  poultry  farm.  Labor 
is  money.  Save  labor,  reduce  the  num- 
ber of  steps,  increase  your  efficiency — 
and  you  increase  your  profits.  "Anoth- 
er way  I  add  to  my  income,"  continued 
Mr.  Cameron,  "'was  to  use  glass  sub- 
stitute to  replace  all  broken  glass.  Tou 
know  I  always  repair  broken  windows 
every  fall.  Hens  break  a  lot  of  glass 
during  the  summer.  Storms  and  acci- 
dents make  broken  windows  rather 
common.  I  replace  broken  glass  with 
glass  substitute  and  save  money  and 
future  replacements." 

"How  do  I  make  money  in  unsual 
ways?"  repeated  Fred  Harper.  "Well, 
I  have  several  schemes  that  may  inter- 
est you.  One  thing  I  learned  a  good 
many  years  ago  is  that  a  penny  saved 
is  as  good  as  a  penny  earned.  So  I  save 
all  I  can.  After  the  brooding  season 
when  I  am  about  to  put  the  brooder 
away,  I  clean  it  up  and  give  it  a  good 
coating  of  oil  or  grease.  This  prevents 
rusting  and  saves  the  expense  of  a  new 
heating  unit.  What  I  have  said  of  the 
brooder  stove  holds  true  of  any  part 
of  the  poultry  equipment  which  is  to 
be  stored.  If  we  take  care  of  every- 
thing it  will  last  much  longer."  He 
paused.  He  seemed  to  hesitate.  Final- 
ly he  continued.  "Why  most  every 
farm  would  find  a  few  gallons  of  paint 
a  mighty  good  investment.  Lumber  is 
too  expensive  to  neglect.  We  should 
use  more  care  to  preserve  it.  Most  any- 
one could  make  a  saving  by  using  some 
paint." 


1  know  that  when  most  folks  kill  chickens 
they  stick  them,  but  my  customers  seem  to 
want  the  head  cut  off.  "Well,  when  a  hen  is 
allowed  to  flop  around  the  flesh  gets  bruised. 
I  take  a  small  burlap  bag  and  cut  a  hole 
big  enough  to  let  the  head  stick  through.  I 
tako  has  and  legs  in  my  hand  and  chop  off 
tho  head.  Then  hang  up  bag  on  a  nail  and 
there  is  no  fuss  or  flopping.  The  bag  may 
be  used  a  long  time. 

I  like  Poultrygrams  so  well  that  I  am  send- 
ing on  the  above  idea  and  hope  it  will  help 
someone. — A.    N.    P.,  Iowa. 

A  most  useful  idea,  and  we  know  our 
readers  will  use  it  to  good  advantage. 


I  have  two  idea«  which  I  want  to  pass  on 
to  others. 

I  always  keep  my  metal  dropping  board 
scraper  in  good  condition  because  I  keep  it 
oiled.  This  prevents  rust  and  it  is  always 
in   condition   to  use. 

Another  plan  I  have  is  to  keep  a  snow 
shovel  in  the  feed  room  of  my  poultry  house. 
I  coat  it  with  melted  paraffin  and  wet  snow- 
does  not  stick  to  it.  This  saves  a  lot  of  en- 
ergy. Maybe  this  idea  isn't  in  order  now,  but 
how  lony  will  it  be  before  snow  will  arrive? 
— W.    C.   H..  Wisconsin.

Hens  must  be  comfortable  if  they  are 
to  lay  eggs  in  winter.  Jim  Hall  reason- 
ed that  because  his  poultry  house  was 
exposed  to  the  cold  north  winds  that 
something  must  be  done  about  the  mat- 
ter. His  house  was  made  of  ordinary 
drop  siding.  He  put  insulating  board 
over  the  north  side  of  his  poultry  house 
and  then  placed  shingles  over  the  in- 
sulating board.  The  results  were  so  sat- 
isfactory that  he  covered  the  balance 
of  the  house  in  the  same  way.  He  re- 
ports an  increase  in  egg  production  of 
8  per  cent. 

Our  space  is  somewhat  limited  and 
we  have  room  for  just  about  one  more 
suggestion,  and  we  wondered  which 
one  would  make  the  strongest  appeal 
to  you.  We  have  a  note  book  full  of 
ideas.  Well,  you  know  quite  a  number 
of  people  buy  eggs  and  put  them  down 
in  water  glass  for  the  winter.  These 
eggs  are  purchased  in  the  late  spring 
or  early  summer  when  the  price  is  rea- 
sonably low.  We  know  a  farmer's  wife 
who  makes  a  specialty  of  supplying 
such  eggs.  She  makes  a  special  price 
on  a  case  of  12  dozen  eggs  which  just 
about  suits  the  usual  family  require- 
ments.

NOTES  ON  THE  PIGEON  BUSINESS 


Much  has  been  said  and  written 
about  raising'  squabs  and  pigeons,  and 
there  is  a  great  deal  more  that  may  be 
said,  and  some  points  given  that  will 
be  of  interest  to  experienced  breeders 
as  well  as  to  beginners.  And  the  first 
thing  mentioned  that  should  be  of  in- 
terest to  beginners  is  that,  regardless 
of  what  kind  of  pigeons  is  bred,  the 
first  thing  provided  should  be  the  loft, 
for  in  order  to  have  pigeons  do  well, 
they  should  have  a  comfortable  place 
to  live  in,  so  before  investing  in  any 
pigeons,  fix  up  a  good  loft. 

A  good  many  beginners  make  the 
mistake  of  purchasing  a  lot  of  cheap 
birds  for  breeders.  It  must  be  remem- 
bered that  the  best  of  them  throw  more 
or  less  culls.  Therefore,  be  very  care- 
ful in  selecting  the  stock  and  get  good 
birds  from  some  reliable  breeder.  It  is 
far  better  to  buy  two  pair  of  choice 
breeders,  then  ten  pairs  of  culls  at 
any  price.  Any  good  breeder  is  willing 
to  send  birds  on  approval.  If  he  will 
not  sell  on  these  conditions,  beware  of 
him.  Mated  birds  are  the  cheapest  in 
the  end.  Cull  out  all  birds  that  are  not 
good  producers. 

Grit  must  be  substituted  for  teeth  in 
pigeons,  the  same  as  for  poultry,  and 
they  must  have  it  supplied  to  them 
regularly  if  they  are  to  be  kept  in  a 
healthy,  vigorous  condition,  and  do  not 
think  that  they  will  eat  more  than  they 
should,  for  it  is  natural  and  necessary 
that  they  should  have  grit,  and  they 
will  not  consume  more  than  is  good  for 
them.  Salt  is  greatly  relished  by 
pigeons  and  they  will  gorge  themselves 
on  it  if  given  a  chance.  A  little  of  it  is 
good  for  them,  but,  unlike  grit,  it  is 
extremely  dangerous  to  allow  them  to 
eat  too  much.  Rock  salt,  the  kind  giv- 
en to  horses  and  cattle,  is  the  proper 
kind  for  pigeons.  Granulated  or  pul- 
verized salt  should  never  be  given 
them. 

One  suggestion,  which  is  considered 
an  important  one  to  beginners,  is  that 
a  good  book  and  one  or  two  pigeon 
journals  should  be  obtained  and  read 
carefully,  and  perhaps  a  better  sug- 
gestion would  be  to  visit  an  experienced 
and  successful  breeder  at  his  plant, 
where  first  hand,  practical  knowledge 
of  the  work  may  be  had.  Then  when 
you  have  read  up  on  the  "subject  and 
learned  what  you  can  from  a  reliable 
breeder,  buy  as  good  stock  as  you  can 
afford — in  other  words,  if  you  are  not 
able  to  buy  good  stock,  it  will  be  just 
as  well  to  let  the  business  alone  entire- 
ly. One  breeder  says  that  he  did  not 
buy  utility  breeders,  but  picked  up 
three  or  four  lots  which  were  offered 
for  much  less  than  he  could  afford  to 
pay  for  the  same  number  of  birds  in 
good  utility  stock.  In  buying  pigeons, 
like  poultry  and  other  stock,  the  pur- 
chaser is  fortunate  if  he  gets  full  value 
for  his  money,  and  but  few  actually 
believe  that  they  will  get  more  or  bet- 
ter quality  than  they  pay  for,  yet  I  am 
not  saying  that  this  does  not  frequent- 
ly happen.  But  if  you  take  a  chance 
on  buying  a  job  lot  of  anything,  and 
especially  pigeons,  you  will  do  well  if 
you  break  even. 


PURINA  GIVES  TRAINING  COURSE

At  Purina  Mills  these  boys  will  study 
modern  day  merchandising,  advertis- 
ing, research,  office  production  methods 
as  well  as  the  methods  used  at  the  330 
acre  experimental  farm  of  Purina  Mills. 
They  will  also  be  shown  how  the  grain 
exchange  and  livestock  market  operate. 

This  is  the  third  year  tha.t  Mr.  Dan- 
forth has  awarded  fellowships  to  out- 
standing juniors  in  agricultural  col- 
leges. The  awards  have  tended  to  bring 
future  agricultural  leaders  closer  to 
business  and  to  give  them  a  true  pic- 
ture of  how  business — especially  a  busi- 
ness closely  associated  with  farm  folks 
— operates.

QUALITY  AND  SUCCESS 

Success  depends  upon  one's  ability 
to  supply  a  certain  required  quality.

The  difficulty  appears  to 
arise  when  we  attempt  to  show  you 
that  success  comes  in  close  relation- 
ship to  the  quality.

The  result  was  that  he 
had  to  take  the  lowest  price  for  his 
eggs.  Had  he  used  more  care  in  the 
production  of  his  eggs  and  graded 
them,  he  would  have  added  very  large- 
ly to  his  income.  His  eggs  were  of  such 
low  quality  that  he  was  not  making 
much  «f  a  success  of  his  poultry.

In  this  morning's  early  mail  came 
quite  the  opposite  story  from  a  lady 
who,  seeing  that  real  opportunity  in 
the  poultry  business  comes  with  high 
quality,  spent  her  energy  and  effort  to 
produce  the  best  table  eggs  possible. 
The  result  was  that  soon  she  had  the 
best  select  trade  of  the  nearby  town. 
People  were  willing  to  pay  more  for 
her  eggs  because  they  were  better 
quality — they  were  worth  more.  Dur- 
ing the  past  year  she  has  averaged 
ten  cents  a  dozen  more  for  her  eggs 
than  any  nearby  poultry  farm.  She  is 
making  more  money. 

A  problem  we  have  never  been  able 
to  figure  out  is  why  one  will  be  con- 
tent to  produce  inferior  eggs  and  not 
make  much  money,  when  with  a  little 
extra  effort  in  producing  higher  quality 
he  can  put  ten  cents  a  dozen  extra  in 
his  pocket.  Is  it  because  people  are 
lazy,  shiftless  or  indifferent? 

"Well,  anyway,  we  hope  you  will 
spend  that  little  extra  effort  to  produce 
higher  quality  and  thus  meet  with  a 
larger  success. 


DO  NOT  CROSS  THE  BRIDGE 

Some  people  just  naturally  give  us  a 
pain  in  the  head.  They  are  always  see- 
ing the  dark  side  of  things,  and  spread 
gloom  where  they  go.  They  appear  to 
enjoy  sadness,  darkness  and  gloom  and 
insist  upon  everyone  else  keeping  them 
company.  They  are  forever  crossing 
bridges  before  they  get  to  them.  Fre- 
quently they  never  get  to  the  bridges 
at  all.

We  have 
often  purchased  a  goose  of  a  farmer 
who  markets  his  geese  by  such  a  plan. 
Of  course,  if  you  had  enough  to  ship 
it  might  pay  you  to  send  them  to 
Minneapolis  or  St.  Paul. 

Egg  Bound 

T  have  a  few  old  hens  which  seem  rather 
fat.  b'Jt  they  are  egg  bound  every  now  and 
then.  Can  you  offer  a  remedy?  Will  appreci- 
ate any  suggestions,  as  POULTRY  KEEPER 
always  helps  me  solve  my  poultry  problems. — 
H.   G.  B. ,  Illinois. 

E'gg  bound  often  occurs  in  old  hens 
which  are  overfat.  Of  course,  it  would 
be  well  to  try  and  keep  such  hens  in 
good  flesh,  but  not  let  them  get  too 
fat.  In  mild  cases,  an  injection  x)f  sweet 
oil  may  correct  the  trouble.  Sometimes 
the  condition  may  be  helped  by  giving 
the  hen  a  dose  of  castor  oil  to  move 
the  bowels.  Old  hens  which  are  rather 
fat  may  well  be  marketed  before  they 
go  into  the  molt. 

Dubbing 

I  have  heard  some  poultrymen  talk  about 
dubbing  their  birds.  Just  what  did  they  mean 
— and  would  you  advise  it  for  my  Rhode 
Island  Reds? — J.  P.,  Indiana. 

Dubbing  is  the  cutting  off  of  comb 
and  wattles.  This  is  seldom  done  ex- 
cept in  the  case  of  game  fowls.  In  real 
cold  sections  of  the  world  it  overcomes 
the  problem  of  frozen  combs,  but  still 
we  do  not  recommend  it. 

An  Accident 

I  had  a  very  peculiar  accident  on  my  poul- 
try plant  the  other  day.  A  young  cockerel 
jumped  down  off  a  box  and  hit'  a  nail,  tearing 
a  holo  in  his  crop.  I  picked  the  feathers  off 
around  the  wound  and  sewed  up  the  tear  in 
the  crop  and  skin.  To  my  surprise,  the 
wound  healed  and  the  bird  got  well  and  is 
growing  fine.  I  thought  others  might  like  to 
know  about  this. — F.  C...  Ohio. 

Sure  thing  you  can  doctor  up  a  bird 
under  such  circumstances.  If  a  little 
carbolated  vaseline  is  rubbed  into  the 
skin  around  the  wound  it  will  help  in 

the  process  of  recovery.

Another  Lends  a  Hand 

I  have  received  a  lot  of  valuable  informa- 
tion from  your  magazine,  and  I  would  like 
to  give  you  a  little  experience  I  had  last 
winter. 

Just  about  Christmas  I  went  out  to  the 
poultry  houso  about  S  p.  m..  and  one  pullet 
was  breathing  hard.  I  could  hear  her  from 
the  outside.  I  thought  a  lot  of  these  pullet's 
because  they  were  a  new  strain  which  had 
started  to  lay  at  5  months  and  2  days.  I 
took  the  pullet  into  the  house  and  put  a 
drop  of  List'erine  in  each  nostril,  and  then 
mixed  a  few  drops  in  water  and  dropped  it 
down  her  throat.  I  took  the  pullet  back  out 
to  the  hen  house  about  10  p.  m.  I  put  a  few 
drops  in  tho  drinking  water  for  a  few  days 
and  have  had  no  trouble  since. — G.  O. ,  New - 
York. 

A  very  simple  remedy  and  yet  quite 
effective.

Wall  Construction 

I  have  thought  of  sheeting  up  my  house  on 
the  inside  and  filling  in  the  walls  between 
the-  studs  with  shavings.  Would  you  advise 
this  plan? — P.   F..  Montana. 

This  scheme  will  make  the  poultry 
house  warm  alright,  but  it  will  make  a 
nice  place  for  rats  and  mice.  Why  not 
put  an  insulating  board  on  the  outside 
of  the  house  and  then  cover  with  shing- 
les or  another  layer  of  sheeting?  It  will 
help  keep  the  house  warm  and  will  not 
have  the  objections  of  the  other  plan. 

Ensilage  for  Poultry 

What  do  you  think  about  feeding  ensilage 
to  poultry?  I  run  a  dairy  farm  and  have 
plenty  01!  ensilage. — W.  A.  L. .  Wisconsin. 

Ensilage  is  coarse,  bulky,  and  many 
times  causes  bowel  trouble  in  hens.  For 
these  reasons  we  never  favor  giving  it 
to  the  poultry.  Better  give  y'our  flock 
the  regular  poultry  rations. 

Green  Crop 

I  have  a  plot  planted  to  sweet  corn  and 
expect  to  have  it  off  the  ground  by  late 
August  or  early  September.  What  green  crop 
could  I  plant  which  would  be  useful  to  run 
the  poultry  on  and  the  same  time  help  to 
improvo  the  ground? — C.  N.  C  Illinois. 

Rye  would  come  just  about  fitting 
your  needs.  Rye  will  stay  green  late  in 
the  fall  and  makes  a  very  fine  feed  for 
the  birds.  Next  spring  you  can  plow 
the  rye  under  and  it  will  serve  the  pur- 
pose of  a  green  manure. 

None  Whatever 

I  have  a  girl  about  ten  years  old  and  she 
has  become  deeply  interested  in  poultry.  Do 
you  think  that  if  she  had  a  small  pen  of 
birds  that  there  would  be  any  danger  that 
she  might  contract  any  disease  from  the 
birds?  Maybe  you  think  this  question  is  fool- 
ish, but  naturally  we  are  rather  fussy  about 
her  health. — A  Reader,  Michigan. 

Ask  your  physician.  "We  feel  certain 
that  he  will  tell  you  that  the  girl  will 
not  be  likely  to  catch  any  disease,  but 
on  the  contrary  the  fact  that  she 
would  have  to  be  out  of  doors  quite  a 
lot  in  her  work  of  caring  for  the  birds 
and  it  would  tend  to  build  up  her 
health.  We  would  think  it  the  best 
thing  in  the  world  for  her.

CLEAN  DROPPING  BOARDS

This  breed  of  ducks  and  its  varieties, 
which  really  were  introduced  and  had 
its  big  boom  a  number  of  years  ago, 
have  held  up  in  popularity  and  utility 
qualities  equally  as  good,  if  not  better, 
than  any  other  breed  of  land  or  water 
fowl  that  has  been  before  the  public  as 
long  or  longer  than  the  Indian  Run- 
ner. 

Like  most  other  breeds  of  poultry, 
When  first  bred  and  placed  on  the  mar- 
ket, its  utility  and  fancy  qualities  were 
exaggerated  more  or  less,  but  since  it 
has  become  better  known  and  bred,  it 
has  been  found  to  stand  a  100  per  cent 
test  in  laying  qualities.

ducks,  and  that  is  because  they  are 
heavy  feeders  when  young  and  grow- 
ing. After  being  in  the  poultry  busi- 
ness for  over  forty  years  to  a  greater 
or  less  extent,  the  writer  has  never 
been  able  to  find  any  kind  of  poultry 
raising  where  it  was  possible  to  get 
something  for  nothing.  The  Indian 
Runners,  like  other  breeds  of  ducks, 
are  surely  good  feeders  when  growing, 
but  it  is  doubtful  if  there  is  any  other 
breed  of  land  or  water  fowl  that  will 
make  more  rapid  growth  and  reach 
maturity  as  quickly  as  the  Indian  Run- 
ner, and,  like  the  Leghorn  hen,  they 
are  a  small  breed  and  are  soon  full 
grown  and  ready  to  return  a  profit  in 
eggs,  which  they  can  be  depended  upon 
to  do  if  properly  fed  and  cared  for, 
and  will  then  eat  no  more  in  proportion 
to  their  size  and  yield  of  eggs,  than 
any  other  fowl. 

No  breed  of  poultry  is  of  less  trouble 
when  properly  housed  and  yarded  than 
the  Indian  Runner  ducks,  but  they 
should  never  be  allowed  to  run  or  eat 
with  hens  or  chickens  when  young  or 
old.

When  the  breeders  are  willing  to  co- 
operate with  the  Club,  then  things  go 
along  nicely,  but  many  times  some 
stingy  breeder  will  try  to  get  the  ad- 
vantage of  Club  membership  without 
paying  his  dues.  Such  a  breeder  is  not 
honest.  He  rightly  deserves  the  con- 
tempt of  poultrymen  in  general.  It  is 
every  man's  right  to  join  or  refuse  to 
join  a  specialty  Club,  but  no  man  has 
the  right  to  try  and  obtain  that  for 
which  he  is  unwilling  to  pay. 


DON'T  PAMPER  THEM 


While  poultry  must  be  well  fed  and 
cared  for  if  the  birds  are  to  do  their 
best  for  you,  yet  one  of  the  greatest 
mistakes  we  can  make  is  to  pamper 
the  birds. 

We  know  a  man  who  thought  that 
if  a  little  care  was  good  for  his  birds 
that  more  would  be  better.  He  carried 
this  scheme  on  and  on,  until  he  under- 
mined the  health  of  the  flock. 

Certainly  care  is  essential,  but  too 
much  care  is  almost  sure  to  bring  dis- 
aster. Give  the  birds  good  care  and 
attention,  but  do  not  pamper  them. 
There  is  reason  in  all  things,  or  at  least 
there  should  be.

SCALY  LEG  DISEASE 


CONDITION  MARKET  POULTRY 


In  the  past  most  writers  and  speak- 
ers have  urged  you  to  dispose  of  cull 
hens,  fryers  and  cockerels  as  it  would 
be  desirable  from  your  point  of  view. 
Nothing  was  said  about  the  ultimate 
consumer. 

"We  raise  the  question  of  sending  un- 
fattened  poultry  to  market.  Not  only 
do  you  miss  an  extra  profit,  but  uncon- 
ditioned poultry  tends  to  injure  future 
sales.  We  have  often  said  that  one 
well  conditioned  table  fowl  sells  anoth- 
er. We  wish  you  would  give  this  sub- 
ject your  careful  attention  in  the  fu- 
ture. 

Every  table  fowl  should  be  properly 
fattened  before  being  sold. 


Ever  go  out  to  a  poultry  house  and 
see  a  lot  of  birds  with  rough  shanks? 
Notice  how  it  spoils  the  looks  of  even 
the  best  birds.  We  don't  care  how  fine 
the  plumage  may  look,  if  the  legs  are 
rough  it  will  more  than  offset  the  good 
points  of  the  color  or  shape  of  the  bird. 
No  sir,  a  bird  with  scaly  legs  just  can- 
not make  a  decent  impression  on  the 
visitor. 

This  trouble  comes  from  a  small  par- 
asite, and  we  seldom  find  it  in  a  clean 
and  neatly-kept  house.  Filth  seems  to 
favor  its  development. 

The  remedy  is  very  simple.  Almost 
any  oily  preparation  will  check  the 
trouble.  Just  as  a  means  of  prevent 
tion,  we  suggest  that  you  apply  grease* 
or  oil  to  the  shanks  of  your  birds  four- 
times  a  year.  The  trouble  will  not  de^. 
velop  unless  you  get  careless  and  Indif- 
ferent. 


Enormous  Yield  of  PROSO 


The  above  illustration 
shows  a  stalk  of  proso  grain 
heads.  Notice  how  hardy 
and  buhsy  this  plant  is.  ft 
grew  to  a  height  of  3J-£ 
feet,  stooled  and  branched, 
producing  21  heads,  on  one 
of  which  was  1185  grains.

Result  Getting  Ideas 


One  day  recently  the  editor  said  to 
me,  "Mr.  Frank,  I  wish  you  would  take 
a  run  out  and  get  some  first-hand  ideas 
from  successful  poultrymen.  Pick  up 
some  result-getting-  ideas  and  write  it 
up  for  POULTRY  KEEPER.  You  might 
run  up  the  valley  and  see  Mr.  Jones  or 
go  over  on  Squaw  Prairie  and  talk  to 
Rumley,  or  go  down  the  River  Road 
and  see  Mills.  It's  ideas  we  want.  Get 
them." 

With  these  instructions  still  fresh  in 
mind,  we  settled  back  in  the  seat  of 
our  car  and  turned  up  the  valley  road 
to  the  Jones  Poultry  Farm.  This  place 
consists  of  a  comfortable  home-like  resi- 
dence and  the  usual 
number  of  outbuild- 
ings to  be  found  on 
a  dairy  farm.  The 
large  dairy  farm 
was  struck  by 
lightning  some 
three  years  ago 
and  burned  to  the 
ground.  At  that 
time  it  seemed  that 
disaster  had  over- 
taken the  Jones 
family.  The  wife 
came  to  the  rescue 
with  the  suggestion 
that  the  dairy  farm 
be  replaced  with  a 
modern  poultry 
house  and  that 
they  go  into  the 
poultry  business. 

Of  course,  Mr. 
Jones  was  very  hes- 
itant about  the 
change,  but  finally 
decided  to  give 
poultry  a  good  trial 
— After  three  years 
with  poultry  they 
have  proven  that 
there  is  money  in 
it,  and  the  work  is 
not  nearly  as  hard 
as  when  a  large 
dairy  was  kept. 

The  Jones  poul- 
try house  is  the  or- 
dinary shed  type 
roof  and  twenty  ft. 
deep. 

"Some  of  my 
neighbors  tried  to 
discourage  me  in 
building  a  house  so 
deep,  but  I  have 
found    that    it  is

almost  draft  proof.  Ventilation  is  easy 
to  handle  and  my  flock  never  have 
colds,"  said  Mr.  Jones  in  explaining 
how  he  liked  the  poultry  house.  "I  had 
some  old  boards  left  from  the  fire  and 
I  used  them  on  the  walls  of  the  house. 
This  was  foolish.  I  soon  found  that  the 
house  was  cold,  so  I  covered  the  outside 
with  tar  paper  and  then  shingled  right 
over  the  tar  paper.  This  cut  out  a  lot 
of  the  wind.  I  always  figured  my  cows 
did  better  in  a  warm  barn,  so  I  reason- 
ed that  hens  would  lay  better  in  a 
warm  poultry  house.    I  went  a  little

further  and  put  insulating  board  on 
the  inside  of  the  house." 

"This  made  the  house  quite  comfort- 
able," we  suggested. 

"Yes,  sir;  it  made  the  house  cozy  and 
warm." 

"Did  you  have  any  trouble  with  the 
hens  picking  at  the  insulation  board?" 
we  asked. 

"Yes;  at  first  they  bothered,  but  we 
soon  stopped  that  by  plastering  right 
on  to  the  insulation  board.  We  used  a 
hard  plaster  which  the  hens  could  not 
break  up." 

"Mr.  Jones,  do  you  buy  or  mix  your 
feed?"  was  our  next  question. 

"Well,  I  buy  a 
dry  mash  which  is 
advertised,  and  I 
want  to  tell  you  it 
is  a  dandy.  W  e 
grow  a  lot  of  grain 
here  on  the  farm 
and  mix  our  own 
scratch  feed,  but 
my  experience 
leads  me  to  believe 
that  home  -  mixed 
rations  should  go 
no  further.  It  pays 
to  buy  mash." 

"And  you  are 
mainly  interested 
in  producing  table 
eggs  are  you  not?" 
we  inquired. 

"Yes,  I  run  an 
egg  farm.  I  produce 
high-grade  eggs  and 
sell  them  in  Chi- 
cago to  a  select 
trade.  Probably  you 
would  like  a  rough 
idea  of  our  general 
plan.  I  expect  ev- 
ery hen  to  lay  at 
least  12  dozen  eggs 
per  year.  I  trapnest 
part  of  the  year 
and  strike  an  aver- 
age for  the  hens.  If 
they  fall  below  the 
requirement,  they 
are  discarded.  The 
cost  of  production 
is  governed  by  the 
number  of  eggs  the 
hen  lays,  but  it 
costs  me  in  normal 
times  about  two 
cents  per  egg.  I  do 
not  plan  to  sell  any 
eggs  for  less  than

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MONEY  IN  CAPONS 


One  of  the  outstanding  in- 
cidents of  the  low  prices  for 
poultry  during-  the  last  season 
is  the  fact  that  capons  have 
stayed  high  on  the  market 
throughout  the  last  two  years 
when  other  poultry  has  suf- 
fered by  the  depression.  The 
public  cannot  get  the  capons 
in  sufficient  numbers,  and  this 
is  what  maintains  the  high 
price. 

Capon  is  not  something 
new,  it  is  as  old  as  Chinese 
or  Roman  history.  Mention  of 
capons  is  found  in  Chinese, 
Greek  and  Roman  literature. 
At  present  caponizing  is  prac- 
ticed very  largely  in  France 
as  compared  to  this  country. 

The  advantage  of  caponiz- 
ing is  that  it  greatly  improves 
the  quality  of  the  flesh  as  well 
as  bringing  a  much  more  fav- 
orable price  on  the  market. 
Capons  grow  so  much  larger 
and  the  meat  remains  tender 
as  compared  with  cockerels. 
Nevertheless  capons  should  be 
marketed  just  as  soon  as  they 
reach  the  ultimate  growth. 
Naturally,  age  will  bring  a 
hardening  of  the  flesh,  and 
therefore  the  best  capon  meat 
comes  at  a  time  when  they  reach  their 
largest  weight  and  are  not  kept  after 
that  date. 

Quite  a  number  of  people  have  writ- 
ten to  Mr.  Beouy,  a  series  of  questions 
in  regard  to  capons,  and  we  believe  his 
answers  will  be  of  particular  interest 
at  this  time.  We  will  give  the  questions 
and  Mr.  Beuoy's  answers. 
Does  It  Pay  to  Caponize 
Leghorn  Roosters? 

1st — -Yes.  If  you  have  Leghorn  chick- 
ens you  can  get  more  out  of  the  roost- 
ers sold  or  used  as  capons  than  any 
other  way  they  can  be  handled.  Leg- 
horns will  make  from  six  to  seven 
pound  capons. 

Can  Turkeys  Be  Canonized? 

2nd — Yes.  A  turkey  is  very  easily 
caponized.  There  is  no  profit  to  be 
made  from  caponizing  turkeys  due  to 
the  fact  that  it  would  take  a  turkey 
eighteen  months  to  two  years  to  ma- 
ture so  as  to  get  the  benefit  of  the  oper- 
ation. 

Can  Capons  Be  Exhibited? 

3rd — Yes.  At  the  convention  of  the 
American  Poultry  Association  in  Aug- 
ust, 1921,  it  was  voted  to  include  capons 
in  the  new  and  revised  edition  of  The 
Standard  of  Perfection,  by  which  all 
poultry  is  judged.  This  amounts  to  of- 
ficial recognition,  for  which  Mr.  Beuoy 
has  worked  long  and  hard.  It  shows  the 
wonderful  growth  of  the  capon  business 
and  its  recognized  importance  by  the 
poultry  raisers'  organization. 
How  Can  One  Tell 
Cockerels  from  Pullets? 

4th — In  Barred  Plymouth  Rocks  this 
:  is  easily  done,  as  the  male  chicks  are 
always  lighter  in  color  than  the  fe- 
males. You  can  tell  them  just  as  soon 
as  they  hatch  and  at  any  time  after-

capons,  fat  and  well  finished, 
will  bring  on  the  market  from 
$2.00  to  $5.00  each,  sold  one  at 
a  time  or  in  bunches.  Capons 
are  always  in  demand. 

Is  There  An  Established 
Market  for  Capons? 

9th — Yes.  We  guarantee  to 
furnish  you  a  ready  market 
at  the  top  prices  for  any  or 
all  capons  that  you  can  furn- 
ish, fat  and  well  finished. 
Is  An  Old  Capon 
Marketable? 

10th — Yes.  The  bigger  the 
capon  the  more  he  will  bring 
per  pound.  Early  spring- 
hatched  chicks  make  the  very 
best  capons  and  bring  highest 
prices. 

How  Old  Must  a  Capon  Be 
Before  He  Will  Mother 
"Baby-Chicks"? 

11th  —  Late  fall  hatched 
capons  make  best  mothers  for 
the  next  spring  hatched  chicks 
— Four  months  should  elapse 
after  operation  before  the 
capon  can  be  successfully 
used  to  brood  "Baby-chicks." 


wards,  as  the  ones  that  are  light  in 
color  are  always  roosters  and  the  dark 
colored  ones  are  always  pullets.  In  the 
solid  color  varieties  this  rule,  of  course, 
does  not  apply.  Anyone  who  has  ex- 
perience with  chicks  will  not  be  both- 
ered to  know  the  males  from  the  fe- 
males, no  matter  what  color  they  may 
be. 

Do  Capons  Have  Spurs? 

5th — Yes.  A  capcn  will  grow  spurs. 
Just  the  same  as  a  steer's  horns  grow 
unless  removed.  Like  a  steer's  horns 
which  do  not  get  so  large  as  the  bull's, 
so  will  a  capon's  spurs  grow.  Length  of 
the  spurs  indicating  his  age. 
Should  a  Capon's  Wattles  and 
Comb  Be  Trimmed? 

6th — No.  Never  trim  the  comb  and 
wattles  of  birds  you  operate  on.  This 
is  a  barbarious  custom  intended  to  de- 
ceive the  buyers,  and  only  a  dishonest 
or  ignorant  person  would  do  it.  Work 
the  birds  before  the  comb  or  wattles 
show  much  growth  and  then  they  will 
never  develop.  A  perfect  undeveloped 
comb  and  wattles  are  your  best  guar- 
antee of  a  real  capon.  A  trimmed  comb 
and  wattles  will  always  be  docked,  and 
the  bird  called  a  "slip,"  whether  he  is 
or  not,  by  any  posted  buyer. 

What  Does  It  Cost 
To  Raise  a  Capon? 

7th — It  will  cost  about  as  much  to 
raise  a  mature  capon  as  it  will  a  hen 
under  the  same  conditions.  Not  quite 
so  much  for  the  capon  as  the  hen.  The 
exact  cost  depending  on  grain  prices 
and  green  feed  in  different  sections  of 
the  country. 

Will  It  Pay  to  Raise  Capons 
For  My  Own  Use? 

8th — Yes.  It  will  pay  you  to  have 
capons  just  for  your  own  use,  whether 
you   ever  intend   to  sell   one   or  not, 


How  Much  Is  Usually  Charged 
For  Making  Capons? 

12  th — Ten  cents  each  seems  to  be  the 
usual   charge   for    making    capons  of 
young  roosters. 
Do  Capons  Ever  Crow? 

13th — Yes,  in    the    absence-  of  the 
rooster  a  capon  will  sometimes  crow,  or 
at  least  make  the  attempt. 
Will  Capon  Mate  with  a  Hen? 

14th — A  capon  is  exactly  like  any 
other  altered  male.    When  there  is  no 
entire  male  present  all  altered  males  or 
capons  will  make  the  attempt. 
Will  a  "Slip"  or  Capon  Fertilize 
Eggs  So  They  Will  Hatch? 

15th — No,  they  will  not.  On  that  ac- 
count, if  for  no  other  reason,  the  toe 
nail  joint  or  rear  toe  of  one  foot  of  each 
bird  should  be  removed  at  time  of  oper- 
ation. 

How  Can  One  Tell  "Slips" 
From  Capons? 

16th— By  the  looks  of  the  bird.  A 
"slip"  looks  and  acts  like  a  rooster.  A 
capon  does  not.    A  capon  looks  more 
like  a  hen  than  a  rooster. 
How  Can  a  "Slip" 
Be  Told  from  a  Rooster? 

17th — Only  by  the  toe  marks  made  at 
time  of  operation  or  other  record.  On 
which  account  it  is  best  to  mark  all 
birds  operated  on. 
Is  a  "Slip"  as  Good 
To  Eat  as  a  Capon? 

18th — No.  Positively  not.  As  com- 
pared with  a  real  capon  a  "slip"  is 
strong  to  taste  and  coarse  as  to  ap- 
pearance. 

Is  a  "Slip"  Better  Than  a  Rooster 
On  the  Market  or  to  Eat? 

19th — Yes..  A  "Slip"  will  get  much 
fatter  than  a  rooster.  He .  is  better  to 
eat,  weighs  more,  and  sells  for  almost 
double  rooster  prices.

Many  poultry  houses  are  reasonably 
warm  and  will  do  very  well  except  that 
the  hens  are  cold  while  on  the  roost. 
This  problem  may  be  solved  by  having 
a  curtain  to  drop  in  front  of  the  roosts 
on  cold  nights.  The  curtain  may  be  of 
heavy  unbleached  muslin,  or  even  bur- 
lap will  help  very  much.  We  have  even 
used  old  grain  sacks. 

Arrange  the  curtain  so  it  may  be 
rolled  up  out  of  the  way  during  the 
day.  Drop  the  curtain  on  real  cold 
nights.

SANITATION 

One  of  the  most  vital  needs  today  is 
for  strict  attention  to  sanitary  meas- 
ures in  and  about  the  poultry  house. 
Time  was  when  but  a  few  fowls  were 
kept  on  a  farm,  and  they  were  allowed 
their  freedom.  In  such  cases,  should 
disease  break  out,  the  danger  of 
spreading  the  disease  through  contam- 
inated ground  was  very  small.  The 
germs  of  the  disease  may  have  been 
expelled  with  the  droppings  and  thus 
found  lodging  in  the  soil.  But  the  sun- 
shine, rains,  air  and  growing  crops 
helped  to  destroy  these  germs.  Thus 
Nature  again  showed  its  desire  to  pro- 
mote its  own  aims. 

The  trouble  comes  when  we  keep  too 
many  birds  on  a  given  space  of  ground. 
There  comes  a  time  when  even  Nature 
cannot  correct  conditions.  Man-made 
mistakes  may  require  man-made  reme- 
dies. Nature  is  limited.  If  you  keep 
too  many  hens  on  an  acre  of  ground 
this  ground  is  going  to  be  contaminated 
sooner  or  later.  When  you  violate  the 
rules  of  Nature  you  are  going  to  have 
unnatural  conditions.  So  the  only  thing 
we  can  do  is  to  step  in  and  try  to  apply 
man  -  made  remedies  to  man  -  made 
problems. 

"We  look  wise  and  talk  about  sanita- 
tion and  sanitary  measures.  What  we 
really  mean  is  to  keep  things  clean. 
Disease  germs  do  not  live,  much  less 
thrive,  under  clean  conditions.  If  you 
want  to  prevent  disease  keep  your 
poultry  houses  and  yards  clean. 

In  our  efforts  to  promote  cleanliness 
we  should  give  every  detail  our  careful 
attention.  Think  of  the  many  things 
in  the  poultry  house  which  requires 
cleaning.  Suppose  we  mention  a  few 
of  the  most  common.  The  dropping 
boards,  windows,  walls,  water  founts, 
nests,  litter  and  hoppers.  You  can  go 
ahead  and  think  of  others,  such  as  the 
milk  fo-untain,  if  you  feed  milk;  the 
ventilator,  etc. 

Soap  and  water,  brush,  broom  and  a 
good  disinfectant  will  prove  most  use- 
ful in  our  efforts  to  clean  the  poultry 
house  and  keep  it  clean.  After  all,  the 
results  will  well  repay  us  for  our  ef- 
forts. 


THE  HOME  FLOCK 

Man  has  implanted  within  him  a  de- 
sire to  own  a  flock  of  hens.  This  desire 
may  be  covered  up,  but  given  an  op- 
portunity for  free  expression,  it  comes 
to  the  front.  We  may  call  it  a  hobby, 
amusement,  recreation  or  avocation — 
the  name  is  of  little  consequence. 

Whether  one  is  located  in  the  rural 
districts,  or  situated  within  the  con- 
fines of  a  city  lot,  this  desire  to  keep 
poultry  is  almost  universal.  The  loca- 
tion may  determine  the  size  of  the  flock 
but  it  cannot  limit  the  desire. 

Even  if  one  has  but  a  very  small  plot 
of  ground,  he  can  keep  a  dozen  or  two 
hens.  It  does  not  take  long  to  get 
acquainted  with  a  flock  of  twenty-five 
or  fifty  hens.  You  soon  know  them 
individually.  Some  will  be  more  trac- 
table than  others,  some  may  be  down- 
right impudent,  others  familiar  and 
some  shy.  How  like  human  beings  they 
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are  in  their  individual  traits.  They  soon 
become  acquainted  with  their  care- 
taker and  begin  to  talk  to  him  in  hen 
language.  Don't  think  for  a  moment 
that  hens  have  no  language.  They  can 
express  alarm,  anger,  contentment  and 
affection  by  different  sounds.  You  will 
soon  be  able  to  differentiate  between 
the  various  sounds.  When  the  poultry 
keeper  begins  to  study  hen  language 
he  is  on  the  road  towards  having  a 
happy,  healthy  and  profitable  flock. 

The  work  connected  with  a  small 
home  flock  need  not  interfere  with 
your  usual  duties  of  work.  You  can  plan 
your  poultry  work  in  such  a  way  that 
it  will  be  more  play  than  work.  As  in 
every  line  of  endeavor,  it  is  system  that 
helps  to  keep  the  work  done  promptly 
and  efficiently. 

The  expense  of  keeping  such  a  home 
flock  need  not  be  an  expense  at  all.  It 
can  be  made  to  return  a  profit.  Table 
scraps,  lawn  clippings,  garden  weeds, 
etc.,  help  cut  the  feed  bill.  And  you 
will  probably  have  a  few  eggs  to  sell 
besides  those  consumed  at  home.  Prop- 
erly managed,  your  egg  factory  will 
make  you  money.  Besides  you  will  have 
just  a  lot  of  pleasure  in  caring  for  the 
hens.  Pleasure  and  profit  can  be  com- 
bined in  the  home  flock. 


THE  NEW  POULTRY  HOUSE 

Have  you  built  that  poultry  house 
about  which  you  have  been  talking  for 
the  last  eight  months? 

It  is  about  time  to  get  busy.  Summer 
will  soon  be  gone,  and  you  know  there 
are  always  a  lot  of  things  to  be  done 
in  the  fall.  If  you  don't  watch  out, 
cold  weather  will  catch  you  unprepared. 

Do  you  know  that  crowding  of  your 
layers  may.  spoil  your  egg  crop?  Do 
you  also  know  that  the  danger  from 
disease  increases  with  crowding?  These 
factors  are  not  matters  to  treat  lightly, 
but  are  of  such  importance  as  to  cause 
the  deepest  concern. 

It  is  time  to  build  that  new  poultry 
house  now. 

In  making  your  plans  for  the  house, 


do  not  select  the  type  of  house  hastily 
or  from  personal  preference  alone.  The 
type  of  house  you  should  build  will  be 
governed  by  the  location,  climate  and 
your  needs.  Many  make  the  mistake 
of  building  the  wrong  kind  of  house.  A 
house  adapted  to  Florida  conditions 
would  not  be  suitable  for  the  climate 
of  Wisconsin.  Texas  would  not  re- 
quire the  same  kind  of  house  as  bleak 
New  England.  It  would  be  well  for  you 
to  get  in  touch  with  your  State  Experi- 
ment Station  and  get  their  suggestions 
on  the  kind  of  house  to  build.  In  addi- 
tion to  this,  do  some  personal  inves- 
tigating of  nearby  successful  poultry 
farms. 

In  some  cases  the  poultryman  is 
tempted  to  build  too  cheaply.  While 
we  would  be  the  last  person  to  recom- 
mend a  lavish  expenditure  in  a  building 
program,  yet  there  is  such  a  thing  as 
false  economy.  Good  lumber  and  ma- 
terial is  cheapest  in  the  end.  It  does 
not  pay  to  purchase  inferior  materials. 
In  the  construction,  be  sure  that  you 
adhere  to  the  plan  to  build  well.  You 
may  save  a  trifle  by  spreading  the  raft- 
ers further  apart,  or  a  few  pennies  may 
be  saved  by  using  one  nail  where  two 
are  required.  It  does  not  pay  to  be 
penny  wise  and  pound  foolish. 

If  you  keep  putting  off  building  you 
will  be  sorry  later  on.  Get  busy  and 
build  now,  and  equip  your  house  with 
the  best  accessories. 


MERITS  OF  STANDARD- 
BRED  FOWLS 

Without  our  standard-bred  varieties 
there  would  be  no  poultry  business  as 
we  understand  it  today.  Better  practi- 
cal fowls,  better  general  purpose  fowls, 
better  laying  fowls,  better  table  fowls, 
and,  of  course,  better  ornamental  fowls 
are  being  bred  today  because  of  the 
standard  as  set  up  by  the  American 
Poultry  Association.  The  debt  which 
poultrymen  owe  to  standard-bred  poul- 
try is  beyond  measure. 

In  the  face  of  these  facts,  for  the 
last  few  years  there  has  been  a  dis- 
tinct drifting  away  from  stand- bred 
poultry.  This  is  proven  by  the  almost 
total  elimination  of  the  small  poultry 
shows  and  the  greately  reduced  entries 
in  many  of  the  large  shows. 

Why  has  this  condition  come  about 
and  what  will  be  the  ultimate  result 
on  the  poultry  business? 

Doubtless  economic  conditions  have 
had  some  effect  upon  the  breeding  of 
standard-bred  poultry.  In  our  own 
personal  opinion,  the  organizations 
which  have  had  the  task  of  promoting 
standard-bred  poultry  have  too  fre- 
quently been  more  interested  in  some- 
thing less  important  than  really  boost- 
ing standard-bred  fowls.  The  advance- 
ment of  individuals  have  sometimes 
been  gained  with  utter  disregard  of  the 
good  of  standard-bred  poultry.  It  is  to 
be  hoped  that  these  errors  are  of  the 
past,  and  due  restitution  will  be  made. 
Future  development  will  come  because 
our  leaders  have  vision,  ability,  honesty 
of  purpose,  and  are  willing  to  submerge 
self  for  the  advancement  of  standard- 
bred  poultry.

I  have  had  more  or  less  trouble  with  mites 
until  I  hit  upon  a  scheme  which  I  found  very 
effective.  I  mix  up  a  strong  lye  solution  and 
scrub  the  roosts  with  this  solution.  Of  course 
the  lye  must  be  mixed  in  an  iron  dish  and 
applied  with  a  swab.  Be  very  careful  of  it, 
as  it  will  burn.  If  this  is  applied  occasion- 
ally during  the  hot  weather  you  will  have  no 
trouble  with  mites. — Mrs.  L.  C.  M.,  Illinois. 

Guess  this  would  say  good-bye  to  the 
mites  alright,  but  one  must  be  careful 
of  strong  lye.  It  may  do  a  great  deal  of 
damage  unless  properly  used. 


In  a  great  many  parts  of  the  country  quack 
grass  is  almost  a  pest.  Well,  I  had  some  In 
my  garden,  so  I  fenced  in  the  garden  and  let 
the  hens  run  in  the  garden  for  a  couple  of 
years.  Now  there  is  not  a  sign  of  the  qua-ck 
grass  left.  Tell  your  readers  about  this,  and 
they  will  thank  you  very  much. — S.  A.  H. , 
Vermont. 

Do  you  have  quack  grass  in  your 
state,  too?  It  sure  is  a  pest  alright. 
Poultry  will  kill  it  out  in  time.  We  have 
seen  it  tried  many  times. 


I  never  thought  that'  chickens  and  rabbits 
had  much  in  common,  but  circumstances  made 
it  necessary  to  keep  some  of  them  in  a  barn 
for  as  few  months,  and  much  to  my  surprise, 
when  the  chickens  got  sick,  the  rabbits  did 
as  well.  I  spoke  to  a  local  rabbit  breeder 
and  he  said  that  poultry  and  rabbits  should 
never  be  kept  in  the  same  building.  I  am  tell- 
ing you  about  this  because  I  am  sure  that 
many  of  our  readers  raise  rabbits  and  poultry 
and  they  may  save  themselves  some  trouble 
by  keeping  them  separate. — H.  T. ,  Nebraska. 

Now  that  is  mighty  fine  of  you  to 
write  us  about  this,  and  without  a 
doubt  some  of  our  readers  will  profit 
by  your  experience. 


I  think  it  is  the  business  of  a  housewife 
to  try  and  keep  her  home  looking  neat  and 
tidy.  I  am  very  proud  of  my  kitchen.  While 
my  husband  is  a  poultryman  and  does  his 
part  towards  helping  keep  things  looking  tidy, 
yet  the  floors  of  the  kitchen  have  much  hard 
use.  We  have  a  linoleum  rug  in  the  kitchen 
and  I  varnish  it  frequently.  I  place  the  varn- 
ish in  a  dish  and  heat  on  a  water  bath  on 
the  stove.  I  apply  varnish  while  hot.  It  will 
spread  better,  goes  farther,  and  seems  to  look 
smoother.  While  this  is  not  exactly  a  poultry 
kink,  yet  I  believe  you  will  want  to  pass  the 
idea  on  to  your  friends. — Mrs.  P.  G. ,  Ohio. 

Good  idea,  and  we  sure  are  glad  to 
pass  it  along. 


I  have  found  that  a  good  flashlight  may 
save  a  lot  of  trouble.  I  had  trouble  in  my 
brooder  house  last  spring.  I  took  my  flash 
and  hurried  out  to  the  house  and  saved  con- 
siderable loss,  and  it  was  largely  due  to  the 
fact  that  I  had  a  flashlight  handy.  I  keep 
a  flashlight  in  the  poultry  house  and  one  un- 
der my  pillow.  You  can  get  a  flash  with  a 
ring  in  the  end  so  they  can  be  hung  on  a  nail. 
— J.  E.  D.,  Wisconsin. 

First-class  idea.  And  you  might  keep 
a  flashlight  in  the  auto  to  help  in 
changing  a  tire  should  occasion  re- 
quire. 


Along  in  August  of  each  year  I  plow  up 
about  half  of  my  .>oultry  yurds  and  sow  them 
to  rye.  This  gives  me  a  goou  green  crop  and 
at  the  same  time  it  tends  to  sweeten  the 
yards.  I  have  followed  this  plan  for  years 
and  find  that  it  works.  The  rye  will  stay 
green  until  way  late  in  the  fall. — G.  D.,  Illi- 
nois. 

Sure  is  a  good  plan  to  follow.  Plant 
one-half  of  the  yard  in  rye  this  year 
and  then  plant  the  -other  half  next 
year.  This  helps  to  keep  the  yard  in 
good  condition. 
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THERE'S  been  a  lot  of  talk  about 
this  or  that  treatment  being  the 
best  for  worm-infested  poultry. 
We  decided  to  let  the  hens  do  a 
little  talking  .  .  .  in  eggs!  Sixty- 
six  culls  were  taken  from  a 
badly  infested  flock.  Post-mor- 
tems had  shown  the  main  trouble 
was  tapeworms.  Thirty-three  of 
these  culls  were  treated  with 
iodine  suspensoid,  and  the  other 
thirty-three  with  Dr.  Hess  Poul- 
try Ver-mi-trol. 

The  week  before  these  birds 
went  on  test  the  iodine  pen  laid

My  hens  look  perfectly  healthy,  but  a  day 
or  two  before  they  die,  when  they  act  dizzy 
and  sleepy.  I  opened  several  and  found  their 
livers  covered  with  hard  pimples. — Mrs.  J.  •  J. 
K. ,  Nebraska. 

This  might  indicate  several  diseases, 
but  it  sounds  a  little  like  tuberculosis. 
In  this  disease,  the  bird"shows  extreme 
loss  of  weight.  They  act  dull,  sleepy, 
inactive,  and  diarrhea  may  be  present. 
A  post-mortem  examination  shows 
grayish-white  or  yellowish  colored  tum- 
ors of  various  sizes  on  the  liver,  spleen 
or  intestines.  We  know  of  no  certain 
remedy.  If  the  disease  is  known  to 
exist,  it  is  best  to  dispose  of  the  entire 
flock  and  disinfect  the  premises,  care- 
fully. 

Wind  Puff 

I  caponized  some  of  my  cockerels  and  later 
found  a  lot  of  air  under  the  skin.  What  is 
this  and  what  can  I  do  to  remedy  the  trou- 
ble?— H.   S.,  Illinois. 

This  condition  sometimes  occurs  aft- 
er the  caponizing  operation.  Take  a 
needle  and  dip  in  a  5  per  cent  solution 
of  carbolic  acid  and  prick  the  skin — 
letting  out  the  air.  Repeat  if  necessary. 
Usually  that  is  all  that  is  necessary. 
You  might  rub  a  little  carbolated  vase- 
line over  the  wound.

Clean  Dropping  Boards 

I  have  some  dropping  boards  which  I  am 
unable  to  clean,  and  I  want  your  advice  on 
how  best'  to  get  them  clean  and  keep  them 
clean.  I  am  a  sort  of  a  crank  on  this  sub- 
ject.— W.  C,  Indiana. 

Scrape  the  droppings  off  the  best  you 
can.  Then  take  a  wire  brush  and  go 
over  the  dropping  boards.  Now  mix  up 
a  strong  solution  of  lye  and  water  and 
scrub  the  dropping  boards.  Mix  and 
keep  this  solution  in  an  iron  kettle  and 
use  a  swab  on  a  long  stick  to  apply  so- 
lution to  dropping  boards.  Be  careful 
of  the  solution,  as  it  will  burn  your 
hands.  Wash  off  dropping  boards.  Dry 
and  you  will  have  them  nearly  germ 
free.  Scrape  off  dropping  every  morn- 
ing. The  subject  of  keeping  the  poultry 
house  clean  is  a  good  subject  to  be  a 
crank  about. 

— ? — ? — 
To  Determine  Sex 

I  have  some  young  chicks  and  am  unable 
to  determine  the  sex.  Could  you  possibly 
help  me  in  solving  this  problem? — P.  N..  Min- 
nesota. 

With  very  young  chicks,  especially 
of  the  larger  breeds,  this  is  a  difficult 
task.  We  have  heard  fellows  say  they 
could  tell  the  sex  of  even  day-old  chicks 
but  we  are  just  a  little  like  the  fellow 
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from  Missouri  who  needed  to  be  con- 
vinced. As  the  chicks  grow,  the  male 
is  slightly  coarser,  and  his  comb  and 
tail  feathers  will  develop  faster.  In  the 
small  breeds,  like  the  Anconas  or  Leg- 
horns, the  sex  can  be  distinguished  eas- 
ily, but  when  you  come  to  Rocks  and 
Reds  it  is  not  such  an  easy  job.  It 
seems  to  be  perfectly  alright  to  let  the 
different  sexes  run  together  until  they 
can  be  distinguished. 

Battery  Chicks 

I  have  raised  some  excellent  chicks  in  a 
battery  brooder,  and  I  wonder  if  it  would  be 
alright  to  keep  them  for  breeding  stock  for 
next  year.  They  appear  healthy  and  fine. — 
J.  D.,  New  'fork. 

Battery  brooding  is  such  a  new  de- 
velopment that  not  much  experimenta- 
tion has  been  given  to  testing  battery 
chicks  for  foundation  breeders.  Results 
have  indicated  that  they  will  be  able 
fto  reproduce  themselves.  However,  our 
[own  personal  opinion  is  that  it  would 
be  a  far  better  plan  to  rear  chicks  in 
the  old  way  which  were  to  be  used  for 
breeders.  While  battery  chicks  may  be 
healthy,  yet  we  do  not  feel  that  they 
have  the  pep  and  vigor  of  range-raised 
chicks.  A  chick  being  raised  for  food 
'does  not  require  the  same  vigor  as  a 
breeder.  Doubtless  we  shall  have  much 
more  information  upon  this  subject 
within  a  few  months. 

We  understand  that  several  genera- 
tions have  already  been  reproduced  un- 
ider  battery  conditions,  and  the  birds 
appear  perfectly  normal.  This  does  not 
prove  that  it  is  the  best  way  in  which 
to  rear  them.

Dropping  Boards 

I  am  building  some  dropping  boards.  Can 
you  give  me  any  tips  of  value? — A.  M. ,  Iowa. 

Use  hard,  close  -  grained  lumber. 
Matched  flooring  is  excellent.  Have 
lumber  run  towards  front  of  roost,  not 
lengthwise.  Dip  each  board  in  hot  lin- 
seed oil  before  nailing  in  place.  Drive 
up  close  and  nail  firmly.  Treat  top  of 
dropping  boards  with  a  wood  preserva- 
tive. Be  sure  that  it  is  as  smooth  as 
possible,  so-  as  to  make  them  easy  to 
elean. 


COLD  STORAGE  HOLDINGS  OF 

FROZEN  POULTRY  IN  U.  S. 


The  monthly  report  of  the  Bureau  of 
Agricultural  Economics,  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture,  shows  the 
following  cold  storage  holdings  of  froz- 
en poultry  on  July  1,  1931: 

Total  Frozen  Poultry,  32,735.000  pounds, 
compared  with  54,253,000  pounds  July  1,  1930 
and  a  five-year  average  of  44.256,000  pounds. 

Broilers,  4.756,000  pounds,  compared  with 
8.089,000  pounds  July  1,  1930,  and  a  five-year 
average  of  5,595,000  pounds. 

Fryers,  2,134,000  pounds,  compared  With 
3,327,000  pounds  July  1,  1930,  and  a  five-year 
average  of  2,361,000  pounds. 

Roasters,  5,415,000  pounds,  compared  with 
10,290,000  pounds  July  1,  1930,  and  a  five- 
year  average  of  9,673,000  pounds. 
■  Fowls,  6,180,000  pounds,  compared  with  8,- 
629,000  pounds  July  1,  1930,  and  a  five-year 
average  of  6.747,000  pounds. 

Turkeys,  3,085,000  pounds,  compared  with 
7,469,000  pounds  July  1,  1930,  and  a  five-year 
average  of  6,666,000  pounds. 

Miscellaneous  Poultry,  11,165,000  pounds, 
compared  with  16,449,000  pounds  July  1,  1930. 
and  a  five-year  average  of  13,214,000  pounds. 

The  above  report  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  should  be  worthy 
of  study  by  those  interested  in  the  fu- 
ture of  the  poultry  industry.  The  total 
amount  of  frozen  poultry  on  hand  as 
of  July  1,  was  32,735,000  pounds  as 
compared  with  54,253,000  pounds  on  the 
same  date  last  year.  That  means  prac- 
tically 20,000,000  pounds  less  on  hand 
and  better  prices  for  poultry  this  fall. 

Note  particularly  the  amount  of  tur- 
keys held,  being  less  than  one-half  of 
the  amount  of  last  year.  Surely  this 
will  mean  higher  prices  for  our  Thanks- 
giving turkeys.  It  may  not  work  out, 
but  if  it  does  not  we  are  sort  of  losing 
faith  in  the  old  law  of  supply  and  de- 
mand.

(Continued  from  Page  3) 

three  cents  apiece,  and  at  certain  sea- 
sons of  the  year  the  price  runs  up  to 
seven  cents.  I  believe  that  five  cents 
would  be  a  fair  average.  This  allows 
us  three  cents  profit  on  each  egg.  If 
the  hen  lays  12  dozen  eggs  per  year, 
she  will  make  us  $4.32  per  year.  Many 
of  my  hens  do  better  than  this." 

"Just  how  do  you  get  your  custom- 
ers?" we  asked. 

"Well,  I  do  not  think  there  can  be 
any  hard  and  fast  rule  regarding  this. 
I  did  some  advertising  in  the  daily 
newspapers,  but  found  it  rather  costly. 
I  sent  a  sample  dozen  eggs  to  some  of 
my  city  friends,  and  this  got  me  some 
customers.  Let  me  tell  you,  I  do  every- 
thing possible  to  hold  a  customer,  once 
I  get  him.  I  try  to  please  him  so  well 
that  he  will  tell  his  friends  about  my 
eggs,  and  that  proves  a  good  way  to 
get  new  customers.  You  have  got  to 
sell  a  mighty  good  egg  these  days.  The 
city  fellows  know  what  they  want — 
and  you  can't  fool  them." 

"Then  you  consider  a  good  poultry 
house,  good  care  and  feed,  and  the  pro- 
duction and  sale  of  high-grade  eggs  the 
main  requirements  of  a  successful  poul- 
try business,"  we  inquired. 

"Absolutely,"  he  replied.  "Tell  your 
readers  that  a  good  house  and  good 
feed  will  make  almost  any  hen  respond 
and  lay  well." 

Henry  Rumley  lives  some  distance 
over  on  a  flat  stretch  of  prairie  land 
known  through  the  entire  section  as 
rich  loam  soil.  Mr.  Rumley  has  long 
been  a  poultry  farmer,  but  lays  no  spe- 
cial claim  to  scientific  knowledge,  but 
he  gets  results. 

"Oh,  yes;  you  have  been  over  to  see 
Jones,"  he  replied  to  our  statement 
that  we  had  just  been  to  the  Jones 
Farm.  "Well,  Jones  is  a  good  chicken 
man,  but  he  can  see  nothing  but  eggs. 
I  sometimes  wonder  if  he  sees  eggs  in 
his  sleep.  Well,  Mr.  Frank,  here  we 
try  and  run  an  all  round  poultry  plant. 
I  raise  my  own  pullets,  so  I  know  just 
what  goes  into  the  laying  house.  The 
cockerels  are  fattened  and  sold  to  road- 
side stands.  Last  year  I  sold  over  800 
cockerels  in  that  way.  I  am  making 
plans  to  install  a  battery  brooder  so 
that  I  can  spread  this  business  over  a 
larger  part  of  the  year.  I  really  believe 
that  the  battery  brooder  idea  is  going 
to  be  a  great  development.  Then,  of 
course,  we  sell  table  eggs  to  a  select 
trade.  Every  egg  is  weighed  and  care- 
fully graded.  Only  the  best  are  sold  to 
the  trade.  The  culi  eggs  go  to  the  drug 
stores  and  restaurants  and  a  few  to  the 
bakers.  We  usually  carry  close  to  1000 
layers  and  plan  to  change  about  half  of 
them  every  year." 

"What  do  you  consider  the  most  es- 
sential requirement  for  success  with 
poultry?"  we  asked. 

"Careful  attention  to  details,"  came 
the  prompt  reply.  "Why,  Mr.  Frank, 
too  many  poultrymen  overlook  the  de- 
tails of  the  business.  Take  the  matter 
of  poultry  manure.  I  make  a  consider- 
able sum  off  this  every  year.  I  have 
a  contract  with  a  florist  who  buys  the 
poultry  droppings.  It  may  seem  a  small 
matter.  It  is  merely  a  detail,  but  it 
really  brings  in  a  tidy  sum  every  year. 
Or  take  the  matter  of  sick  hens.  You 
know  a  hen  is  a  machine — an  egg  ma-

chine.  As  long  as  she  works,  she  makes 
money  for  her  owner.  If  she  loafs  or  is 
sick  she  is  going  to  cost  money  to  I 
keep.  So  it  does  not  pay  to  have  sick 
hens.  I  go  to  considerable  pains  every 
year  to  keep  my  hens  healthy.  Good 
keep,  pure  water,  and  close  attention 
to  sanitary  measures  will  keep  the  hens 
in  tip-top  physical  condition.  And  you 
simply  have  got  to  do  it  these  days  if 
you  are  going  to  make  money  from 
your  poultry.  Frankly,  I  do  not  be- 
lieve you  can  stress  this  point  of  atten- 
tion to  details  too  strongly.  I  know  it 
is  often  overlooked,  to  our  sorrow." 

And  then  we  turned  our  car  down  the 
River  Road  to  see  Prof.  Mills,  an  old 
school  teacher .  who  took  up  poultry 
when  his  health  demanded  an  outdoor 
life. 

"I  always  dislike  to  say  anything  for 
publication  because  you  reporters  are 
so  likely  to  stress  the  wrong  point. 
Come  out  and  see  my  layers  and  gain 
your  own  impressions,"  he  returned. 

This  plant  was  laid  out  and  built  by 
one  with  a  well  ordered  mind.  Not  a 
detail  was  overlooked.  The  poultry 
house  was  modern  and  well  painted.  It 
looked  good  enough  for  human  occu- 
pation. As  we  stepped  inside  we  were 
face  to  face  with  clean  white  walls. 
The  litter  was  fresh,  clean  and  deep. 
The  nests  were  metal  and  well  placed. 
The  hoppers,  water  fountains  and  every 
item  of  equipment  was  ideally  located. 
Even  the  boards  on  the  roosts  were  so 
placed  that  in  removing  the  droppings 
one  could  scrape  lengthwise  of  the 
boards.  Pen  after  pen  showed  this  ideal 
arrangement.

While  Prof.  Mills  would  make  no 
personal  statements,  yet  he  did  say  that 
his  hens  averaged  about  $3.17  profit 
each  year.  He  only  keeps  500  hens  be- 
cause he  does  not  wish  to  have  too 
much  labor  to  attend  to. 

The  Professor  has  a  waiting  list  for 
his  egg  customers.  He  sells  a  very 
choice  article  and  it  seems  he  has  more 
calls  than  he  can  supply. 

"Can  you  beat  that,"  exclaimed  the 
office  boy,  as  he  heard  me  telling  about 
my  visits.  "Here's  this  Professor  can't 
get  enough  eggs  to  suit  his  customers, 
and  my  pa  has  to  take  eggs  down  to 
the  grocer  and  swap  them  fer  gro- 
ceries."

head  and  short,  stout  beak,  the  bright, 
full  eye,  broad  breast,  wide  back,  long 
keel,  large  abdomen  and  close  feathered 
body.  And  we  will  see  that  the  bird  is 
in  good  flesh.  No  hen  or  pullet  ever 
lays  very  much  unless  it  is  in  good 
flesh. 

After  picking  out  the  best  pullets  w@ 
must  house  them  properly.  They 
should  have  clean,  well  ventilated 
houses,  and,  above  all,  do  not  crowd 
them.  The  outstanding  fault  with  most 
poultry  keepers  is  that  they  crowd 
their  pullets.

will  produce  plenty  of  eggs,  provided 
they  are  properly  fed.  Good  feeding  is 
one  of  the  most  essential  factors  in  the 
production  of  eggs.  More  pullets  are 
underfed  than  overfed.  We  should  re- 
alize that  underfeeding'  means  under- 
nourishment. Laying  or  reproduction 
follows  a  well-nourished  body.  A  pullet 
must  not  be  too  fat  to  lay,  yet  should 
carry  considerable  fat.  Some  people 
gain  the  impression  that  only  lean  pul- 
lets lay.  This  is  not  founded  on  facts. 

While  the  right  amount  of  food  is  of 
vital  importance,  yet  possibly  the  right 
kind  of  food  is  even  more  necessary. 
Some  writers  appear  to  try  and  make 
this  problem  of  feeding  one  of  deep 
mystery,  5"et  to  our 
mind  it  is  one  of  the 
most  simple.  Let  us 
study  the  problem 
by  looking  at  the 
egg  and  finding 
what  it  is  made  of. 
We  all  know  that 
the  shell  is  almost 
all  lime.  The  so- 
called  white  of  the 
egg  is  protein  and 
the  yolk  is  fat.  Of 
course,  these  state- 
ments are  rather 
general.  Now  the 
ration  which  is  to 
get  eggs  must  con- 
tain these  three 
elements  —  lime, 
protein  and  fat. 
Lime  is  supplied  by 
oyster  shells  and 
for  that  reason

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Eggs  and 
The  Ice 
Cream  Maker

"Ladies  and  gentlemen  -may  be  sup- 
plied with  ice  cream  every  day  at  the 
City  Tavern  by  their  humble  servant 
Joseph  Crowe." 

So  read  the  first  advertisement  for  ice 
cream,  published  in  The  New  York  Post  Boy, 
June  8,  1786.  The  Ice  Cream  Review,  June, 
1931,  announces,  "...  Ice  Cream  is  now 
being  nationally  advertised."  Between  these 
two  sentences  lies  the  story  of  the  phenome- 
nal growth  of  a  huge  industry. 

Although  we  like  to  claim  ice  cream  as  an 
American  dish,  English  cook  books  over  150 
years  old  give  recipes  for  making  "cream 
ices"  or  "butter  ices",  as  ice  cream  was 
originally  called.  An  early  account  says  that 
the  first  cream  ice  was  served  to  the  Due 
de  Chartres  on  a  hot  day  in  August,  1774. 
Nor  was  this  just  plain  ice  cream,  for  the 
account  tells  that  the  delicacy  depicted  the 
duke's  coat  of  arms. 

The  name  "cream  ice"  or  "butter  ice"  had 
its  origin  in  the  thick,  creamy  consistency 
of  the  product.  The  ingredients,  according  to 
old  recipes,  were  milk,  sugar,  eggs,  flour  or 
arrowroot,  and  flavoring.  It  was  of  such  de- 
liciousness  that  no  less  person  than  Rudyard 
Kipling  wrote  of  it,  "It  is  fit  only  for  those 
who  walk  with  kings." 

Modern  ice  cream  is  a  different  product 
from  that  which  Kipling  described,  yet  it  is 
still  quite  as  fit  for  royalty  as  it  was  in  the 
early  days.  Evidence  of  this  fact  is  given  in 
a  New  York  paper  for  May,  1931.  which  re- 
ports that  the  chef  of  the  Savoy-Plaza  de- 
lighted King  Prajadhpok  of  Siam  and  his 
Queen  at  the  time  of  their  recent  arrival  in 
this  country  by  serving  as  dessert  white  ice 
cream  elephants  and  eagles. 

But  if  only  royalty  were  to  enjoy  this  most 
popular  of  all  desserts  some  other  use- 
would  have  to  be  found  for  the  6,000,000,000 
pounds  of  milk,  5,000,000  pounds  of  gelatin 
and  571,000  barrels  of  sugar  that  are  used 
annually  in  making  the  35.000,000  gallons 
of  ice  cream  that  the  American  people  con- 
sume. How  many  eggs  this  mountain  of  ice 
cream  requires  nobody  seems  to  know. 
Fancy  Ice  Creams  Contain  Eggs 

Ice  cream  manufacturers  seem  not  at  all 
agreed  about  the  desirability  of  using  eggs 
in  their  product.  In  general,  ice  cream  mak- 
ers may  be  divided  info  two  great  groups: 
those  who  use  eggs  because  of  what  they  do 
to  ice  cream  from  the  standpoint  of  flavor, 
body  and  texture,  and  those  who  do  not  use 
eggs  primarily  because  they  believe  eggs  add 
too  much  expense.  Which  of  these  two 
groups  is  larger  is  difficult  to  say.  even  after 
talking  with  a  number  of  plant  managers  and 
chemists,  Turnbow  and  Raffetto,  in  their 
book.  Ice  Cream,  say,  "Ordinarily  the  benefit 
derived  from  the  use  of  ordinary  amounts  of 
eggs  in  ice  cream  is  not  sufficient  to  justify 
their  use  commercially."  Then  they  continue, 
"If  eggs  are  to  be  of  any  benefit  to  ice  cream 
af  least  5  to  10  dozen  U.  S.  Extras  or  their 
■equal  must  be  used  in  100  pounds  of  mix. 
The  cost  of  such  an  amount  of  eggs  prohib- 
its the  manufacturer  from  selling  his  pro- 
duct at  the  price  ordinarily  prevailing  for 
plain  ice  cream.  Unfortunately,  few  of  the 
states  have  any  standard  for  the  amount  of 
eggs  that  must'  be  used  in  ice  cream,  if  the 
product  is  to  be  labeled,  'Made  with  Eggs'." 
But  farther  on  they  say,  "In  fancy  or  cater- 
ing ice  cream  good  fresh  eggs  are  almost 
universally  used."  The  implication  is  that 
eggs  do  add  to  the  goodness  of  the  cream. 

If,  as  some  manufacturers  say,  consumers 
•care  nothing  about  the  presence  or  absence 
of   eggs   in   their  ice   cream,    why  .bother  to 


make  the  pretense?  The  obvious  answer  in- 
dicates  that   the    question   of   using   eggs  is 
primarily  one  of  cost.     Good  ice  cream  can 
be  made  and  is  being  made  without  egg. 
Eggs  Needed  in  Certain  Ice  Cream 
Mixes 

Aside  from  the  nutritive  value  that  eggs 
add  to  ice  cream,  they  play  a  part  in  the 
mechanics  of  ice  cream  making.  Egg,  espec- 
ially egg  yolk,  is  an  emulsifying  agent.  As 
such  it  helps  t'o  incorporate  air  into  the  mix. 
thus  increasing  its  fluffiness.  This  means 
that  when  the  egg  is  added  to  an  ice  cream 
mix  the  mix  will  reach  the  desirable  over- 
run in  a  shorter  time  than  if  no  egg  is  add- 
ed. This  is  especially  important  when  but- 
ter is  used  to  bring  the  butter  fat  content 
of  a  mix  up  to  legal  standard.  Butter  is  used 
in  some  sections  of  the  country  where  cream 
is  scarce,  and  during  seasons  when  cream 
prices  are  high.  When  this  practice  is  fol- 
lowed, egg  yolk  performs  a  special  func- 
tion. Egg  yolk  is  rich  in  a>  fat-like  sub- 
stance called  lecithin.  This  substance  is  also 
present  in  the  tiny  fat  globules  in  cream. 
Theoretically,  the  lecithin  on  the  surface  of 
the  globules  helps  to  keep  them  separated  in 
the  cream  or  milk.  During  churning  this 
surface  layer  is  rubbed  off,  the  fat  globules 
clump  together,  and  the  butter  "comes." 
When  butter,  which  is  low  in  lecithin,  is  used 
in  making  ice  cream,  the  mix  does  not  whip 
well.  Egg  yolk,  an  easily  obtained  source  of 
lecithin,  is  added  and  the  mix  whips  quickly, 
saving  time  and  power. 

Another  function  that  egg  yolk  performs 
has  to  do  with  crystallization.  Egg  tends  to 
coat  the  tiny  crystals  that  form  during  freez- 
ing. The  coating  prevents  the  clumping  to- 
gether of  the  crystals  to  form  larger  ones 
which  would  destroy  the  smoothness  of  the 
mix. 

Draw  Ice  Cream  at  Lower  Temperature 
When  Eggs  are  Used 

One  chemist  pointed  out  that  firms  who 
use  egg  in  their  ice  cream  do  so  because  they 
believe  the  increased  cost  is  offset  by  the 
advantages  gained.  One  of  the  mechanical 
advantages  is  that  egg  seems  to  allow  the 
drawing  of  the  mix  from  the  freezer  at  a 
lower  temperature  than  is  possible  if  no  egg 
is  used.  This  is  important  because  it  means 
that  crystallization,  which  takes  place  main- 
ly a-fter  the  mix  has  been  drawn  from  the 
freezer,   will  take  place  rapidly.     The  faster 


crystallization  occurs,  the  smaller  will  be  the 
crystals,  and  consequently  the  smoother  the 
texture  of  the  hardened  cream. 

Shell  Eggs  and  Frozen  Eggs 

Practically  all  manufacturers  use  some 
eggs,  at  least  in  fancy  creams  and  special 
orders.  Shell  eggs,  frozen  eggs  and  dried 
eggs  all  have  their  champions.  "We  have 
tried  every  kind  of  egg,  but  we  prefer  shell 
eggs  because  they  have  everything  Nature 
intended  them  to  have,"  said  one  plant  man- 
ager. "Anyway,  right  now  really  high-class 
dried  egg.  which  is  difficult  to  get  is  more 
expensive  than  good  fresh  eggs,"  he  added. 
Ho  explained  that'  he  liked  to  use  eggs  be- 
cause they  "hold  the  cream  together."  and 
add  to  the  total  solids  in  the  mix. 

Some  Prefer  Dried  Eggs 

Several  users  of  dried  eggs  pointed  out  the 
advantages  of  using  the  dehydrated  product. 
Ono  production  manager  believes  they  are 
more  nearly  sterile  than  are  frozen  eggs,  and 
bacterial  count  in  ice  cream  must  be  as  rig- 
idly controlled  as  butter  fat  and  serum  solids 
content.  Directly  opposed  to  this  opinion  was 
that  of  another  man  who  believes  that  all 
kinds  of  eggs  carry  more  bacteria  than  any 
other  ingredient  tho  ice  cream  maker  uses. 
Regardless  of  the  kind  of  egg  used,  however, 
it  is  usually  pasteurized  with  the  mix,  so  that 
this  question  of  sterility  is  relatively  unim- 
portant if  a  high  grade  dried  egg  is  used. 
Cost,  on  the  other  hand,  is  not  unimportant. 
"Dried  eggs  are  about  75  cents  now,"  said 
one  man,  "and  good  gelatin  is  about  65 
cents.  But  I  can  get  an  excellent,  high- 
grade  stabilizer  for  35  cents."  Ease  of  stor- 
ing and  handling  are  two  factors  in  favor  of 
dried   eggs   over  liquid  eggs. 

Frozen  Custard  Popular  in  * 
St.  Louis 

Whether  a  noticeable  egg  flavor  in  ice  cream 
is  desirable  or  not  is  a  question  among  ice 
cream  makers. — a  question  which  many  of 
them  answer  in  the  negative.  Why  this  should 
be  so  is  difficult  to  explain.  During  a  recent 
trip  to  St.  Louis  we  visited  a  chain  of 
stands  which  were  dispensing  what  was  ad- 
vertised as  frozen  custard.  Obviously  the 
product  could  be  sold  as  ice  cream  because 
its  butter  fat  content  was  low.  But  the  name 
frozen  custard  evidently  has  an  appeal,  for 
each  stand  in  the  whole  chain  was  exceed- 
ingly busy  on  a  moderately  cool  evening.  So 
popular    is   the   delicacy   that   customers  are 
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willing  to  pay  ten  cents  for  an  ordinary-size 
ice  cream  cone.  The  texture  is  not'  so  smooth 
as  that  of  most  commercial  ice  creams,  for 
the  crystals,  though  fine,  are  distinguished  by 
the  tongue.  The  custard  melts  down  rather 
rapidly  to  form  a  thin  liquid.  Quite  obvious- 
ly consumers  feel  that'  these  qualities  make 
the  custard  like  homemade  ice  cream,  and, 
therefore,  good.  In  fact,  as  we  strolled  about 
eavesdropping  for  remarks  from  people  who 
were  being  served  we  heard  such  comments 
as  these,  "This  melts  down  just  like  home- 
made ice  cream.  You  can  tell  it's  not  full  of 
fillers  and  stuff."  "I'm  glad  they  serve 
napkins  with  these  cones,  because  they're  so 
runny.  But  that  shows  it's  good  cream." 
"I  never  buy  ice  cream  anywhere  else  any 
more."  "This  is  the  only  commercially  pre- 
pared ice  cream  I  let  my  children  eat,  be- 
cause it  is  made  with  milk  and  eggs." 

These  remarks,  and  other  similar  ones, 
made  us  wonder  how  much  attention  the  ice 
cream  makers  have  really  given  to  consumers' 
tastes  so  far  as  the  question  of  eggs  in  ice 
cream  is  concerned.  When  we  expressed  this 
opinion  to  one  manufacturer,  he  replied:  "If 
consumers  want  eggs  they  shall  have  them. 
We  want  to  give  them  what  they  want. 
Why,  we'll  even  put  in  pepper  if  they  ask 
for  it." 


CAPONS  AGAIN 


I  read  the  article  on  Capons  given  by 
way  of  Questions  and  Answers  as  given 
in  your  August  issue  with  much  pleas- 
ure. For  tea  years  I  have  been  much 
interested  in  the  producing  of  Capons. 
Followed  the  most  extensive  test  ever 
made  by  an  Experimental  Station,  using 
sixty-six  farms  as  their  test  ground. 
Eight-three  thousand  eggs  were  incu- 
bated. For -the  past  few  years  I  had 
charge  of  a  display  booth  at  Madison 
Square  Garden,  showing  dressed  and 
live  Capons.  When  you  stand  talking 
Capons  for  ten  hours  a  day,  meeting 
thousands  of  people  interested  in  the 
Capon,  one  would  be  dumb  if  unable 
to  harvest  interesting  data.  Our  displays 
were  made  in  the  interest  of  Jersey 
Giants,  although  the  first  year  our  dis- 
play show  case  showed  in  one-half 
Rock  and  R.  I.  Red  Capons  and  one 
Giant  pullet.  The  other  half  contained 
eight  Black  Giant  Capons  that  weighed 
12  pounds  each.  These  birds  were  sold 
as  day-old  chicks  for  30c  each  April 
25,  and  were  dressed  for  this  exhibit 
eleven  days  before  being  nine  months 
old. 

It  is  seldom  any  one  can  answer"  a 
lot  of  questions  without  some  one  tak- 
ing exception  to  one  or  more  answers. 

The  answer  "yes"  was  given  to  the 
question  "Does  It  Pay  to  Caponize  Leg- 
horns?" My  answer  would  be  "no."  My 
reason  for  such  an  answer  is  as  fol- 
lows. Leghorn  Broilers  are  the  highest 
selling  broilers  on  the  market.  If  sold 
as  Squab  Broilers  they  bring  75c  per 
pound.  As  common  Broilers  38c  to  45c 
a  pound.  Therefore,  I  claim  it  is  bet- 
ter to  sell  your  surplus  Cockerels  as 
broilers  than  to  take  the  chances  in 
making  capons  of  them.  There  is  al- 
ways more  or  less  loss  in  operating  and 
a  small  capon  brings  far  from  top 
prices. 

"What  does  it  cost  to  raise  a  Capon?" 
This  question  was  not  answered  fully. 
You  will  never  get  a  first-class  Capon 
if  grown  under  the  same  conditions  as 
hens  are  kept.  To  produce  A-l  capons 
they  must  be  grown  on  free  range;  if 
grown  on  small  acreage  they  have  to 
be  supplied  with  all  their  feed.  Birds 
after  the  operation  become  more  or  less 
sluggish,  and  being  supplied  with 
grain  all  the  time  causes  them  to  fatten 
before  they  have  attained  the  frame  an 
A-l  capon  should  have. 


Referring  to  the  Experimental  Sta- 
tion test  mentioned  above,  it  was  found 
that  the  grain  cost  per  bird  for  nine 
months  was  46c — 18c  per  bird  was 
charged  for  crop  damage.  Total  feed 
cost  64c.  These  capons  were  all  free 
ranged.  The  test  was  made  in  New 
Jersey;  of  the  66  farms  used,  63  had 
Jersey  Giants,  two  Rock  flocks,  and 
one  mixed  flock.  The  birds  were  sold 
at  Thanksgiving,  Christmas,  New 
Years  and  Easter  time.  It  was  found 
that  the  greatest  profit  came  from  the 
Easter  sales.  This  fact  has  caused  the 
Jersey  farmers  to  do  a  lot  of  late 
hatching  running  through  July. 

A  new  market  was  created  to  take 
care  of  the  pullets  from  the  late  hatch- 
es, which  pays  3  cent  premium. 

You  cannot  pick  up  a  capon  out  of 
a  bunch  of  birds  and  make  him  take 
care  of  chicks  at  any  age,  unless  he  is 
prepared  for  the  job.  Capons  like  com- 
pany and  generally  have  to  run  with 
their  own  kind,  as  hens  do  not  care  for 
his  company  and  the  rooster  hates  him. 

To  prepare  a  capon  for  the  job  of 
brooding,  shut  him  up  for  a  few  days 
by  himself;  he  becomes  lonesome  and 
will  welcome  the  little  chicks.  It  is 
practiced  more  as  a  novelty  than  oth- 
erwise. 

If  you  wish  to  give  your  mother-in- 
law  the  surprise  of  her  life,  serve  a 
well  finished  Capon  for  the  Christmas 
dinner.

The  Editor  Says 


SEEING  BEYOND  THE 
DOLLAR  SIGN 

A  most  serious  charge  has  been 
made  against  American  business  men, 
and  that  is  that  they  consider  the  dol- 
lar sign  above  everything  else.  While 
we  do  not  think  the  charge  is  by  any 
means  true  of  poultrymen,  as  a  whole, 
yet  we  regret  to  say  that  the  old  time 
ideals  of  the  old  time  poultrymen  ap- 
pear to  be  passing. 

Have  we  stressed  the  incentive  to 
gain  profits  at  the  cost  of  our  ideals? 
Are  we  in  the  poultry  business  to  make 
money  alone,  or  are  we  breeding  poul- 
try for  the  love  of  experimenting,  test- 
ing and  trying  to  work  with  Nature  in 
improving  our  flock?  We  will  admit 
that  a  certain  amount  of  money  is  need- 
ed by  everyone;  but  when  we  make  it 
our  sole  aim  we  are  altogether  likely 
to  put  our  ideals  aside  in  our  desire  to 
secure  larger  and  larger  profits. 

Improvement  and  progress  in  the 
breeding  of  the  various  breeds  have 
been  made  because  some  breeders  or 
group  of  breeders  had  an  ideal  and 
gave  much  time  to  the  consideration  of 
ways  and  means  for  its  accomplish- 
ment. Perhaps  large  financial  returns 
came,  but  they  were  secondary  to  the 
improvement.  In  many  instances  the 
poultry  breeder  remained  poor  and  un- 
known, but  with  his  passing  he  left  a 
strain  of  fowls  far  better  than  he  found 
it.  He  put  a  definite  stamp  of  his  skill 
upon  poultry,  and  for  generations  to 
come  posterity  will  be  the  richer  be- 
cause he  lived.  He  might  have  used 
his  skill  to  accumulate  wealth,  but  it 
would  have  been  gone  in  a  few  short 
years.  He  chose  to  try  and  improve 
his  strain  of  birds  so  that  those  who 
followed  would  have  better  poultry.  He 
placed  ideals  above  the  dollar.  JHe  look- 
ed above  and  beyond  the  dollar  sign. 
He  saw  an  opportunity  for  service  and 
decided  that  it  was  far  better  to  spend 
one's  life  in  serving  others  than  in  get- 
ting all  the  money  he  could. 

When  we  think  of  the  great  poultry- 
men  who  have  lived,  we  measure  their 
greatness  not  by  the  dollar  signt  but 
by  the  service  they  render.  We  look 
beyond  the  dollar  sign. 


PRACTICAL  POULTRY 
BREEDING 

One  great  need  today  is  for  more 
practical  poultry  breeding.  A  very  large 
proportion  of  the  beginners  who  fail 
lack  the  sense  to  place  practical  things 
first.  Perhaps  this  is  due  to  inexperi- 
ence. Our  opinion  is  that  self-conceit 
and  false  ideas  wreck  most  of  the  poul- 
try ventures. 

We  have  given  much  attention  to  the 
beginner,  and  we  believe  that  in  the 
majority  of  cases  he  starts  out  with 
false  ideas.  If  he  is  going  into  egg 
farming  he  overestimates  the  possible 
income.  He  does  not  face  the  proposi- 
tion in  a  practical  way  and  apply  busi- 
ness principles,  but  he  tempers  his 
false  ideas  with  a  goodly  amount  of 
self-conceit,  and  the  result  is  a  badly 
distorted  future.  When  failure  comes 
boldly  along,  the  poultryman  is  abso- 
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lutely  unprepared  for  the  battle.  The 
practical  poultryman  knows  that  it  is 
a  battle  from  start  to  finish.  Should  the 
beginner  take  up  the  altogether 
worthy  task  of  breeding  standard  bred 
birds  he  probably  figures  on  selling  his 
surplus  birds  at  long  figures.  Should 
he  start  with  the  best  breeding  stock 
obtainable,  that  alone  does  not  assure 
him  of  selling  his  hatching  eggs  and 
breeding  stock  at  like  prices.  It  takes 
experience,  skill  and  patience  to  de- 
velop a  strain  which  will  make  a  rep- 
utation to  warrant  high  prices.  Of 
course,  if  you  start  with  the  best  stock 
you  should  be  able  to  come  to  the  front 
more  quickly.  However,  remember 
that  there  is  a  great  opportunity  to 
display  one's  talent  for  practical  things 
in  the  breeding  of  standard  bred  poul- 
try. 

Practical,  hard-headed  business  prin- 
ciples will  do  much  to  put  the  begin- 
ner upon  the  road  to  success.  It  does 
not  pay  to  put  much  faith  in  air-cas- 
tles. Dispell  false  ideas.  Get  down  to 
bedrock  and  pin  your  faith  to  practical 
poultry  breeding  and  you  will  get  re- 
sults. 


BEING  KNOWN 

Your  ambition  may  be  to  raise  the 
best  standard  bred  birds  possible. 
Probably  you  have  visions  of  taking 
home  the  lion's  share  of  the  blue  rib- 
bons from  several  of  the  big  poultry 
shows.  Such  an  ambition  is  quite  laud- 
able and  worthy.  Several  times  we 
have  had  young  poultrymen  express 
such  aims  to  us.  Later  when  they  did 
make  wins  at  the  big  shows,  they 
found,  much  to  their  surprise,  that 
merely  capturing  the  blue  ribbons  was 
simply  the  start  to  success.  It  takes 
persistent  and  constructive  advertising 
to  reap  the  real  rewards  of  a  win  at 
Madison  Square  Garden  or  the  Coli- 
seum. Without  advertising  your  repu- 
tation must  remain  more  or  less  local 
in  character. 

When  you  think  of  Barred  Rocks, 
two  or  three  breeders  are  called  to 
mind.    The  same  is  true  of  Leghorns, 


Wyandottes,  Anconas  or  any  other 
breed.  And  how  is  it  that  you  think 
of  these  breeders?  You  saw  their  adver- 
tising in  which  they  told  of  their  wins. 
In  other  words,  they  are  known  to  you 
and  other  poultrymen  because  of  their 
advertising.  There  are  thousands  of 
capable  poultrymen  who  have  stock  of 
the  highest  quality,  but  they  are  al- 
most unknown  beyond  their  own  com- 
munities. They  are  short-sighted.  They 
bury  themselves  in  local  affairs,  and 
never  make  the  success  which  might  be 
theirs. 

It  pays  to  be  known.  There  is  no 
question  about  this  proposition.  Many 
poultrymen  do  a  business  amounting 
to  good  round  figures  simply  because 
they  are  known.  Advertising  can  make 
you  known.  No  large  poultry  business 
has  ever  been  built  without  advertising. 
Printer's  ink  is  the  heart  of  business 
which  is  constantly  working  to  inject 
new  life  into  business.  If  you  ever  ex- 
pect to  be  a  great  success  as  a  breeder 
of  standard  bred  birds,  you  simply 
must  make  up  your  mind  to  make  free 
use  of  advertising  to  the  end  that  pros- 
pective purchasers  may  know  what 
you  have  that  will  fill  their  needs.  It 
pays  to  advertise.  If  your  stock  is  not 
worth  advertising  —  it  is  not  worth 
keeping.

I  have  a  plan  which  I  have  proved  t'o  be 
most  useful  and  I  want  to  pass  it  along  to 
your  readers.  I  am  quite  sure  that  it  will 
save  them  a  lot  of  trouble.  I  find  that  lice 
always  make  a  business  of  hiding1  around  the 
poultry  house  in  the  early  fall.  So  I  just  go 
to  work  and  sweep  down  the  walls  and  clean 
it  all  out  good  and  then  whitewash  the  entire 
inside  of  the  house.  I  am  seldom  bothered 
with  lice,  and  I  lay  it  to  the  fact  that  I  have 
followed  this  plan  for  years. — Mrs.  L.  G. , 
Nebraska. 

This  is  certainly  a  good  suggestion  to 
start  off  our  fall  work  right.  If  you 
will  do  as  Mrs.  G.  recommends,  we  be- 
lieve that  lice  will  feel  like  passing  you 
by. 


I  presume  that  quite  a  number  will  find  it 
necessary  to  put  new  roofs  on  their  poultry 
houses  this  fall.  We  all  face  that  once  in 
awhile.  My  old  roof  was  roll  roofing  and  it 
ran  lengthwise  of  the  building.  I  have  just 
put  a  new  roof  on  and  I  laid  it  crosswise  of 
the  old  roofing.  That  is,  the  roofing  runs  up 
and  down.  This  makes  one  roofing  run  one 
way,  and  the  other  run  in  the  opposite  direc- 
tion. I  believe  that  makes  a  very  good  roof. 
— D.  D.  L. ,  Kansas. 

If  the  joints  are  well  cemented,  it 
should  make  a  very  satisfactory  roof 
and  one  that  will  last  for  years.  Roofing 
is  quite  reasonably  priced  now  so  that 
it  really  is  a  mighty  fine  time  to  put 
on  such  a  roof  if  you  need  one.  In  your 
section  where  the  wind  blows  consider- 
able we  hope  that  you  nailed  it  rather 
close.  And  be  sure  to  use  rather  long 
nails.  We  believe  the  tendency  is  to 
use  short  nails,  and  this  is  a  mistake. 


Worms  cause  more  loss  in  poultry  than 
most  of  us  realize.  Nine  times  out  of  ten 
when  you  see  a  hen  that  is  thin  and  under 
par  physically,  the  trouble  is  she  is  full  of 
worms.  And  these  worms  just  take  the  vigor 
of  the  hen  for  their  own  use.  You  simply 
can't  have  hens  do  well  and  have  them 
wormy.  There  is  just  one  thing  to  do,  and 
that  is  to  worm  your  poultry.  And  we  know 
of  no  better  time  tnan  right  now  in  Septem- 
ber. Any  good  worm  remedy  will  do.  But 
get  busy  and  worm  them  right  away  so  that 
they  will  so  into  the  winter  worm-free. — C. 
N.  Missouri. 

Sure  as  the  world,  this  is  a  good 
idea.  Your  hens  can't  lay  and  be  wormy. 
Better  worm  your  birds  now  and  get 
ready  for  winter. 


I  guess  that  every  farmer  has  to  buy  new 
blood  once  in  awhile  to  use  in  his  flock.  I 
find  that  I  do.  So  I  buy  cockerels  early  in 
the  fall.  I  get  lower  prices  early  in  the  sea- 
son so  it  really  is  a  money-saving  proposition 
with  me.  Of  course,  I  do  hot  buy  under- 
developed cockerels  but  get  fairly  well  ma- 
tured ones.  I  believe  that  if  you  will  try 
this  plan  for  a  couple  of  years  that  you  will 
find  it  to  your  advantage. — L.  R.  P..  Ver- 
mont. 

This  is  a  good  plan.  To  wait  too  long 
means  that  you  will  have  to  pay  more 
for  the  cockerels  and  then  the  selection 
may  not  be  as  good  later  in  the  season. 
If  any  of  our  readers  are  in  need  of 
new  blood,  we  offer  the  suggestion  that 
they  buy  now,  and  save. 


I  put  all  my  drinking  fountains  in  a  tub 
of  water  and  let  them  soak.  Then  I  scrub 
them  with  a  strong  solution  of  soap  and 
water,  and  rinse  well,  and  they  will  be 
clean  alright.  I  have  too  many  to  boil  every 
day. — Mrs.   E.   S.,  Illinois. 

Soap  and  water  will  help  keep  water 
fountains  clean. 


I  have  another  idea  to  pass  t'o  you  and 
your  thousands  of  good  readers.  At  this  time 
of  the  year  I  think  it  pays  to  look  over  the 
water  fountains.  Some  of  them  leak  a  little 
and  should  be  soldered.  This  can  be  done  by 
any  handy  man.  Others  will  be  pretty  well 
played  out'  and  should  be  thrown  away  and 
new  ones  purchased.  September  is  a  good 
month  to  look  over  all  poultry  equipment, 
but  especially  is  it  a  good  time  to  look  over 
the  water  fountains  and  see  that  they  are  in 
good  shape  to  go  through  the  winter — W.  H. , 
Illinois.

Broken  Legs 

I  had  the  very  bad  luck  to  have  one  of  my 
good  cockerels  have  a  leg  broken  just  below 
the  knee.  Can  you  tell  me  how  t'o  treat  It? 
I  know  you  will. — Miss  K.   D.,  Iowa. 

Apply  a  thin  layer  of  cotton,  holding 
the  broken  bones  in  as  nearly  normal 
position  as  possible.  Then  apply  three 
thin  splints.  These  should  be  of  wood. 
Now  wind  with  a  one  inch  bandage. 
Next  wind  with  adhesive  tape.  Do  not 
wind  too  tight,  as  you  may  retard  the 
circulation,  and  recovery  depends  upon 
good  circulation.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  bones  must  be  held  in  proper  posi- 
tion. The  bandage  is  kept  on  for  about 
14  days.  Keep  bird  quiet  and  on  well 
bedded  litter.  Feed  nourishing  and  eas- 
ily digested  food.  A  little  extra  care 
will  enable  you  to  set  the  bones  so  that 
the  leg  will  be  as  good  as  ever.  The 
bird  may  be  a  little  lame  for  a  time.

Double  Walls 

It  gets  mighty  cold  up  here  in  the  winter 
and  I  wonder  what  you  think  of  building  a 
double-walled  poultry  house.  My  hens  do  not 
lay  because  they  are  so  cold.

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seen  houses  where  the  walls  were  filled 
with  sawdust  or  shavings.  The  difficul- 
ty with  this  plan  is  that  it  gives  the 
rats  a  fine  home.  Most  poultry  farms 
are  using  insulating  material  these 
days  and  it  seems  to  work  very  well. 
We  have  seen  this  applied  to  the  out- 
side of  the  studs  of  the  house  and  the 
sheeting  or  weatherboard  put  right 
over  it.  Of  course,  on  a  house  that  is 
already  built  this  cannot  be  done.  An- 
other good  plan  is  to  apply  the  insula- 
tion board  to  the  outside  of  the  house 
and  then  put  some  neat  shingles  over 
the  outside.  This  makes  a  fine  job  and 
will  last  for  years.  The  shingles  can 
be  sprayed  with  a  stain  if  wood  is  used. 
Some  farms  use  the  insulation  material 
on  the  inside  of  the  studs,  in  which 
case  it  will  be  necessary  to  plaster  over 
the  board  for  a  couple  of  feet  from  the 
floor  to  prevent  them  picking  at  the 
board.  A  piece  of  metal  may  be  nailed 
to  the  board  and  this  will  solve  the 
picking  problem.  Another  way  which 
is  very  good,  but  which  is  more  or  less 
work,  is  to  fit  the  insulation  material 
in  between  the  studs,  nailing  it  to  the 
sheeting.  — ? — 1 — 

Tankage 

I  use  considerable  tankage  in  the  feeding 
of  my  hogs  and  I  wondered  why  I  could  not 
use  it  in  place  of  meat  scraps  in  my  laying 
mash  for  my  hens.  I  sure  would  appreciate 
hearing  from  you  on  this  subject. — T.  F. ,  Illi- 
nois. 

Tankage  can  be  used  alright,  but  gen- 
erally it  does  not  give  as  good  results, 
and  frequently  it  causes  some  digestive 
troubles.  Really  it  is  not  generally  a 
good  plan  to  use  it  in  the  poultry  ra- 
tion. We  suggest  that  you  buy  the 
best  meat  scraps  you  can  find  and  see 
if  the  birds  do  not  do  better.

Dropsy 

I  have  a  hen  that  seems  full  of  water.  She 
is  all  bloated  and  when  I  shake  her  I  think  I 
can  hear  the  water.  She  has  been  a  good 
layer  and  I  hate  to  lose  her,  but  hope  you  can 
help  me  out. — Mrs.  A.  P.,  Michigan. 

This  seems  to  be  dropsy.  As  a  gen- 
eral thing,  treatment  seems  almost  use- 
less. Temporary  relief  may  be  given 
by  passing  a  needle  into  the  abdominal 
cavity,  being  careful  to  avoid  any  vital 
organ.  The  disease  may  accompany  en- 
teritis, tuberculosis  or  like  diseases. 
— ? — ? — 
Sour  Crop 

I  have  a;  bird  which  seems  to  have  a  crop 
full  of  water.  At'  least  when  you  hold  her 
head  down  a  fluid  runs  out  of  the  mouth  and 
it  seems  sort  of  sour  smelling.  Can  you  give 
me  any  help? — Mrs.  B.  D.,  Minnesota. 

This  sounds  very  much  like  sour 
crop  and  is  caused  by  improper  feed- 
ing, lack  of  grit,  lack  of  exercise  or  in- 
digestible material  in  the  ration.  In 
most  cases  xk  teaspoonful  of  bicarbon- 
ate of  soda,  Vz  teaspoonful  of  sugar, 
and  3  tablespoonsful  of  water  will  be 
the  treatment.  Repeat  twice  daily.  Bet- 
ter correct  the  causes  which  bring  on 
this  trouble. 
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— ? — ? — 
Cooked  Vegetables 

I  have  quite  a  few  vegetables  from  my 
garden  and  wonder  if  it  is  best  to  feed  them 
cooked  or  raw. — A.  R.  C,  Iowa. 

Some  people  cook  them  and  mix  them 
into  a  moist  mash,  and  they  do  very 
well,  but  as  a  general  thing  we  prefer 
the  raw  vegetables.  In  some  cases  they 
will  have  to  be  cut  up  or  even  run 
through  a  food  chopper.  Be  sure  to 
give  plenty  of  green  food  such  as  you 
mention.  Vegetables  help  keep  birds 
in  good  physical  condition. 

Mixed  Pens 

Do  you  think  that  it  is  a  good  plan  t'o  put 
pullets  and  hens  in  the  same  pen? — C.  L. , 
Ohio. 

We  do  not  favor  such  a  plan.  We 
much  rather  keep  the  hens  in  one  pen 
-and  the  pullets  in  another  pen.

Limberneck 

I  have  a  cockerel  which  seems  stupid  with 
no  energy.  The  neck  seems  -limber  and  the 
head  hangs  nearly  to  the  ground.  Can  you 
tell  me  the  trouble  and  a  remedy? — R.  W., 
New  York. 

This  sounds  like  limberneck,  caused 
by  eating  some  putrid  meat  or  some- 
thing which  causes  intestinal  irritation. 
The  remedy  suggested  is  to  give  about 
30  grains  of  Epsom  salts  or  a  teaspoon- 
ful  of  castor  oil. 

Pip 

I  have  a  fowl  whose  tongue  seems  to  have 
a  hard  tip.  I  never  saw  anything  like  it  and 
wonder  what  it  is. — Mrs.  L.  C,  Illinois. 

This  is  caused  by  rapid  breathing 
through  the  mouth  and  is  an  indication 
of  disease  rather  than  a  disease  itself. 
Find  out  the  cause  and  remove  it. 
Local  application  of  glycerine  will  help.

Cooked  Vegetable 

Do  you  favor  green  or  cooked  vegetables 
for  your  poultry? — Miss  K.  N.,  Michigan. 

We  favor  giving  vegetables  in  a  raw 
condition  as  much  as  possible.  We 
sometimes  cook  vegetables  in  the  win- 
ter, but  for  summer  feeding  we  stick 
to  raw  vegetables  as  much  as  possible.

COLONY  HOUSES 


Almost  every  time  that  you  meet  a 
poultryman  who  has  made  a  careful 
study  of  poultry  raising,  you  will  find 
that  he  has  some  rather  strong  convic- 
tions upon  the  subject  of  colony  houses. 
While  it  is  true  that  all  do  not  favor 
them,  yet  there  can  be  no  argument 
that  the  movable  type,  which  is  chang- 
ed as  to  location  each  year,  has  much 
to  recommend  it.  Clean  ground  has  a 
lot  in  its  favor.  Contaminated  ground 
causes  much  sickness  in  growing 
chicks.  By  the  use  of  clean,  fresh 
ground  many  of  the  ills  of  chickhood 
can  be  avoided  and  prevented.  Colony 
houses  have  many  friends  and  for  good 
reason. 

There  are  many  different  types  of 
colony  houses,  some  good  and  others 
bad — but  the  idea  of  providing  fresh 
ground  is  one  of  real  value.  The  type 
of  house  is  a  matter  of  itself. 


NESTING  MATERIAL 


Nesting  material  serves  a  two-fold 
purpose — it  prevents  egg  breakage  and 
helps  to  keep  the  shell  of  the  eggs 
clean.  Almost  any  soft  material  will 
serve  (  as  nesting  material.  Perhaps 
straw  is  the  most  widely  used  because 
it  is  cheap  and  very  satisfactory. 

Shavings  are  frequently  used  and  do 
very  nicely.  One  objection  to  them  is 
that  they  do  not  work  into  the  soil  as 
easily  as  straw. 

Nesting  material  should  be  frequent- 
ly changed.  Clean  eggs  always  bring  a 
better  price,  so  it  really  pays  to  change 
the  nesting  material  often  enough  so 
that  it  is  always  clean.

LOCATION  OF  POULTRY  HOUSE 


The  location  of  the  poultry  house  is 
far  more  important  than  many  realize. 
It  should  be  conveniently  placed,  fac- 
ing south,  on  ground  that  is  high  and 
well  drained.  The  yards  should  slope 
to  the  south,  if  possible.  In  some  cases 
the  house  may  be  so  located  that  the 
double  yard  system  may  be  used.  This 
means  a  set  of  yards  both  front  and 
back  of  the  house.  In  this  way  the 
ground  may  be  kept  clean  and  prac- 
tically free  from  contamination. 

In  locating  the  house,  be  sure  to  take 
into  consideration  the  air  currents.  The 
success  of  ventilating  a  house  may  rest 
upon  this  point  alone.  Pure  air  is  a 
great  health  promoter  and  an  essential 
to  successful  poultry  keeping. 

It  really  pays  to  give  careful  consid- 
eration to  the  location  of  the  poultry 
house.

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PULLETS  SHOULD  LAY  SOON

dent  by  the  use  of  corn,  barley  and 
buckwheat. 

In  compounding  a  ration  it  might  be 
possible  to  supply  most  of  the  fat  ele- 
ment through  the  medium  of  one  grain 
— say  corn.  However,  experiments  have 
proven  that  better  results  follow  the 
use  of  fats  from  several  sources.  That 
is  one  reason  why  we  use  several 
grains  in  the  scratch  feed.  Vareity  ap- 
pears to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the 
ration.  Knowing  this,  we  use  a  num- 
ber of  grains  in  our  ration. 

As  we  approach  the  problem  of  mix- 
ing the  ration,  we  are  face  to  face  with' 
the  desirability  of  buying  ready-mixed 
or  home-mixed  rations.  All  poultry,  es- 
pecially pullets,  are  easily  influenced 
by  the  rations.  If  you  have  any  desire 
to  experiment  with  home-mixed  ra- 
tions, please  do  not  do  so  with  pullets. 
Possibly  you  understand  how  to  bal- 
ance the  ration,  but  we  have  come  to 
the  conclusion  that  the  average  poul- 
tryman  does  not  know  enough  about 
nutrition  to  warrant  home-mixed  feeds. 
Just  the  other  day  a  lady  said  that  she 
could  not  understand  why  her  pullets 
did  not  show  signs  of  laying.  She  was 
feeding  a  mash  of  ground  corn,  barley 
and  bran.  Had  she  understood  the 
problem,  she  would  have  known  that 
the  mash  contained  no  animal  protein. 
As  the  whites  of  the  eggs  are  largely 
protein,  the  ration  was  deficient  in  one 
essential  requirement  for  egg  produc- 
tion. Pullets  cannot  lay  with  a  ration 
lacking  in  protein.  The  feeding  propo- 
sition is  one  which  is  comparatively 
simple  provided  the  scratch  feed  and 
mash  are  well  balanced.  The  average 
individual  lacks  the  knowledge  to  com- 
pound rations.  Even  should  the  knowl- 
edge be  had,  it  takes  expensive  ma- 
chinery to  thoroughly  mix  feeds.  Of 
course,  one  can  shovel  over  grain  and 
mix  it,  but  even  with  extreme  care  such 
rations  will  never  be  as  evenly  bal- 
anced as  when  a  good  mixing  machine 
does  the  job. 

Strange  as  it  may  seem,  it  generally 
costs  less  to  use  commercial  rations. 
"While  the  first  cost  may  be  higher,  yet 
the  results  will  be  so  much  better  that 
in  the  end  it  will  be  found  cheaper  to 
buy  ready-mixed  feed. 

Some  poultrymen  have  trouble  with 
the  pullets  going  into  a  fall  molt.  Of 
course,  such  a  condition  is  serious  be- 
cause it  means  a  marked  reduction  in 
laying.  We  believe  that  such  a  molt 
usually  comes  on  because  the  pullets 
are  fed  too  much  mash  and  forced  into 
early  laying,  before  they  are  in  good 
flesh.  We  prefer  to  feed  rather  liber- 
ally on  grains  and  build  up  the  pullets 
so  that  when  the  mash  is  increased  the 
birds  will  have  plenty  of  reserve  fat.  If 
you  will  see  that  your  pullets  are  held 
back  on  mash  and  given  more  grain, 
they'll  take  on  more  fat.  Later  when 
the  mash  is  pushed  on  them  they  will 
not  go  into  a  molt. 

It  is  quite  desirable  to  have  pullets 
laying  in  October.  The  peak  price  will 
come  in  early  December,  and  it  will  be 
well  for  your  pullets  to  be  in  the  lay 
for  a  month  or  so  before  you  have  to 
push  them  too  hard.  Winter  eggs  pay 
best,  and  early  winter  eggs  pay  better 
than  late  winter  eggs.  Keep  this  in 
mind  and  exert  every  effort  to  get  your 
pullets  into  laying  form. 


Above  everything,  do  not  skimp  on 
feed.  If  your  pullets  are  not  as  far  ad- 
vanced as  you  feel  they  should  be — 
then  it  is  up  to  you  to  push  them  along 
and  try  to  round  them  into  laying 
form.  We  realize  that  feed  costs  money 
but  it  never  pays  to  half  do  a  thing. 
You  cannot  save  by  reducing  amount  of 
feed.  Feed  liberally  and  keep  them  in 
good  shape.  It  is  next  to  impossible  to 
correct  improper  feeding  which  was 
done  in  the  early  part  of  the  season. 
Of  course,  you  may  feed  rather  care- 
fully now  and  help  the  matter,  but  if 
you  have  been  trying  to  save  by  limit- 
ing the  amount  of  feed,  you  have 
stunted  the  pullets,  and  it  will  be  a 


mighty  hard  proposition  to  undo  what 
you  have  done.  Poultrymen  should 
come  to  realize  that  the  pullets  need 
plenty  of  feed  at  all  times. 

Egg  prices  look  good  for  this  fall  and 
we  hope  our  readers  will  stress  the 
point  of  getting  their  pullets  into  lay- 
ing form  so  that  they  may  get  their 
share  of  the  profits.  We  have  been 
through  a  period  of  rather  low  prices, 
but  we  hope  that  from  now  on  egg 
prices  will  be  much  closer  to  normal 
in  price.  We  believe  that  opportunity 
is  knocking  at  your  door,  but  we  never 
heard  of  a  case  where  it  kicked  down 
a  door.

WORMS  KILL  PROFITS 


We  often  are  so  intent  upon  our 
study  of  the  proper  feeding  of  our 
fowls,  that  we  may  overlook  the  fact 
that  there  may  be  a  negative  influence 
which  tends  to  undo  our  plans. 

Poultry  which  harbors  worms  will 
not  lay  as  well  as  poultry  which  is  free 
from  these  pests.  Worms  are  expen- 
sive insofar  as  they  affect  the  egg  yield 
— not  to  mention  the  cost  in  actual 
feed.  With  modern  worm  remedies  one 
can  rid  his  flock  of  worms,  and  it  is 
the  duty  we  owe  ourselves  and  our 
birds. 


FRESH  EGGS 


Eggs  are  an  ideal  food  for  the  fam- 
ily. In  many  households  they  are  used 
regularly  at  breakfast.  While  this  is 
highly  desirable,  yet  they  should  not 
be  considered  only  as  a  food  for  break- 
fast. They  may  be  used  freely  as  the 
main  food  for  either  lunch,  supper  or 
dinner. 

Eggs  contain  vitamins  which  make 
them  highly  desirable  for  children — 
they  do  not  take  the  place  of  milk. 

Eggs  are  considei'ed  especially  valu- 
able for  the  convalescent  or  tubercular 
patient.  Hospitals  and  sanitariums  use 
eggs  freely.  They  know  the  real  value 
of  eggs. 

Eggs  can  be  more  frequently  used  in 
the  average  home  to  advantage.  Home 
keepers  can  help  maintain  and  build  up 
the  health  of  the  family  by  serving 
eggs  more  often.  They  can  be  served 
in  so  many  different  ways  that  one 
does  not  tire  of  them. 


EGG  BOXES 


It  pays  to  market  your  eggs  in  neat, 
strong  boxes.  A  neat  box  will  add  to  the 
attractiveness  of  the  eggs.  Do  not  over- 
look the  fact  that  clean,  large  eggs  in  a 
neat  container  will  help  make  many  a 
sale.  The  right .  kind  of  a  box  will  aid 
in  making  sales. 

The  box  should  be  strong  enough  so 
that  the  eggs  will  be  safe  from  break- 
age from  your  farm  to  the  consumer. 
A  strong  box  may  cost  a  little  more 
than  a  poor  one,  but  it  may  be  cheaper 
in  the  end. 

Good  egg  boxes  help  to  build  and 
maintain  an  egg  trade  that  pays. 


SELECTING  BREEDING  MALES  - 


Well,  maybe  it  is  a  little  early  to  be- 
gin to  talk  to  you  about  this  subject, 
but  maybe  it  is  none  too  early  at  that. 
We  always  kept  an  eye  on  the  young- 
males,  and  when  we  found  one  that 
grew  like  a  weed  and  just  seemed  jam- 
med full  of  pep  and  vigor,  we  kept  our 
eye  on  that  young  fellow.  If  he  show- 
ed up  well  at  all  later  in  the  year,  lie 
went  into  our  breeding  pens.  We  nev- 
er thought  much  of  weak,  knock-kneed, 
crow  headed,  long-beaked  birds  even  if 
they  had  the  best  color  in  the  world. 
We  always  placed  the  most  stress  upon 
vigor  'and  health.  Why,  man,  what  is 
the  use  of  keeping  a  bird  for  head  of  a 
pen  unless  he  has  enough  vigor  to  pass 
his  good  traits  on  down  to  his  off- 
spring? 


And  don't  forget,  Bill,  that  it  will 
pay  you  to  just  watch  the  youngsters 
a  little  now  and  then.  When  you  give 
them  some  feed  or  water,  just  pause  a 
moment  and  look  over  the  birds.  Pick 
out  the  most  promising  ones  and  save 
them  for  awhile,  anyway.

country  for  the  winter,  but  that  is  not 


tropical  country  where  day  and  night  practical.  We  can  make  the  days  long- 


are  of  equal  length  and  the  tempera- 
ture is  such  that  outdoor  life  is  the 
rule.  When  man  brought  the  hen 
north  into  the  cold  climates  he  put  her 
under  unnatural  conditions.  However, 
as  much  as  the  hen  has  been  moved 
about  the  face  of  the  earth,  she  appears 
ready  to  adapt  her  mode  of  living  to 
the  new  and  changed  conditions.  Were 
this  not  so,  it  would  be  quite  impossible 
to  keep  poultry  under  such  a  wide 
variety  of  conditions. 

Under  natural  conditions,  the  hen 
lived  in  a  climate  where  the  night  was 


then  that  she  refuses  to  lay  in  the 
winter? 

To  add  to  the  problem,  the  tempera- 
ture gets  lower  and  lower.  In  order  to 
lay,  a  hen  must  be  comfortable  and 
well  fed.  We  can  build  warm  poultry 
houses  and  keep  her  comfortable,  but 
a  hen  can  consume  only  a  certain 
amount  of  food  in  a  given  time.  Her 
digestive  machinery  works  just  so  fast. 
It  seems  that  about  the  only  way  out 
of  the  problem  is  to  figure  out  some 
way  to  make  the  days  longer  for  the 
hen.  We  might  ship  her  to  a  southern

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day.  Her  body  is 
so  constructed  that 
she  can  consume 
enough  food  to  last 
her  through  the 
night,  under  nat- 
ural conditions.  Her 
capacity  is  limited 
to  this  extent.  Now 
when  we  shut  the 
hen  in  our  laying 
house  for  the  win- 
ter she  faces  a  dif- 
ferent situation.  In 
winter  the  sun  does 
not  come  up  until 
half  past  seven,  and 
by  four  thirty  it  is 
gone  again.  Instead 
of  the  hen  having 
twelve  hours  to 
pick  and  scratch 
and  dig  her  food, 
she  is  limited  to 
nine  hours,  or  pos- 
sibly ten  at  most. 
This  can  only  mean 
one  thing,  and  that 
is  that  her  intake 
of  food  is  largely 
reduced.  Were  that 
all,  it  would  be  bad 
enough,  but  we 
must  remember  the 
hen  must  stay  on 
the  roosts  for  pos- 
sibly 15  hours  in- 
stead of  12  or  13 
hours,  as  is  her 
habit  under  normal 
conditions.  The  de- 
mands for  food  are 
increased  and  the 
amount  of  food  con- 
sumed is  reduced. 
Is    it    any  wonder

The  load  consisted  of  eighteen  inconspicuous  barrels,  and  no  one 
would  have  surmised  its  value  had  it  not  been  that  J.  H.  Koehler  was  seen  watching 
it  with  eagle  eyes.  Upon  inquiry  it  was  found  that  the  barrel  contained  1.343  V2  pounds 
of  ginseng,  which  had  been  sold  for  $8,061.00,  and  was  now  being  started  on  its  long 
journey  to  China.    The  crop  was  grown  on  one-half  acre  of  ground  near  Wausau.*'

The  average  market  price  of  dry  ginseng  is  usually  about  $7.00  or  $8.00  per  pound, 
but  at  this  time  buyers  are  paying  from  $10.00  to  $12.00  per  pound  for  roots  of  the 
best  quality,  and  there  seems  little  likelihood  of  any  radical  slump  In  price.

In  fact,  that  is  the  reason  we  use  arti- 
ficial lights  on  our  layers  in  the  win- 
ter. No  one  thinks  of  using  lights  in 
the  summer.  The  days  are  long  enough 
then.  We  use  artificial  lights  when  the 
days  become  short.

Editor:  "By  all  means,  no.  To  begin

Artificial  light- 
ing applies  more  to 
the  production  of 
winter  eggs  than 
any  other  phase  of 
poultry  keeping  — 
We  do  not  favor 
using  lights  on 
breeding  stock  to 
any  extent." 

Mr.  Dawning  of 
Missouri  wishes  to 
speak. 

Mr.  Dawning: 
"You  say  a  40-watt 
lamp  is  required 
for  200  square  feet 
of  floor  space.  Will 
you  kindly  go  into 
more  details  regard- 
ing location  and 
height,  etc.?" 

Editor:  "  Lights 
are  generally  spac- 
ed about  10  feet 
apart  and  on  a  line 
midway  between 
the  front  of  the 
house  and  the  front 
of  the  dropping 
boards.

The  best  distribu- 
tion of  light  is  thus 
obtained.  The  right 
kind  of  reflector  is 
important.

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Chicken  Factories 


Since  cod  liver  oil  was  first  fed  to 
baby  chicks,  the  farm  atmosphere  has 
been  disappearing-  from  many  a  poul- 
try establishment. 

Factory  hens  that  never  see  outdoor 
daylight  are  raised  to  market  weight 
more  surely,  more  quickly,  and  at  a 
greater  manufacturing  profit  than  by 
the  farmyard  method. 

Industrial  by-products  —  bran,  fish- 
meal,  lime,  meat  scraps,  etc. — make  up 
more  and  more  of  the  raw  material  to 
be  converted  to  table  delicacies;  ma- 
chinery for  the  chicken  factory  is  the 
basis  for  a  growing  metal-working  in- 
dustry. Says  The  Industrial  Bulletin 
of  Arthur  D.  Little,  Inc.  (Cambridge, 
Mass.): 

"The  discovery  has  been  made  that 
the  young  chicken  does  not  need  sun- 
light or  green  food. 

Sunlight  is  only  valuable  because  its 
action  is  such  as  to  develop  vitamins. 
We  have  been  so  educated  to  the  idea 
of  vitamins  that  we  are  giving  our 
babies  orange  juice  or  tomato  juice,  and 
a  dose  of  cod  liver  oil,  or  are  exposing 
them  at  intervals  to  direct  sunlight. 
Cod  liver  oil  needs  no  irradiation  from 
sunlight  or  artificial  source,  and  it 
keeps  longer  than  green  food  or  fruit- 
juices. 

The  mass  production  methods  in  the 
poultry  industry  abandon  all  idea  of 
the  green  field  and  sunlight;  the  mother 
is  employed  solely  as  a  layer,  not  as  a 
hatcher. 

She  lays  the  egg  in  the  trap-nest  just 
as  the  workman  fits  number  two  bolt 
in  an  automobile  frame.  The  egg  pass- 
es into  the  first  process  of  machine 
treatment,  unless  it  is  marketed  for 
direct  consumption.  The  hatching- 
machine  (incubator)  is  an  egg-baker. 
As  soon  as  the  hatching  operation  is 
complete,  and  the  chick  appears  free 
from  the  egg,  it  passes  to  the  brooder, 
in  which  it  receives  the  first  finishing 


operation  ,and  reaches  the  dignity  of  a 
transportable  commodity — a  livestock 
unit. 

The  young  chick  is  the  raw  material 
for  the  next  process — and  this  stage  is 
the  one  in  which,  in  the  most  modern 
broiler-and-pullet  plants,  sun  and  green 
food  are  eliminated. 

The  new  home  of  the  chick  is  of  the 
most  modern  kind — a  structure  of  a 
single  low  story,  -the  walls  replaced  by 
wire  rods,  the  floor  of  metal  wire.  The 
cellar  is  only  an  inch  or  so  deep,  with  a 
solid  metal  floor,  which  can  be  removed; 
this  floor  is  for  the  removal  of  the  fac- 
tory waste. 

Each  home  has  an  outside  dining- 
room  in  the  form  of  a  metal  trough, 
and  the  food  can  only  be  obtained  by 
reaching  out  through  the  wire  walls; 
no  food  falls  on  the  living-room  floor 
or  soils  the  clothing  of  the  young- 
chicks. 

The  units  are  fitted  with  electrically 
heated  mothers,  called  hovers,  the 
temperature  being  regulated  to  fit  the 
age  of  the  chicks. 

There  is  no  sunlight,  and  the  (  little 
daylight  which  penetrates  enters 
through  distant  windows.  The  ration 
is  prepared  on  as  accurate  specifica- 
tions as  those  for  an  automobile  cylin- 
der. There  must  be  the  standard  pro- 
portion of  each  of  the  food  elements, 
such  as  protein,  carbohydrates,  fiber, 
and  mineral  constitutents;  but  above 
all,  there  must  be  the  right  amount  of 
vitamins. 

On  the  presence  of  vitamins  depends 
the  success  of  the  whole  production 
schedule — for  unless  they  are  in  the 
ration  in  a  certain  percentage  the 
chicks  will  not  develop  a  proper  bone 
structure  or  a  healthy  feather  coat,  nor 
add  weight  sufficient  to  constitute  a 
profitable  commercial  product.  But  with 
vitamins,  usually  furnished  by  cod 
liver  oil,  the  chickens  add  weight 
quickly." 

In  the  most  modern  plants,  the  whole 
process  is  under  control.  The  perform- 
ance of  each  brood  is  recorded,  and  fu- 
ture procedure  is  based  on  experience. 
There  is  little  trouble  from  disease,  for, 
while  in  the  open  field  the  birds  are 
exposed  to  infection  from  the  ground, 
there  is  no  such  danger  when  this  mod- 
ern factory  method  is  used.  To  quote 
further: 

"It  is  at  once  evident  that  if  poul- 
try-and-egg  production  can  be  made  in- 
dependent of  green  food  and  sunlight, 
it  can  be  carried  on  at  any  location 
and,  more  important,  at  any  season. 
The  production  schedule  for  eggs  can 
be  so  planned  that  laying  will  be  taking 
place  at  the  season  when  eggs  are  the 
scarcest  and  highest  in  price. 

"The  country  will  have  no  special 
advantage  over  the  urban  districts  as 
a  place  to  establish  a  poultry  business. 
And  the  seasonal  peaks  in  egg  produc- 
tion will  largely  be  eliminated.

FROZEN  POULTRY  IN  THE 
UNITED  STATES 


The  monthly  report  of  the  Bureau  of 
Agricultural  Economics,  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture,  shows  the 
following  cold  storage  holdings  of  froz- 
en poultry  on  September  1,  1931: 

Total  frozen  poultry  43,059,000  pound, 
compared  with  42,589,000  pounds  Sep- 
tember 1,  1930,  and  a  five-year' average 
of  42,139,000  pounds. 

Broilers  9,347,000  pounds,  compared 
with  9,190,000  pounds  September  1, 
1930,  and  a  five-year  average  of  9,733,- 
000  pounds. 

Fryers  2,034,000  pounds,  compared 
with  1,951,000  pounds  September  1,  1930 
and  a  five-year  average  of  1,571,000 
pounds. 

Roasters  3,147,000  pounds,  compared 
with  4,784,000  pounds  September  1, 
1930  and  a  five-year  average  of  4,745,- 
000  pounds. 

Fowls  6,907,000  pounds,  compared 
with  5,648,000  pounds  September  1,  1930 
and  a'  five-year  average  of  6,046,000 
pounds. 

Turkeys  '3,360,000  pounds,  compared 
with  4,496,000  pounds  September  1, 
1930,  and  a  five-year  average  of  5,061,- 
000  pounds. 

Miscellaneous  poultry  18,264,000 
pounds,  compared  with  16,520,000 
pounds  September  1,  1930,  and  a  five- 
year  average  of  14,983,000  pounds. 

While  the  Bureau  feels  assured  of  the 
completeness  and  accuracy  of  the  total 
amount  of  poultry  reported,  it  cannot 
vouch  for  the  accuracy  and  classifica- 
tion of  the  various  sizes  of  chickens. 
There  are  a  number  of  concerns  whose 
holdings  are  exceedingly  heavy,  who 
find  it  impracticable  to  make  segrega- 
tion on  their  reports.  Consequently, 
there  will  be  fryers  contained  in  the 
figures  shown  for  broilers,  roasters  and 
possibly  miscellaneous  poultry. 


WATCH  THE  INDIVIDUAL 


The  small  flock  has  the  advantage 
over  the  large  flock  in  that  each  bird 
receives  more  individual  attention.  This 
is  a  factor  worth  considering.  If  you 
watch  each  hen,  you  will  be  sure  that 
she  is  getting  the  proper  amount  of 
food.  It  takes  a  few  moment  to  feel 
the  crop  of  a  hen,  but  it  really  pays.  It 
gives  you  an  index  to  her  health.  A  full 
crop  means  a  good  appetite  and  only  a 
healthy  hen  is  hungry.  One  way  to 
check  up  on  the  crops  of  the  birds  is 
to  go  into  the  poultry  house  after  the 
hens  have  gone  to  roost  and  go  along 
the  roost  and  feel  of  their  crops.  The 
hens  will  not  mind  it  and  you  will  be 
able  to  determine  which  birds  are  be- 
low par. 

Individual  attention  really  pays.  We 
have  come  to  this  conclusion  only  after 
many  years  of  observation  first  hand.

FALL  EGGS 


If  your  pullets  do  not  lay  next  fall 
do  not  blame  the  birds.  The  pullets  are 
largely  what  you  make  them.  Healthy 
pullets,  properly  grown,  will  prove  to 
be  good  layers.  Their  health  and 
growth  depends  upon  how  you  care  for 
them. 

To  begin  with,  one  should  breed, 
hatch,  feed  and  cull  for  strong,  healthy 
vigorous  pullets'. 

In  feeding,  remember  to  give  plenty 
of  good  clean  food  to  promote  rapid 
growth.  Do  not  overlook  the  place  of 
green  food  in  the  ration.  Plenty  of 
green  food  helps  the  pullets  to  get  into 
laying  form.  And  of  course  you  will 
want  to  be  sure  that  the  mash  contains 
the  right  proportion  of  animal  protein. 


POULTRY  MEAT  HEALTHFUL 


Those  of  our  readers  who  have  an 
occasional  rooster  for  Sunday  dinner 
may  rest  assured  that  they  are  giving 
the  family  the  very  best  of  food.  The 
meat  of  poultry  is  easily  digested  and 
especially  nutritious. 

There  are  almost  an  endless  number 
of  ways  in  which  poultry  meat  may  be 
served.  When  properly  and  temptingly 
served,  the  family  will  not  tire  of  poul- 
try. The  housewife  may  well  give  a  lit- 
tle extra  thought  to  the  preparation  of 
poultry  meat  and  thereby  use  as  much 
as  possible. 


It  takes  a  good  hen,  a  good  feed 
.  .  .  AND  SOMETHING  ELSE! 


It  has  been  said,  time  and  again,  that 
all  a  healthy  hen  needs  to  make  her 
produce  is  good  feed — that  and  good 
care.  Good  feed  is  essential — no  ques- 
tion about  it,  but  something  else  added 
to  good  feed  will  make  a  good  hen  lay 
more,  and  that  something  else  is  Dr.

The  Editor  Says 


MAKING  THE  START 

At  this  particular  time  there  are 
many  men  and  women  who  contem- 
plate making-  a  start  in  the  poultry 
business.  Without  a  doubt  there  has 
not  been  a  better  time  to  get  started  in 
poultry  for  many  years.  This  is  due 
to  several  reasons,  but  two  stand  out 
rather  more  prominently  than  the  rest. 
To  begin  with  one  can  make  the  start 
right  now  with  a  small  outlay  of  cash. 
Good  layers  and  breeding  stock  may  be 
purchased  at  low  figures.  If  buildings 
-are  needed,  they  may  be  erected  now 
at  very  reasonable  prices.  All  kinds  of 
material  and  labor  are  cheaper  than 
for  years.  It  really  appears  that  one 
can  get  a  start  in  poultry  at  the  lowest 
figure  in  a  long  time.  Perhaps  such  an 
opportunity  may  not  occur  again  in 
years.  Another  good  reason  for  mak- 
ing the  start  now  is  that  it  seems  quite 
certain  that  prevailing  prices  during 
the  coming  years  will  tend  to  increase. 
Knowing  this,  one  can  easily  see  that 
the  opportunity  for-  profit  will  increase. 
In  other  words,  you  are  buying  on  a 
rising  market. 

In  making  the  start,  many  will  make 
the  mistake  of  getting  in  too  deep.  The 
best  plan  is  to  start  in  rather  small 
and  increase  the  size  of  your  flock  as 
conditions  warrant.  You  must  know  how 
to  handle  the  small  flock  and  do  it  pro- 
fitably, before  you  can  care  for  the 
large  flock.  For  this  reason  we  sug- 
gest that  you  start  with  just  a  few 
hens  and  study  them  in  detail.  Learn 
how  to  feed  them  to  get  the  highest 
egg  yield.  Study  marketing  of  eggs, 
housing,  diseases,  etc.  Make  a  com- 
plete study  of  your  birds.  Remember 
that  you  can  always  increase  the  size 
of  the  flock  after  you  have  satisfied 
yourself  that  you  know  how  to  handle 
them. 

The  city  dweller  will  probably  imit 
his  flock  to  one  or  two  dozen  hens  to 
start  with.  The  farmer  will  not  go 
much  over  one  hundred  hens  the  first 
year.  Growth  follows  knowledge.  It 
pays  to  start  small  and  grow. 


WINTER  EGGS 

Tine  was  when  winter  eggs  were 
thought  to  be  more  a  stroke  of  luck 
than  anything  else.  Nowdays  we  know 
that  winter  eggs  are  the  result  of  well 
bred  birds,  properly  fed  and  cared  for. 
Luck  does  not  enter  into  the  proposi- 
tion. 

To  begin  with,  we  give  considerable 
thought  and  study  to  the  breeding  of 
our  birds.  We  aim  to  have  our  layers 
come  from  hens  which  have  given  a 
good  account  of  themselves  at  the 
nest.  We  go  on  the  theory  that  "like 
produces  like,"  and  therefore  a*  good 
layer  is  likely  to  produce  a  good  layer. 
Naturally  we  like  to  know  that  the 
male  is  also  from  a  heavy  producer. 
We  place  considerable  faith  in  the 
breeding  of  our  layers.  Our  own  per- 
sonal opinion  is  that  the  very  founda- 
tion of  winter  production  rests  upon 
breeding.  Without  well  bred  birds  our 
best  efforts  will  be  hampered.

Our  second  consideration  is  feeding 
of  the  birds.  The  best  layer  in  the 
world  cannot  lay  to  capacity  unless 
given  the  proper  raw  materials  out  of 
which  to  make  the  eggs.  The  ration 
must  contain  the  right  proportion  of 
the  various  food  elements  and  be  sup- 
plied in  the  correct  amounts.  Skillful 
feeding  demands  a  knowledge  of  what 
to  feed  and  how  much. 

General  care  is  a  title  used  to  cover 
many  subjects.  It  may  include  the  sub- 
ject of  sanitation  and  all  its  ramifica- 
tions. It  will  cover  the  problem  of  ven- 
tilation and  its  practical  use.  It  will 
apply  to  methods,  practices  and  gen- 
eral management.  Truly  it  covers  a 
host  of  subjects. 

Winter  eggs  will  be  governed  as  to 
number  by  the  breeding  back  of  our 
pullets  and  how  we  feed  and  manage 
them.  If  we  do  not  get  eggs  this  win- 
ter we  should  make  an  exhaustive 
study  of  ourselves.  Probably  we  will  be 
able  to  locate  the  cause  and  be  able  to 
correct  it.  It  is  human  to  make  mis- 
takes, but  only  the  fool  will  go  on 
making  the  same  mistakes. 

Winter  eggs  are  in  the  making  right 
now,  and  unless  we  make  a  poor  guess 
they  will  be  priced  at  fairly  good  levels. 


BUY  ADVERTISED  GOODS 

It  pays  to  buy  advertised  goods.  It 
pays  for  several  reasons  and  it  pays  in 
more  ways  than  in  mere  dollars  and 
cents. 

We  believe  that,  generally  speaking, 
advertised  goods  are  better  than  goods 
that  are  not  advertised.  We  feel  that 
the  quality  is  far  better  as  a  rule  in 
goods  that  are  advertised.  The  adver- 
tiser knows  that  his  product  must  come 
up  to  a  certain  standard  in  order  to  be 
worth  advertising.  Competition  is  too 
keen  for  a  man  to  try  and  sell  an  in- 
ferior article  against  a  really  high- 
grade  product.  Advertising  has  done 
the  purchaser  a  great  favor  in  that  it 
has  improved  the  quality  of  everything 
which  is  advertised.  And  what  is  not 
advertised  these  days?  Everytime  you 
buy  an   advertised  article  you   get  a 


better  article  and  you  help  raise  the 
standard  for  quality  of  the  product 
purchased. 

Another  reason  why  we  favor  the 
advertised  article  is  that  it  is  more  uni- 
form. Advertisers  realize  that  uniform 
quality  is  of  the  utmost  importance  and 
they  strive  constantly  to  keep  their 
quality  as  even  as  possible.  If  adver- 
tising has  done  nothing  else  than  to 
establish  uniform  quality  it  would  be 
worth  all  that  it  costs. 

Possibly  the  most  interesting  part 
that  advertising  plays  is  in  relation 
to  the  cost  of  the  article.  Advertising 
increases  consumption,  and  costs  are 
reduced  in  proportion  to  the  increased 
production.  Mass  production  cuts  costs 
to  manufacture.  Thus  advertising  real- 
ly makes  an  article  cheaper  to  buy. 

For  your  own  good,  we  hope  that  you 
will  buy  advertised  goods.  Of  course, 
if  you  can  see  your  way  clear  to  buy 
articles  advertised  in  POULTRY 
KEEPER,  it  will  please  us  very  much, 
because  we  like  to  make  a  good  show- 
ing with  our  advertisers. 


WHAT  IS  LUCK? 

Ever  since  we  can  remember  we- 
have  heard  people  talk  about  luck.  No 
one  seems  to  know  what  it  is  except 
it  is  something  upon  which  to  place  the 
blame  when  things  go  wrong.  Luck 
gets  the  blame  when  our  best  cockerel 
dies  or  the  other  fellow  beats  us  at  the 
show.  We  have  even  heard  fellows 
who  blamed  luck  for  bad  weather  that 
drowned  the  poults  or  young  chicks. 
Yes  sir,  it  beats  all  the  way  luck  is 
blamed  for  just  about  everything  that 
is  bad. 

On  the  other  hand,  did  you  ever  hear 
a  man  tell  you  that  it  was  mere  luck 
that  his  pullet  won  first  at  the  show? 
A  good  win  is  the  result  of  skill.  Every- 
time. When  a  hen  lays  enough  eggs 
to  win  in  a  laying  contest,  you  never 
hear  her  owner  say  anything  about 
luck.  This  luck  business  does  not  get 
the  credit  for  anything  that  is  good. 
Seldom,  if  ever.  Well,  then,  it  rather 
looks  as  if  luck  was  a  sign  of  failure 
and  something  to  be  avoided. 

Luck  seldom  gets  a  man  anywhere 
except  in  trouble.  Almost  always  when 
a  fellow  begins  to  talk  about  luck  he 
means  bad  luck,  and  he  uses  it  as  an 
excuse  to  cover  up  his  own  indiffer- 
ence, shiftlessness,  ignorance  or  lack 
of  ambition.  It  seems  all  wrong  to 
blame  luck  for  all  our  shortcomings. 

The  fellow  who  places  much  faith  in 
luck  is  through  as  soon  as  he  begins. 
Luck  is  just  a  lazy  man's  excuse.  Luck 
is  an  uncertain  formula  for  easy  liv- 
ing. Luck  may  lead  a  man  to  the  poor 
house  or  something  worse. 

A  better  word  is  pluck.  It  suggests 
energy,  ambition,  grit,  and  industry. 
More  people  need  to  get  on  speaking 
terms  with  pluck.  If  they  would  show 
a  little  more  signs  of  pluck  and  forget 
their  unfriendly  luck  it  would  help  cor- 
rect a  great  many  existing  evils  in 
every  walk  of  life.  Everyone  of  us  can 
take  this  matter  to  heart  with  good  re- 
sults.

I  killed  a  couple  of  hens  yesterday  and  both 
had  over-large  livers.

Too  much  feed,  too  much  fat  forming 
food,  too  little  exercise  and  old  age  are 
frequent  cases  of  this  condition.  If  al- 
lowed to  run  on,  the  chances  are  that 
your  birds  will  become  sick,  and  jer- 
haps  die.  Give'  more  green  food.  In- 
duce exercise  by  giving  all  grain  in 
deep  litter,  and  do  not  overfeed.

Number  of  Nests 

How  many  nests  should  I  put  in  my  poultry 
house? — M.  R.,  Ohio. 

The  number  of  nests  will  depend 
upon  the  size  of  the  house  and  the 
number  of  hens  kept.  Generally  it  is 
well  to  allow  one  nest  to  every  three 
or  four  hens.  Plenty  of  nests  prevent 
many  broken  eggs  and  possibly  egg 
eaters.

Clean  the  dropping  boards  every  day. 
Scrape  them  clean  as  possible.  Sprin- 
kle a  little  dry  road  dust  over  the  drop- 
ping boards  after  cleaning.-  This  should 
correct  the  trouble  unless  your  house 
is  poorly  ventilated.

It  Pays  to  Fatten 

We  used  quite  a  number  of  fowls  on  the 
home  table.  Do  you  think  it  would  pay  us 
to  fatten  the  birds  we  eat? — Mrs.  G.  L., 
Wisconsin. 

Certainly  it  would  pay  you.  The  birds 
would  be  larger  and  the  quality  of  the 
flesh  could  be  much  improved  by  prop- 
er fattening.  You  wish  to  give  your  fam- 
ily the  best  there  is.  Then  you  will 
want  to  fatten  the  fowls  you  consume 
at  home.

Worms 

How  can  I  tell  the  difference  between  or- 
dinary worms  and  tape  worms  in  poultry? — 
W.   M. ,  Tennessee. 

The  ordinary  worm  is  small  and 
round,  while  the  tape  worm  is  flat  and 
made  up  of  segments. 

We  recommend  that  you  use  a  god 
commercial  worm  remedy  and  get  rid 
of  the  worms  at  once.  Worms  and  pro- 
fits do  not  get  along  well  together. 

Scratching  Shed 

Twenty  or  thirty  years  ago  a  poultry  house 
was  not  thought  to  be  complete  unless  a 
scratching  shed  was  built  on  the  poul-tiy 
house.    Why  this  change? — J.  H.,  Illinois. 

Nowdays  the  scratching  shed  has 
been  done  away  with,  and  the  laying, 
roosting  and  scratching  units  are  all 
combined.  The  results  indicate  that  no 
new  changes  will  be  made  for  the  pres- 
ent. Costs  have  been  reduced  and  the 
present  day  house  is  very  efficient. 
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Poor  Digestion 

I  have  been  trying1  to  fatten  some  birds  and 
it  seems  to  me  that  they  cannot  digest  the 
food  I  give  them.  What  can  you  suggest  as 
the  cause  of  this  condition? — A.  P.  H. ,  Mis- 
souri. 

Possibly  the  cause  is  in  the  ration. 
Be  sure  that  it  is  well  balanced.  Then 
you  might  have  put  the  birds  on  heavy 
rations  too  quickly.  It  is  always  well 
to  start  fattening  with  rather  small 
rations  and  bring  the  amount  up  grad- 
ually. If  the  birds  are  unable  to  handle 
the  food  under  such  condition,  then 
they  are  naturally  weak,  and  you  will 
have  a  real  problem  to  get  them  into 
good  condition.  You  will  be  money 
ahead  to  get  rid  of  them  as  quickly  as 
possible.

Band  and  Number 

I  heard  there  was  a  law  against  putting 
numbers  on  bands  that  we  put  on  hens.  Can 
you  inform  me  about  that? — Miss  H.  G., 
Illinois. 

There  is  no  such  law  that  we  know 
anything  about.  Even  if  such  a  law 
were  passed  it  would  not  be  enforced, 
simply  because  it  could  not  be.  There 
are  too  many  laws  pertaining  to  poul- 
try already,  not  to  mention  such  a 
silly  law  as  the  one  you  mention.

Buff  Plymouth  Rocks 

Is  there  such  a  breed  as  Buff  Plymouth 
Rocks,  and  if  so  where  can  they  be  pur- 
chased and  what  wilt- they  cost? — A  Reader, 
Iowa. 

There  is  a  variety  known  as  the  Buff 
Plymouth  Rocks  and  they  are  a  very 
fine  bird.  Good  to  lay  and  eat,,  and  fine 
to  look  at.  Had  you  enclosed  your 
name  we  would  have  been  glad  to  for- 
ward the  name's  of  some  breeders. 


CAPONIZE  COCKERELS 


On  many  poultry  farms  the  cockerel 
problem  is  a  real  one.  We  all  know  it 
is  necessary  to  hatch  or  buy  about 
twice  the  number  of  chicks  we  really 
want  simply  because  half  of  them  will 
be  cockerels.  This  is  rather  expensive. 
We  have  known  poultrymen  to  wring 
the  necks  of  every  cockerel  just  the 
moment  it  was  possible  to  distinguish 
them.  This  was  a  radical  solution  of 
tho  problem. 

Another  way  around  the  problem  is 
to  raise  the  cockerels  to  broiler  age 
and  then  dispose  of  them.  This  is  a 
solution,  but  late  broilers  frequently 
do  not  return  the  profit  they  should. 

Still  another  scheme  to  solve  the 
cockerel  problem  is  to  caponize  them. 
Late  cockerels  can  thus  be  turned  into 
a  profit.  Of  course,  one  should  remem- 
ber that  not  all  cockerels  will  make 
good  capons.  The  small  breeds,  such 
as  the  Anconas  and  Leghorns,  are  not 
popular  as  capons.  It  is  true  that  the 
flesh  is  greatly  improved,  but  they  do 
not  make  the  necessary  size  to  make 
them  most  profitable.  The  American 
breeds  are  better  fitted  for  capons.  A 
good  Red,  Rock,  'Dotte  or  Orpington 
makes  an  excellent  capon. 

Before  one  starts  to  caponize  his 
cockerels,  he  should  study  his  market 
and  know  what  is  required.  It  is  abso- 
lutely folly  to  produce  capons  unless 
one  knows  that  he  has  a  suitable  mar- 
ket. If  you  have  never  caponized  any 
cockerels,  we  suggest  that  you  try  a 
few  for  home  consumption  at  least. 
Such  a  plan  will  allow  you  to  gain 
some  experience.  The  family  will  vote 
for  more  and  bigger  capons  next  year. 
See  if  they  don't.

MILK  FOR  POULTRY 


Poultrymen  who  have,  or  can  obtain 
at  a  reasonable  price,  plenty  of  milk, 
are  in  a  position  to  raise  and  keep 
poultry  at  less  expense  and  with  much 
greater  success  than  those  who  are  un- 
able to  include  this  valuable  food  in 
the  poultry  ration.  Every  experienced 
poultryman  knows  how  valuable  milk 
is  for  growing  and  fattening  chickens,

especially  where  poultry  is  closely  con 
fined  for  putting  on  flesh,  is  a  valuabl 
addition  to  the  diet. 

Skim-milk  and  buttermilk  are  the 
two  forms  of  milk  which  are  most  com- 
monly used  in  feeding  growing  chick- 
ens and  laying  hens.  These  products 
are  now  used  largely  in  commercial 
fattening,  also  in  a  semi-solid,  con- 
densed and  dry  form.  Milk  as  a  poultry 
food  is  valuable  on  account  of  the  pro- 
tein content  which  it  contains,  and  also 
on  account  of  its  palatability.  "When 
used  in  large  quantities,  it  furnishes 
protein  in  an  easily  digested  form. 
Skim-milk,  especially  after  it  has  be- 
come sour,  is  very  desirable  for  all 
kinds  of  poultry. 

In  feeding  milk  products  to  hens,  the 
milk  is  usually  kept  before  them  as  a 
drink.  It  is  also  used  in  mixing  the 
mash  when  a  moist  mash  is  wanted, 
but  poultry  will  not  get  sufficient  ani- 
mal protein  from  milk  supplied  in  this 
way  to  take  the  place  of  meat  scraps 
commonly  used  in  the  poultry  mash. 
When  fed  in  a  thickened  form  by  itself 
or  in  the  form  of  a  cheese,  then  the 
desired  amount  of  protein  will  be  fur- 
nished and  no  animal  meal  or  scraps 
need  be  given.  A  regular  and  liberal 
amount  of  milk  fed  to  laying  hens  will 
take  the  place,  to  cruite  an  extent,  of 
green  feed. 

In  the  commercial  fattening  of  poul- 
try, where  the  chickens  or  fowls  are 
closely  confined  and  fed  on  a  forced 
ration  for  a  limited  period,  usually  for 
ten  days  or  two  weeks,  milk  is  consid- 
ered essential.  The  milk  serves  not 
only  as  a  source  of  feed,  but  keeps  the 
digestive  organs  of  the  fattening  stock 
in  ''good  condition,  and  also  gives  the 
birds  appearance  of  well  fattened  poul- 
try. Practically  all  of  the  high-grade 
commercial  laying  mashes  now  contain 
dried  buttermilk.  They  are  the  most 
expensive  to  buy,  but  the  cheapest  in 
the  end.

made  of  tin.  It  is  16  inches  in  diam- 
eter and  4  inches  high.  The  reflecting 
surface  is  painted  with  aluminum 
bronze.  White  enamel  paint  on  the  re- 
flectors will  discolor,  and  for  that  rea- 
son aluminum  is  better." 

Mrs.  Smith  of  Maine:  "We  have 
heard  considerable  about  the  use  of 
lig-ht,  both  night  and  morning-.  Will 
you,  Mr.  Editor,  try^to  clear  this  mat- 
ter up?" 

Editor:  "There  are  three  general 
plans  of  using-  lights.  One  scheme  is 
to  turn  them  on  in  the  morning-  and 
let  them  run  until  daybreak.  Another 
plan  calls  for  their  use  at  twilight.  Still 
another  idea  is  to  turn  on  the  lights 
in  the  late  evening  and  give  the  birds 
a  late  lunch.  Some  prefer  to  combine 
the  plans.  Just  which  plan  will  best 
fit  your  needs  we  cannot  say.  We  be. 
lieve  the  plan  of  less  consequence 
than  the  fact  that  the  days  are  made 
longer  for  the  birds.  Some  prefer  to 
make  the  days  and  nights  of  equal 
length,  while  others  prefer  the  13-hour 
day  and  the  11-hour  night.  The  lights 
will  be  operated  so  as  to  carry  out  the 
plan  which  you  adopt." 

Mr.  Dunn  of  Indiana:  "Do  you  put 
lights  on  all  birds  the  same?" 

Editor:  "Artificial  light's  must  be 
used  on  pullets  with  caution.  High 
producing  pullets  will  require  less  light 
than  slow  maturing  ones.  On  the  other 
hand,  lights  may  force  late  hatched 
pullets  into  laying  before  they  are  fully 
matured.  This,  of  course,  is  not  desir- 
able, Pullets  should  be  graded  and 
lights  used  accordingly.  One  good  rule 
to  follow  is  not  to  let  the  pullets  lay 
so  heavily  that  they  reduce  their  body 
weight. 

"Artificial  lights  are  used  on  hens  in 
the  early  fall  to  keep  them  laying  un- 
til the  pullets  begin.  The  egg  yield  is 
generally  at  low  ebb  at  this  season  of 
the  year,  and  prices  tend  to  show  rapid 
advance.  Hens  which  go  into  a  molt 
should  be  given  ample  time  to  grow  a 
new  coat  of  feathers  before  being 
placed  under  lights.  Pullets  do  better 
under  lights  than  hens." 

Mr.  Anderson  of  Minnesota:  "Could 
you  give  us  an  estimate  of  the  cost  to 
light  a  flock  of  say  400  pullets?" 

Editor:  "The  New  Jersey  Agricultu- 
ral Experiment  Station  had  an  individ- 
ual lighting  unit  which  was  used  to 
light  1,100  birds.  The  total  operating- 
cost  of  this  plant  was  found  to  be  4.4 
cents  per  bird  for  the  season.  This  in- 
dicates that  a  single  extra  egg  per  hen 
will  cover  the  cost  of  lighting  her. 

"We  have  reports  of  flocks  which 
have  increased  the  egg  yield  from  4  to 
16  per  cent.  In  an  extreme  case  the 
increase  ran  up  to  21  per  cent. 

"We  do  not  think  it  should  cost  very 
much  for  the  lights.  It  is  the  installa- 
tion of  the  lights  which  is  most  expen- 
sive, but  if  you  are  a  handy  man  you 
can  do  this  yourself  at  a  small  cost." 

Mrs.  Herring  of  Iowa:  "What  means 
of  supplying  light  do  you  advocate?" 

Editor:  "Where  commercial  electric 
current  is  available  it  proves  most  sat- 
isfactory. Farm  power  plants,  gasoline 
or  kerosene  lanterns,  or  even  gas  is 


sometimes  used.  Lanterns  serve  very 
well,  and  just  because  one  does  not 
have  electric  current  at  hand  is  no  rea- 
son for  not  using  lights ^pn  the  birds." 

Mr.  Washington  of  Tennessee:  "How 
do  you  turn  off  the  lights  and  still 
have  the  hens  go  back  to  roosts?" 

Editor:  "If  you  use  electric  current 
the  problem  is  simple.  If  you  use 
morning  lights,  you  can  have  a  time 
switch  to  turn  them  on  and  then  you 
may  turn  them  off  when  you  get  up.  If 
you  use  evening  lights  some  plan  to 
dim  the  lights  may  be  used.  The  most 
popular  plan  is  to  use  a  resistance  unit, 
allowing  just  enough  light  for  the  birds 
to  go  back  to  roost.  Another  plan  is  to 
have  a  two  circuit  system.  One  circuit 
has  the  lights,  while  the  other  circuit 
has  about  one  15-watt  lamp  for  every 
400  square  feet  of  floor  space.  By 
switching  off  the  bright  lights  and 
turning  on  the  dim  lights  you  gain  the 
desired  end. 

"There  are  several  commercial  con- 
trols on  the  market  which  solve  all 
these  lighting  problems."

Editor:  "We  have  no  figures  at  hand, 
but  we  remember  the  manager  of  the 
lighting-  company  of  the  city  of  Rock- 
ford,  Illinois,  used  electric  lights  in  his 
poultry  house  some  thirty  years  ago. 
People  laughed  at  the  idea,  but  time 
has  proved  that  he  was  right."

Did  you  ever  hear  of  painting  a  wire  poultry 
fence?  Well,  I  paint  my  fences  at  least  once 
a  year,  and  I  find  that  they  last'  much  longer. 
It  is  quite  a  job,  but  I  have  a  big  whitewash 
brush  that  I  use  for  this  purpose. — F.  C... 
Illinois. 

This  is  a  very  good  plan.  You  can 
do  it  in  odd  times  when  not  very  busy. 
It  makes  the  place  look  good,  too. 


I  have  a  box  in  the  poultry  house  in  which 
I  keep  a  few  tools  and  nails,  and  I  find  it 
very  handy.  I  keep  a-  hammer,  screwdriver, 
wrench,  etc.,  in  the  box  and  use  them  fre- 
quently. It  saves  me  a  good  many  steps  in  a 
year.— S.   P.   B. .  Iowa. 

Another  good  idea.  Steps  are  time, 
and  time  is  money. 


I  had  trouble  with  sick  birds  occasionally 
in  past  years,  but  an  old  neighbor  told  me 
her  plan,  and  since  I  have  followed  it  I  have 
ha-d  no  trouble.  I  plow  up  my  poultry  yards 
just  before  cold  weather  and  let  them  be  as 
rough  as  possible.  They  freeze  and  thaw  in 
this  condition,  and  I  think  it  must  freeze  out 
the  germs  or  whatever  causes  the  sickness. 
Anyway,  the  plan  works. — Mrs.  H.  H. ,  Ohio. 

We  suppose  that  the  weather  gets 

down  into  the  ground  better,  and,  of 

course,  the  freezing  does  not  help  the 

germs  to  thrive,  so  it  looks  like  a  good 

plan.    Possibly  a  little  lime  sprinkled 

over  the  ground  would  help  check  the 

sickness  of  which  you  speak. 


Last  winter  I  had  trouble  with  the  drink- 
ing water  freezing  in  the  poultry  house.  I  did 
not  want  to  buy  a  new  fountain,  so  I  got  a 
15 -watt  electric  bulb  and  dropped  it  down  into 
the  fountain  and  turned  it  on.  Of  course,  a 
waterproof  socket  was  used.  A  dark  colored 
bulb  is  better  than  a  light  one.  I  did  not  put 
more  than  one-half  of  the  bulb  in  the  water. 
— H.  T..  Colorado. 

This  will  probably  work  alright,  but 
one  must  be  a  little  careful  working 
around  electricity.  We  would  prefer 
a  thermo  fountain  or  one  with  a 
heater. 


I  try  to  whitewash  the  entire  inside  of  my 
poultry  house  just  before  cold  weather  sets  in 
so  that  everything  will  be  bright  and  cheery 
for  the  winter.  I  believe  that  it  helps.  I  feel 
that  poultry  likes  a  light  home. — Mrs.  K.  R., 
Vermont. 

Of  course,  whitewash  will  also  tend 
to  check  lice,  mites  and  all  kinds  of 
germs.   We  like  your  idea  first  class. 


For  the  last  two  or  three  years  I  have  been 
saving  all  the  poultry  droppings,  and  mixing 
them  with  my  peat  litter,  and  say,  but  it 
makes  the  garden  grow.  Tell  your  readers  to 
try  it.  Of  course,  I  mix  them  with  old  peat 
litter  which  is  taken  from  the  houses. — T.  M. , 
Pennsylvania. 

Poultry  droppings  will  make  things 
grow,  but  one  must  be  careful  not  to 
get  too  much  on  the  -ground,  or  it  will 
tend  to  burn  the  plants.  With  the  peat 
mixed  in  there  is  not  so  much  danger 
from  this  source.  Florists  sometimes 
will  buy  this  at  fairly  good  prices. 


When  I  get  a  few  spare  days  in  the  fall, 
I  do  lots  of  things  which  have  been  neglected. 
One  job  I  always  tackle  is  to  clean  my  incu- 
bator. I  take  good  soapsuds  and  scrub  it 
hard.  I  clean  the  whole  machine,  inside  and 
outside.  I  even  boil  the  burner  of  the  lamp 
in  soda  water.  The  result  is  that  I  never 
have  any  contagious  disease  among  my  birds 
and  the  lamp  works  perfectly.  I  always  use 
a  new  wick  for  every  hatch.  I  also  use  the 
best  kerosene.  Maybe  -I  am  a.  crank,  but'  I 
think   it   pays. — M.    F..  Indiana. 

This  is  a  good  time  of  the  year  to 
pick  up  a  lot  of  the  odd  jobs  and  ciean 
them  up  for  next  spring.  It  sure  pays.

The  alert  poultryman  knows  that  in 
the  early  days  of  this  month,  the  pro- 
duction of  eggs  begins  in  dead  earnest. 
The  pullets  are  well  rounded  out  and 
most  of  them  have  started  laying.  The 
old  hens  are  about  through  the  molt 
and  are  regaining  flesh  and  getting  into 
condition  to  settle  down  to  a  winter  of 
heavy  laying.  Everything  about  the 
farm  appears  to  favor  heavy  produc- 
tion and  even  news- 
papers carry  re-  " 
ports  of  increasing 
egg  prices.  Strictly 
fresh  eggs  are  al- 
ways relatively 
scarce  at  this  time 
of  the  year,  and 
consequently  prices 
tend  to  climb  up- 
ward. There  ap- 
pears to  be  a  good 
reason  why  poul- 
trymen  try  to  have 
their  birds  get  into 
production  in  No- 
vember and  in- 
crease with  the  ad- 
vance in  price.  It  is 
simply  good  busi- 
ness to  try  and  get 
the  most  eggs  when 
the  price  is  highest. 
Every  egg  laid  in 
the  winter  months 
is  worth  many 
times  more  than 
summer  eggs.  This 
is  the  urge  that 
makes  the  poultry- 
man  like  to  see  pro- 
duction rise  as  the 
temperature  falls. 

Winter  production 
is  not  a  natural  re- 
sponse to  the  ten- 
dencies of  nature. 
Springtime  is  the 
natural  season  for 
production.  If  we 
are  to  obtain  winter 
eggs  we  must  force 
the'  layers  to  some 
extent.  We  must  so 
manage  the  birds 
and  surround  them 
with  conditions  fav- 
orable to  the  func- 
tion of  egg  organs.

In  this  matter  of  winter  production, 
there  are  several  factors  which  control 
the  number  'of  eggs  which  will  be  ob- 
tained. Perhaps  an  understanding  of 
the  various  influences  will  prove  valu- 
able to  you  in  your  study  of  the  prob- 
lem. 

We  always  start  with  the  individual 
bird  in  considering  this  matter.  Frankly 
we  believe  the  breeding-  back  of  the  in- 
dividual and  the  vigor  of  the  bird  itself 
is  fully  one-half  of  the  problem.  It  goes 
to  reason  that  the  better  the  breeding 
the  better  the  bird.  If  this  is  not  "so,

Upon  inquiry  it  was  found  that  the  barrel  contained  l,343y2  pounds 
of  ginseng,  which  had  been  sold  for  $8,061.00,  and  was  now  being  started  on  Its  long 
journey  to  China.    The  crop  was  grown  on  one-half  acre  of  ground  near  Wausau."

then  our  whole  breeding  plan  is  a  fail- 
ure. Breeding  counts.  A  good  layer  has 
a  tendency  to  pass  this  trait  on  to  her 
chicks.  When  the  laying  trait  has  been 
intensified  by  selective  breeding  for  sev- 
eral generations,  the  results  are  pro- 
nounced in  the  offspring.  Not  only 
must  we  give  the  most  careful  consider- 
ation to  the  breeding  of  our  layers,  but 
we  should  give  equal  thought  to  the 
vigor  and  health  of  them.  Unless  the 
individual  has  the  necessary  vigor  to 
carry  out  the  inborn  urge  for  heavy 
laying  she  is  of  no  value.  She  must 
have  plenty  of  strength  and  vigor  so 
that  the  strain  of  heavy  laying  will  riot 
break  her  down 
-i*— k> — o  u — o»;«  physically.  It  takes 
a  mighty  strong 
pullet  to  stand  up 
under  a  winter  of 
heavy  laying. 
Breeding  is  alright 
as  far  as  it  goes  but 
vigor  is  just  as  es- 
sential. 

Next  we  pass  on 
to  another  phase  of 
winter  egg  produc- 
tion. It  used  to  be 
thought  that  a  hen 
could  live  in  just 
about  any  old 
shack.  Nowdays  we 
know  that  poor 
housing  can  spoil 
the  best  layer.  We 
must  have  a  good, 
comfortable  house 
for  our  hens.  A  hen 
cannot  lay  in  cold 
weather  unless  she 
is  confined  to  a 
house  which  keeps 
her  comfortable. 

The  first  consid- 
eration of  the  poul- 
try house  is  that  it 
supplies  comfort.  It 
must  be  warm  and 
dry.  Of  course  it 
must  not  be 
too  warm,  or  we 
may  throw  the 
birds  into  a  molt. 
There  is  reason  in 
all  things,  or  at 
least  there  should 
be.  The  house  does 
not  need  to  be  hot, 
but  it  should  be 
comfortable.  C  o  m- 
fort  does  not  refer 
to   heat   alone,  for

What  It  Takes  To  Make  Eggs! 


VVTHITE  .  .  .  YOLK  .  .  .  SHELL  .  .  . 
^  and  that's  all  there  is  to  an  egg. 
It  seems  so  simple  and  so  natural  that 
we  are  quite  apt  to  believe  that  eggs 
are  automatic  with  the  hen.  But  that's 
wrong.  It's  a  job  of  building  ...  a  job 
of  putting  together  .  .  .  started  by  na- 
ture, helped  or  hindered  by  man. 

Take  the  yolk.  Nature  started  it  the 
day  she  was  hatched.  In  her  at  that 
time  are  all  the  eggs  (ova)  she'll  ever 
have.  That  is  the  part  breeding  takes 
in  a  hen's  lifetime  laying  ability.  The 
developing  of  those  yolks  into  finished 
eggs  is  where  man  helps  or  hinders  the 
hen's  work  of  putting  eggs  together  as 
finished  products.  He  helps  or  he  hin- 
ders in  the  egg-making  by  the  scratch 
and  laying  mash  he  gives  her. 
•  If  you  could  look  inside  a  laying  hen 
and  see  what's  going  on,  you  would 
discover  the  "egg  nest"  (ovary),  a  mass 
of  yolks,  some  no  larger  than  a  pin 
head  and  others  ranging  in  size  from  a 
pea  to  a  walnut.  Perhaps  sometime  or 
other,  in  killing  and 
dressing  a  hen,  you  have 
seen  this  cluster  of  yolks 
in  varying  sizes.  These 
yolks  in  number  were 
put  in  her  "egg  nest"  by 
nature  and  their  develop- 
ment and  change  in  size 
were  brought  about  by  the 
yolk-making  materials  con- 
tained in  the  feed  which  the 
hen  received. 

Scratch  feed  .  .  .  grain  .  .  . 
develops  these  yolks. 

But  they  can't  be  turned  out 
as  yolks  alone.  A  hen  can't 
lay  half  an  egg.  There  must 
be  a  white,  and  there  must  be 
a  shell.  A  hen  can't  make  an  egg 
any  other  way. 

There's  a  small  amount  of  white 
and  shell  material  in  scratch  feed 
— but  not  much.  The  hen  will  tell 
you  that  by  the  few  eggs  she 
lays.  The  Missouri  Experiment 
Station  says  that  hens  fed  grain 
alone  laid  an  average  of  only  five 
eggs  per  month.  Grain  alone 
gives  meager  egg  production  be- 
cause it  builds  mostly  yolks  and 
stores  fat  on  the  body  if  there  is 
a  surplus.  She  can  even  draw  on 
this  surplus  in  developing  yolks. 

It  takes  14  days  for  a  hen  to 
develop  yolks  .  .  .  but  only  one 
day  to  develop  whites  and  shells. 
This  is  why  you  find  yolks  of 
varying  sizes  in  a  hen  but  no 
white  and  shells.  The  hen  must 
build  the  white  and  shell  daily. 

Laying  mash  makes  the  whites 
and   the  shells.   There  is  some 
yolk-making  material  in  the  mash 
feed,  but  fundamentally  mash  is  the 
side  of  the  egg-making  ration  that 
makes  the  whites  and  the  shells. 
The  white-making  materials  cannot 
be  stored  in  reserve  by  the  hen  like 
the  yolk-making  material.  She  must 
get  it  day  by  day.  And  when  she 
does,  what  a  difference  it  makes  in 
her  job  of  putting  finished  eggs  to- 
gether.   The    Missouri  Experiment 
Station  shows  that  hens  fed  a  laying 
mash  with  scratch  laid  an  average 


of  17.8  eggs  per  hen  per  month.  That 
is  12.8  more  eggs  per  hen  than  those 
which  were  fed  grain  alone.  12.8  extra 
eggs  per  hen  per  month.  That's  quite 
a  difference  and  brings  out  that  egg 
production  hinges  on  the  furnishing  of 
the  white-making  material  by  keeping 
the  mash  part  of  the  ration  before  the 
hens  daily. 

The  same  thing  is  brought  out  in  an 
experiment  conducted  recently  at  the 
Oklahoma  Experiment  Station.  One 
hundred  hens  fed  on  a  balanced  ration 
of  grain  and  mash  laid  over  three  times 
as  many  eggs  during  the  fall  and  win- 
ter months  when  egg  prices  are  high- 
est, than  an  equal  number  of  hens  fed 
on  grain  alone.  The  hens  fed  on  grain 
and  mash  not  only  laid  more  eggs,  but 
larger  eggs.  Their  eggs  averaged  over 
an  ounce  more  per  dozen  than  eggs 
from  the  birds  fed  on  grain  alone. 
Hatchability  was  also  increased  with 
the  group  fed  on  grain  and  mash. 

Strange  it  is  that  a  hen  can  store 


the  yolk-making  material  and  not  the 
white-making  material.  But  that's  the 
way  she  goes  about  this  job  of  makings 
eggs.  Fourteen  days  to  make  yolks  .  .  . 
but  only  a  day  for  whites.  A  reserve 
for  yolks  .  .  .  but  no  reserve  for  whites. 
Every  day  she  must  get  the  white- 
making  material.  No  white  ...  no  egg 
is  the  way  she  performs.  The  mash, 
therefore,  controls  her  laying. 

Not  only  can  you  help  your  hens  in 
putting  eggs  together  by  keeping  mash 
feed  before  them,  but  you  can  help 
them  out  by  making  sure  that  the 
mash  feed  has  plenty  of  white  and  shell 
making  materials  in  it.  Hens  will  tell 
you  by  the  eggs  they  lay  that  some 
combinations  of  ingredients  used  in 
mashes  are  better  than  others  in  furn- 
ishing whites  and  shells.  The  amounts 
of  certain  ingredients  used  in  mashes 
also  determine  what  a  hen  can  do  with 
the  mash.  This  is  why  hens  do  a  better 
job  of  putting  eggs  together  with  one 
kind  of  mash  than  another. 

Just  one  small  cupful 
of  feed  .  .  .  that's  all  a 
hen   can   put   into  her 
crop  in  a  day.  On  this 
cupful  the  hen  must  live 
and    keep    up    her  body 
weight  and   vigor.  Three- 
fourths  of  the  cupful  go  for 
that.     The    other  quarter 
cupful  goes  for  egg  produc- 
tion ...  if  this  quarter  cupful 
contains    the    things    that  it 
takes  to  make  eggs.   So  it's  a 
cupful  a  day  you've  got  to  look 
at  in  a  hen's  ration  .  .  .  not  a 
hundred  pounds,  not  even  a 
quart  .  .  .  but  just  one  cupful. 
In  that  cupful  for  life  and 
egg  production,  what  must  a  hen 
get. 

Carbohydrates  Furnish  Heat, 
Energy,  Build  Yolks. 

Each  cupful  must  have  enough 
fats  and  carbohydrates  to  supply 
the  hen  with  body  heat  and  en- 
ergy, to  supply  fats  for  making 
egg  yolks. 

Fibre,  too,  must  be  in  each  cup- 
ful. Not  too  much  nor  too  little. 
The  right  amount  of  fibre  gives 
the  feed  "texture"  or  "bulk" — 
which  allows  the  digestive  juices 
to  work  and  keeps  the  intestines 
distended. 

Minerals  ...  a  hen  certainly 
needs  them  in  her  cupful  of  feed 
day  by  day.  There  are  minerals 
in  blood,  in  the  tissues,  in  bone, 
and  she  needs  minerals  for  eggs 
and  egg  shells.  Additional  miner- 
als are  supplied  by  feeding  oyster 
shells. 

Vitamins  .  .  .  nobody  ever  has 
reported  seeing  one  .  .  .  but  they  must  be 
in  that  cupful  of  feed.  Vitamins  are  rec- 
ognized by  what  they  do  or  by  the  charges 
in  the  bird's  health  caused  when  they  are 
lacking  in  the  feed. 

Out  of  each  cupful  of  feed  a  hen  eats, 
three-fourths  go  for  body  upkeep.  This 
leaves  one-fourth  of  that  cupful  for  ess 
production.  This  one-fourth  of  a  cupful 
...  is  there  an  egg  in  it?  Is  it  all  feed 
...  is  it  in  proportions  to  form  eggs?  In 
this  Quarter  cupful  the  difference  in  rations 
appears.

Last  spring  I  had  trouble  with  my  chicks 
piling  up.  so  I  turned  on  the  electric  light 
and  let  it  run  all  night.  This  stopped  the 
trouble.  I  thought  it  might  be  worth  others 
trying — Mrs.   E.   S.,  Iowa.

I  have  been  raising  chicks  in  bat'tery  brood- 
ers, and,  believe  me,  I  hit  a  lot  of  problems. 
The  first  one  was  that  the  chicks  began  to 
toe  pick.  I  stopped  that  by  making  the  hover 
dark.  I  have  run  several  more  lots  through 
with  no  more  trouble,  so  I  feel  that  I  have 
hit  the  way  to  stop  it. — H.  B.  A.,  Missouri. 

Thank  you,  too,  Mr.  A. 


I  was  unable  to  sell  all  my  turkeys  last 
fall,  so  I  just  canned  them.  I  cooked  them 
for  one  hour  in  my  pressure  cooker  at  fifteen 
pounds.  The  bones  slipped  out  easily.  I  pack- 
ed them  into  cans,  and  believe  me  they  made 
good  eating  when  unexpected  company  dropped 
in.  One  turkey  filled  just  about  four  No.  3 
cans. — Mrs.  W.  L.,  Colorado. 

Don't  serve  this  too  often  or  you  may 
have  company  all  the  time. 


I  have  a  big  tank  where  I  wafer  my  stock, 
and  I  have  been  finding  a  hen  drowned  in  tire 
tank  every  few  days.  I  took  an  eight  inch 
board  and  nailed  some  cleats  on  it.  Then 
I  weighed  one  end  down  so  it  rested  on  the 
bottom  of  the  tank.  The  other  end  rests  on 
the  top  of  the  tank  on  the  opposite  side.  Since 
I  put  this  in.  I  have  not  lost  a  hen.  I  guess 
they  climb  out  on  the  board,  at  least  that  is 
what  I  figured  they  would  do.  I  pass  this 
idea  on  because  it  works  fine.— J.  G.,  Ohio. 

This  is  a  workable  idea  alright  and 
should  save  a  lot  of  hens  from  an  early 
death. 


My  feed  house  is  some  distance  from  my 
poultry  house.  I  know  this  is  poorly  planned, 
but  I  cannot  change  the  location  of  the 
buildings  so  I  worked  out  a  scheme  to  save 
shoeleather.  I  built  a  sort  of  feed  box  on 
wheels  and  fill  it  up,  and  push  it  down  near 
the  poultry  house.  One  trip  is  enough  this 
way.  It  saves  time  and  energy.  I  care  for 
more  hens  as  a  result. — S.  "W.  P.,  New  York. 

In  other  words,  you  work  with  your 
head  as  well  as  with  your  hands  and 
feet.  Excellent  idea. 


I  have  a  roadside  stand  at  which  I  market 
all  my  poultry,  eggs,  etc.  I  dress  all  my 
chickens  and  sell  them  cm  order  mainly.  I 
usually  have  a  few  dressed  to  care  for  rush 
orders.  I  sold  250  hens  in  this  way  and  about 
350  broilers.  I  also  sold  an  average  of  30 
dozen  eggs  a  week,  not  to  mention  25  dozen 
cookies,  ten  cakes  and  about  25  pounds  of 
butter.  Of  course,  we  had  some  melons,  pop 
corn  and  the  like  to  sell. — Mrs.  P.  G.  N., 
Pennsylvania. 

Tet  some  will  tell  you  that  business 
is  at  a  standstill.  A  good  article  at  a 
reasonable  price  makes  people  dig  up 
some  money  someway. 


Clean  eggs  always  sell  better,  so  we  keep 
our  hens  shut  up  in  the  poultry  house  until 
noon.  As  we  get  about  90  per  cent  of  our 
eggs  in  the  forenoon,  you  can  see  that  there 
is  not  much  chance  for  the  eggs  to  get  dirty. 
Of  course,  we  keep  the  litter  and  dropping 
boards  clean.  I  get  about  ten  cents  above 
market  price  for  my  eggs  because  they  are 
clean  and  selected.  It  pays  me  to  take  a  lit- 
tle extra  bother  with  the  matter  of  cleanli- 
ness.— W.  D.,  Illinois. 

This  is  a  real  helpful  idea. 


Last  season  I  got  a  few  more  chicks  than 
I  had  expected  and  really  had  more  than  my 
heater  could  handle.  But  I  just  had  to  keep 
them  warm.  So  I  raised  the  heating  stove 
.  and  set  it  on  some  bricks.  This  added  to 
the  heating  capacity  awl  I  raised  the  chicks 
alright.  If  you  think  this  plan  is  worth 
passing  on  t'o  your  readers,  I  hope  you  will 
print  it  before  the  season  opens  so  that  they 
will  all  be  ready. — J.   R. ,  Nebraska.

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The  Editor  Says 


BUILDING  A  STRAIN 

It  should  be  the  ambition  of  every 
breeder  of  high-grade  standard  bred 
poultry  to  try  and  perfect  a  strain.  This 
cannot  be  done  unless  one  understands 
what  a  strain  really  is.  A  strain  is  a 
flock  which  has-been  bred  for  a  suffi- 
cient length  of  time  to  fix  certain  de- 
sirable characteristics  so  that  they  will 
breed  reasonably  true.  A  strain  must 
have  some  points  of  special  value  or  it 
can  hardly  be  called  a  strain.  Further- 
more, if  these  points  or  characters  are 
not  fixed  so  that  they  will  be  repro- 
duced in  coming  generations,  it  should 
not  be  termed  a  strain.  One  or  two 
birds  with  some  outstanding  character 
does  not  make  a  strain.  The  birds  must 
be  able  to  reproduce  these  special 
traits.  Properly  understood,  a  strain 
has  much  real  value. 

The  building  of  a  strain  takes  time. 
In  making  the  start  you  generally  se- 
.  lect  the  best  birds,  those  having  the 
points  you  wish  to  establish,  rather 
strongly  emphasized.  By  keeping  this 
in  mind  for  a  number  of  years,  you 
should  gradually  establish  the  points. 

Let  us  illustrate  this  with  a  personal 
experience,  with  your  permission.  Back 
in  1906  we  started  with  Rhode  Island 
Reds.  The  necks  came  a  straw  color, 
and  the  backs  light  red  in  those  days. 
It  was  our  ambition  to  make  the  neck 
and  back  come  one  shade  of  red — a 
dark  red.  We  made  matings,  bought 
new  blood  and  experimented.  The  re- 
sults were  slowy  but  gradually  we  got 
the  desired  even  red  color.  We  sold  a 
large  number  of  hatching  eggs  on  the 
grounds  that  the  neck  and  back  were 
even  colored.  We  never  claimed  the 
name  of  the  strain,  but  actually  we  did 
have  breeding  traits  in  our  flock  which 
would  warrant  such  a  claim. 

If  your  birds  are  like  every  other 
flock,  you  are  merely  on  a  price  level 
when  you  go  after  business.  On  the 
other  hand,  if  you  have  a  strain 
known  for  certain  high  quality  points, 
you  do  not  have  to  worry  about  price. 

It  takes  a  lot  of  time  and  work  to 
build  a  strain,  but  it  pays,  and  you  have 
a  lot  of  pleasure  on  the  side.

November  is  the  beginning  of  the 
holiday  season,  for  it  is  in  this  month 
that  Thanksgiving  occurs.  Christmas 
and  New  Years  follow. 

For  generations  it  has  been  the  cus- 
tom of  the  American  people  to  cele- 
brate these  days  in  a  way  fitting  to 
each.

THE  MAN  BEHIND  THE  HEN 

It  was  not  so  many  years  ago  that 
when  a  man  failed  at  almost  everything 
else,  he  took  up  farming.  Even  during 
the  past  few  months  many  have  moved 
to  the  farm  after  repeated  failures  in 
the  city.  Farming  is  as  much  a  busi- 
ness as  anything  else,  and  unless  a 
man  has  the  necessary  knowledge, 
training  or  experience,  he  is  going  to 
fail.. 

We  also  know  of  many  fellows  who 
have  taken  up  poultry  as  a  last  resort. 
Under  such  conditions  it  is  not  such  a 
wonder  that  we  have  so  many  failures, 
but  the  surprise  is  that  there  are  so  few 
failures. 


Poultry  pays  or  does  not  pay,  de- 
pending upon  the  poultryman.  It  is  the 
man  behind  the  hen  that  counts.  Any 
old  stick  of  a  man  cannot  make  poultry 
pay.  One  must  have  knowledge,  skill 
and  deep-seated  love  for  poultry  in 
order  to  reap  the  full  rewards.  To  know 
what  to*  do,  how  to  do  it,  and  when  to 
do  it,  spells  success  with  hens. 

Some  men  and  women  appear  to  have 
the  instinct,  trait  or  knack  to  do  the 
right  thing.  Others  just  blunder  along 
and  get  nowhere. 

Time  and  again  we  have  had  fellows 
write  us  about  their  poultry  troubles, 
and  almost  always  they  blame  the 
hens  for  a  lack  of  profit.  In  many  cases 
a  survey  of  the  qualities  of  the  poultry- 
man  proved  that  the  man  behind  the 
hens,  and  not  the  hens,  were  at  fault. 

So  when  we  investigate  a  flock  of 
hens,  we  must  always  take  into  con- 
sideration the  man  behind  those  hens. 
If  he  is  willing  to  learn,  the  problem  is 
somewhat  simple.  The  greatest  draw- 
back is  when  the  poultrykeeper  is  cock- 
sure of  himself  and,  assumes  that  all 
faults  lie  with  the  hens.  A  man  who  is 
willing  to  learn,  always  does.  The  re- 
ceptive mind  absorbs  ideas.  The  trouble 
is  worse  when  a  man  is  too  sure  that 
he  is  right. 


FUTURE  PLANS 

Have  you  ever  been  to  a  big  city  and 
seen  them  building  a  high  building? 
Every  piece  of  steel  fits  right  in  place. 
Frequently  when  we  visit  Chicago,  we 
watch  the  workmen,  and  we  just  can- 
not help  but  wonder  how  perfectly  the 
building  goes  together.  Every  building 
has  a  plan,  and  every  piece  of  steel  has 
been  cut  to  fit  a  certain  place. 

Did  you  ever  stop  to  think  that  a 
business  is  much  like  a  building?  Many 
of  the  rules  which  govern  its  erection 
apply  to  the  growth  of  a  business.  If 
your  business  is  to  grow  and  prosper 
you  must  have  some  plans  for  the  fu- 
ture. You  cannot  conduct  a  poultry 
business  in  a  happy-go-lucky-way  and 
make  much  of  a  success.  You  must  have 
some  plans  and  try  to  carry  them  out. 

Along  about  this  time  of  the  year  is 
a  good  time  to  make  some  plans  for  the 
future.  Some  night  go  out  and  pop  a 
big  dish  of  pop  corn.  Go  down  the  cellar 
and  bring  up  some  of  those  nice  big 
red  apples.  Then  pull  your  chair  over 
close  to  the  fire.  Call  the  wife  to  pull 
her  chair  over  close,  too.  Give  her  a 
big  helping  of  pop  corn  and  some  ap- 
ples, and  then  talk  over  your  plans. 
She  is  your  partner  and  interested  in 
your .  success.   Take  her  advice. 

Try  to  correct  any  past  mistakes. 
Plan  to  do  that  which  will  bring  you 
the  most  money  in  1932.  Go  over  all  of 
your  activities  and  arrange  to  enlarge 
as  your  business  warrants.  Every 
phase  of  your  business  should  be 
studied,  and  this  is  just  about  the  best 
time  to  do  it.  Above  all,  do  not  plan 
to  retrench.  Look  into  the  future  and 
make  plans  to  branch  out.

CONTROLLING  WINTER 
EGG  YIELD

the  hens  need  fresh  air.  They  just  can- 
not do  well  "without  a  large  amount  of 
clean,  fresh  air.  Almost  all  houses 
have  some  means  of  ventilation  these 
days,  and  eventually  the  time  will  come 
when  more  attention  will  be  given  to 
ventilation  than  mere  warmth.  The 
house  must  be  kept  clean  and  due  at- 
tention given  to  sanitary  measures.  Do 
all  possible  to  prevent  disease,  and 
should  a  sick  bird  be  found,  isolate  her 
at  once.  Let  in  the  sunshine  and  make 
the  house  as  cheery  as  you  can.  We 
believe  that  hens  will  lay  better  in  a 
nice  clean,  cheery  house.  We  have 
heard  it  said  that  a  hen  is  not  respon- 
sive to  a  mental  reaction,  but  our  own 
observation  over  a  period  of  years 
.leads  us  to  believe  that  cleanliness,  sun- 
'  shine,  light,  cheery  surroundings  do 
have  a  marked  effect  upon  the  egg 
yield,  especially  in  winter. 

A  problem  in  the  control  of  the  win- 
ter egg  yield  of  equal  importance  to  the 
breeding  of  the  birds  is  their  feeding. 
If  we  had  to  choose  between  a  well- 
bred  pullet  poorly  fed  and  a  poorly  bred 
pullet  well  fed,  we  would  take  our 
chance  with  the  last  pullet.  The  best 
bred  pullet  in  the  world  can  be  abso- 
lutely ruined  with  imporper  feeding. 
We  believe  that  feeding  is  very  impor- 
tant and  we  wish  to  make  this  as  em- 
phatic as  possible.  Feed  is  the  thing 
out  of  which  eggs  are  made.  In  a  gen- 
eral way  we  think  of  the  scratch  feed 
as  that  part  of  the  ration  which  keeps 
the  body  in  repair.  Of  course,  this  is 
not  absolutely  true.  In  a  rough  way  it 
is.  The  scratch  feed  is  usually  given 
morning  and  night  and  kicked  into  deep 
litter  to  induce  exercise.  Advocates  of 
the  all  mash  system  of  feeding  do  not 
stress  the  need  for  exercise,  but  we  are 
old-fashioned  enough  to  believe  that 
poultry  must  exercise  to  keep  in  good 
physical  condition.  The  mash  is  kept 
in  hoppers  at  all  times  and  is  supposed 
to  be  the  main  factor  in  securing  heavy 
production.  Space  will  not  permit  a 
discussion  of  the  contents  of  the  mash, 
but  frequently  a  mash  will  be  lacking 
in  protein  content  when  the  egg  flow  is 
below  a  reasonable  level.  Sometimes  it 
it  necessary  to  increase  the  amount  of 
protein  by  increasing  the  amount  of 
meat  scraps  in  the  mash.  Generally 
from  15  to  20  per  cent  of  the  mash  is 
meat  scraps.  If  milk  is  available,  the 
amount  of  meat  scraps  may  be  less. 
Too  much  protein  will  cause  serious 
disorders  and  often  bowel  trouble  will 
develop.  So  keep  within  reason.  Do  not 
overdo  even  a  good  thing.  Most  com- 
mercial mashes  are  strong  enough — 
whilo  many  home-made  mashes  lack 
protein.  We  do  not  advise  the  use  of 
tankage  in  the  place  of  high-grade 
meat  scraps.  Most  of  the  tankage  is 
better  fertilizer  than  anything  else.  If 
the  droppings  of  the  hens  become  rath- 
er hard,  increase  the  amount  of  green 
food.  Green  food  tends  to  keep  the 
bowel  action  regular,  corrects  the  re- 
sults, of  heavy  feeding  and  proves  most 
useful.  Every  flock  should  have  at 
least  one  feeding  of  green  food  once  a 
day.  While  we  prefer  sprouted  oats, 
yet  almost  any  kind  of  green  food  will 
serve  the  purpose.  Almost  never  do 
you  see  a  flock  overfed  on  green  food. 
Be  careful  that  it  is  not  moldy. 

On  cold  days  we  believe  it  is  a  good

plan  to  take  the  chill  off  the  drinking 
water.  Hot  water  should  not  be  given. 
Just  take  the  chill  off.  The  egg  is  two- 
thirds  water,  so  one  can  easily  see  how 
necessary  it  is  to  get  the  hens  to  dfink 
plenty  of  water.  A  hen  will  drink  more 
warm  water  in  cold  weather.  There  are 
founts  on  the  market  which  will  keep 
the  water  warm  for  hours,  and  they 
save  much  labor  running  back  and 
forth  to  the  poultry  house. 

One  fault  common  on  many  farms 
is  to  crowd  too  many  hens  into  the 
house.  Such  a  plan  not  only  tends  to 
reduce  the  egg  yield,  but  it  increases 
the  danger  of  disease.   Crowding  is  an

evil  which  can  and  should  be  avoided.

A  good  ration, 

with   possibly   a   little   extra   corn  at 

night,  will  put  them  in  good  condition. 

Do  not  try  to  push  them  too  fast.  They 

will  lay  in  due  time.

New  Corn 

I  ran  out  of  old  corn,  and  started  to  feed 
new  corn,  and  got  a  lot  of  sick  chickens.

New  corn  is  always  a  possible  source 
of  trouble.  Frequently  digestive  trou- 
ble develops.  We  prefer  not  to  feed  new 
corn,  but  if  it  must  be  fed,  begin  very 
slowly  and  rather  work  the  birds  into 
it.  Sudden  changes  from  old  to  new 
corn  are  almost  sure  to  cause  trouble. 
If  you  have  some  barley,  give  more 
barley,  and  not  so  much  corn  for  a 
few  weeks.

Favus  and  fungoid  are  two  diseases 
much  the  same,  and  it  may  be  difficult 
to  distinguish  between  them.  Apply 
carbolated  vaseline  well  rubbed  into  the 
parts  affected.  Give  strict  attention  to 
sanitary  measures.  Correct  feeding  to 
include  plenty  of  green  food.  Isolate 
all  fowls  affected  with  the  trouble.  This 
disease  is  easily  carried  from  one  fowl 
to  another. 

A  Slip 

I  operated  on  some  of  my  early  cockerels 
and  made  capons  of  them.  When  I  took  them 
to  market  the  other  day,  the  buyer  said  two 
were  "slips."  and  would  not  pay  me  as  much 
for  them.  What  did  he  mean  by  a  "slip?" —

A  "slip"  is  neither  a  cockerel  or  a 
capon.  It  is  caused  by  not  removing  all 
of  the  organs  when  the  operation  is 
performed.

HANDLING  PULLETS  AND 
CULLING 


Our  commercial  egg  producers  plan 
to  have  their  hatching  done  not  later 
than  April.  Many  of  them  get  their 
chicks,  either  buying  or  hatching,  in 
early  March.  This  brings  them  to  lay- 
ing age  in  late  summer  or  early  fall, 
depending  upon  the  breed,  general 
management,  etc.,  and  such  birds  will 
produce  all  through  the  fall  when  eggs 
are  the  highest  in  price.  It  costs  a  lit- 
tle more  in  labor  and  facilities  to  raise 
these  early  pullets,  but  to  off-set  the 
extra  cost,  the  males  can  be  sold  for 
broilers  for  better  prices  than  those 
hatched  later,  and  the  eggs  laid  will  be 
large  and  of  uniform  size  in  the  sea- 
son of  high  prices.  Pullets  of  the  Med- 
iterranean class  which  begin  to  lay  in 
August  will  be  practically  full  grown 
in  late  fall  and  hardly  distinguishable 
from  the  old  hens. 

It  is  a  good  plan  to  band  the  pullets 
before  they  reach  maturity,  using  a 
certain  color  of  band  for  each  month's 
hatch.  Blue  may  be  used  for  the  March 
hatch,  and  red  for  those  hatched  in 
April.  And  as  these  pullets  become 
broody,  it  is  a  good  plan  to  place  a 
plain  band  on  the  leg,  one  for  each 
time  the  bird  becomes  broody.  This 
applies  only  to  the  general  purpose 
breeds.  The  hen  that  becomes  broody 
often  will  have  outgrown  her  days  of 
usefulness  earlier  the  next  spring.  It 
is  a  good  practice  to  cull  out  and  mar- 
ket some  during  the  spring  when  the 
high  prices  prevail,  and  then  all  culls 
taken  out  of  the  laying  houses  during 
fall  and  winter,  or  in  fact,  all  the  year 
around,  improves  the  flock  and  makes 
so  much  more  room  for  the  workers. 

Aside  from  the  broody  test,  there  are 
many  other  points  to  be  considered 
when  culling.  It  has  been  found  that 
many  farmers  who  keep  poultry  do  not 
understand  culling  properly.  It  is  a 
good  practice  to  keep  a  constant  watch 
over  the  flock,  and  in  this  way  the 
caretaker  is  able  to  keep  a  line  on  the 
producers.  In  a  pen  of  not  over  200 
birds,  it  is  possible  to  recognize  and 
remember  individual  birds,  providing 
the  caretaker  is  among  the  birds  sev- 
eral times  a  day  and  is  reasonably  ob- 
servant. It  is  a  good  practice  to  pick 
out  any  birds  that  show  signs  of  droop- 
ing, also  any  that  appear  to  be  getting 
fat  and  lazy.  When  a  hen  is  seen  that 
does  not  appear  quite  normal,  catch 
her  and  apply  some  of  the  more  inti- 
mate tests,  which  will  generally  quick- 
ly determine  whether  she  is  to  be  dis- 
posed of  or  retained  in  the  flock.

Combination  House 

PROVES  Great  Success

A  Triple  Service  Combination  House 

This  versatile  house  serves  as  brooder  in  the  spring,  open-air  shelter 
in  summer,  and  laying  house  in  winter. 


This  year,  poultrymen  are  cutting 
costs  wherever  possible.  It  seems  a 
shame  to  have  money  tied  up  in  a 
brooder  house  that  is  used  only  a  few 
months  in  the  spring,  then  more  money 
tied  up  in  summer  shelters  that  are 
used  only  during  the  summer,  and  fin- 
ally still  more  money  tied  up  in  laying 
houses  that  are  nearly  half  empty  be- 
fore spring,  due  to  mortality  and  cull- 
ing. 

The  E.  C.  Young  Co.,  designers  and 
makers  of  poultry  houses,  have  proved 
that  a  single  combination  house  can  be 
made  to  serve  all  three  purposes. 

The  house  which  they  have  designed 
resembles  an  ordinary  brooder  house, 
except  that  the  lower  half  of  the  sides 
and  one  end  can  be  swung  upward, 
leaving  a  protecting  guard  of  poultry 
netting. 

The  baby  chicks  can  be  started  in 
this  house  in  the  spring  as  usual. 
When  the  youngsters  reach  weaning 
size,  the  brooder  can  be  taken  out  and 
stored,  and  roosts  installed. 

The  house  is  provided  with  handles 
at  each  corner  so  that  four  men  can 
readily  move  it  to  a  new  site.  Or  if  it 
is  a  one-man  place,  the  building  can  be 
hauled  with  a  tractor  or  a  horse. 

Of  course,  the  sides  will  be  pulled 
up,  converting  the  house  into  a  summer 
shelter,  where  the  birds  can  enjoy  an 
abundance  of  fresh  air  and  cool  nights. 

When  the  birds  reach  the  laying 
stage,  the  house  can  be  again  moved 
to  permanent  winter  quarters,  and  used 
for  the  pullets. 

One  of  the  commonest  leaks  in  the 
poultry  business  today  is  the  waste  of 
housing  space  in  laying  houses.  The 
poultryman  may  start  the  season  with 
his  house  well  filled,  .but  as  the  season 
advances  constant  culling  and  losses 
from  mortality  cut  down  his  flock  until 


he  may  be  using  only  a  little  more 
than  half  his  space. 

The  combination  house  offers  a  solu- 
tion for  this  condition.  A  bunch  of  ex- 
tra pullets  can  be  started  in  the  little 
house.  Toward  spring,  they  can  be 
moved  to  the  laying  house  to  make  up 
for  the  missing  birds. 

This  will  release  the  house  in  time 
for  an  early  brood  of  chicks.

Hen-brooded  chicks  are  becoming  al- 
most as  scarce  as  the  proverbial  hen's 
teeth.

In  this  view,  the  top  of  the  brooder  has  been 
cut  off  to  show  the  Brooder  Heater  and  the 
chicks  cuddled  about  it. 

This  home-made  brooder  will  com- 
fortably accommodate  from  50  to  100 
chicks.  The  little  heater  is  so  con- 
structed that  fresh  air  is  constantly 
drawn  into  the  brooder  while  foul  air 
passes  out  through  the  chimney. 

To  clean  the  brooder,  it  is  only  nec- 
essary to  lift  the  brooder  and  change 
the  litter.  Chaff,  finely  cut  straw,  or 
granulated  peat  moss  can  be  used  for 
I  litter.  The  latter  has  the  advantage  of 
absorbing  moisture. 

Chicks  brooded  in  this  way  can  be 
easily  kept  free  from  lice,  and  if  given 
a  run  on  disease-free  soil  or  on  wire 
cloth,  can  also  be  kept  free  from 
coccidiosis. 

Many  poultrykeepers  use  a  string  of 
these  small  brooders  instead  of  one 
large  brooder.  They  find  that  the 
chicks -do  better  in  these  small  flocks. 
There  is  no  crowding,  and  every  chick 
has  a  fair  chance  at  the  feed  trough. 
Should  disease  break  out,  it  is  more 
easily  controlled  and  can  be  confined 
to  the  brood  in  which  it  originated. 

Some  form  of  shelter  is  essential,  even 
in  mild  weather,  to  protect  the  brooder. 
This  may  be  any  outbuilding  that  hap- 
pens to  be  available.  Unless  direct  sun- 
light reaches  the  chicks,  cod  liver  oil 
should  be  included  in  the  ration  to  take 
its  place. 

These  home-made  brooders  have  been 
successfully  used  for  brooding  turkey 
poults  and  young  game  birds.  In  fact, 
considerable  numbers  are  used  by  some 
of  the  State  Conservation  Commissions. 


FEEDING  FOR  EGGS 


I  A  great  many  things  enter  into  the 
question  of  egg  production,  but  other 
things  being  equal,  eggs  are  very  large- 
ly a  question  of  feeding.  A  hen  cannot 


lay  eggs  unless  she  has  an  abundance 
of  egg-making  material  supplied  in  her 
daily  ration.  This  is  one  reason  why 
fresh  cut  raw  bone  has  proven  such  a 
boon  to  poultry  keepers.

A  single  ounce  of  raw 
bone  contains  more  available  protein 
than  one-fourth  pound  of  wheat  or  ZV2 
pounds  of  corn.  Moreover,  the  bone 
lends  a  variety  to  the  ration  that  has 
a  peculiar  tonic  effect  upon  the  flock 
that  tends  to  health  and  vigor.  Every 
reader  of  this  journal  who  is  now  feed- 
ing raw  bone  will  be  interested  in  this 
little  book  on  feeding  issued  by  F.  W.

Fryers,  3,765,000  pounds,  compared  with 
2,771,000  pounds  October  1,  1930,  and  a  five- 
year  average  of  2,361,000  pounds. 

Roasters,  6,327,000  pounds,  compared  with 
5,420,000  pounds  October  1,  1930,  and  a  five- 
year  average  of  5,648,000  pounds. 

Fowls,  6,996,000  pounds,  compared  with 
5,644,000  pounds  October  1,  1930.  and  a  five- 
year  average  of  5,947,000  pounds. 

Turkeys,  3,364.000  pounds,  compared  with 
3,603,000  pounds  October  1,  1930,  and  a  five- 
year  average  of  4,565,000  pounds. 

Miscellaneous  Poultry,  22,081,000  pounds, 
compared  with'  17,605,000  pounds  October  1, 
1930,  and  a  five-year  average  of  16,206,000 
pounds.

Cranberry  Sauce 

In  making  cranberry  sauce,  do  not 
use  any  water  in  the  cooking.  Wash 
and  pick  over  the  cranberries  and  put 
them  in  a  double  boiler  to  cook.  Stir 
them  when  they  begin  to  soften,  and 
when  they  are  reduced  to  an  even  pulp 
remove  from  the  fire  and  pass  them 
through  a  colander.  Return  to  fire  and 
sweeten  to  taste.  Cook  long  enough  to 
melt  and  combine  the  sugar.  This  will 
make  a  stiff  jelly,  and  if  you  wish  it 
thinner,  add  a  little  water  when  cook- 
ing the  second  time. 

Chicken  Salad 


1  chicken 

1  onion,  sliced 

6  cloves 

1-2  tsp.  white  pepper 

Mayonnaise 

Lettuce 


Lemon  juice 
1  bay  leaf 
1  tsp.  salt         ,  ' 
Celery 

Whipped  cream 
Mace 
Capers 

Clean  and  dress  chicken.  Place  in 
boiling  water,  add  onion,  bay  leaf, 
cloves  and  mace.  Bring  to  a  boil  and 
let  boil  rapidly  five  minutes.  Reduce 
the  heat  to  below  boiling  point  and  let 
cook  until  tender.  This  method  will 
make  the  dark  meat  almost  as  white  as 
that  of  the  breast.  When  chicken  is 
cold,  cut  into  half-inch  cubes,  removing 
all  fat  and  skin.  To  each  pint  allow  one 
tablespoon  lemon  juice,  sprinkling  the 
latter  over  the  chicken  and  placing  on 
ice.  When  ready  to  serve,  mix  chicken 
with  two-thirds  as  much  celery  cut  into 
small  pieces.  Dust  with  salt  and  pep- 
per, mix  the  mayonnaise  with  whipped 
cream  to  taste  and  pour  over  salad. 
Serve  on  lettuce  leaves  and  garnish 
with  white  celery  leaves  and  spinkle 
with  capers. 


Apple  Gems 


1  1-4  cups  scalded 
milk 

4   tbsps.  shortening 

2  tbsps.  sugar 
2-3  cup  yellow 

cornmeal 


1  egg

Practical  Pointers  On  Battery  Brooding 

By  H.  A.  BITTENBENDER 


'TpHERE  is  probably  no  phase  of  the 
poultry  industry  which  is  command- 
ing more  attention  and  comment  at  the 
present  time  than  that  of  battery- 
grown  chicks.  Some  folks  say  that  it 
can't  be  done.  Others  say  that  batter- 
ies are  all  right  for  a  few  weeks.  But 
the  fact  remains  that  there  are  a  num- 
ber of  successful  broiler  producers  in 
all  parts  of  the  United  States.  There 
must  be  a  reason  for  this. 

I  have  had  an   


year  *  and  with  different  groups  of 
chicks.  As  the  chicks  grow  older  the 
temperature  should  be  reduced,  but 
gradually. 

(3)— Feeding 

There  is  no  danger  of  feeding  too 
early,  since  the  chicks  will  not  eat 
until  they  are  ready.  There  is  no  dan- 
ger, however,  in  waiting  too  long.  The 
optimum  time  to  feed  is  from  24  to  36 
hours  after  the  chicks  are  taken  from 


factorily  be  grown  in  a  given  compart- 
ment varies  considerably  with  the  sea- 
son of  the  year  and  the  rate  of  growth, 
of  the  chicks.  Here  again  it  is  neces- 
sary for  the  judgment  of  the  operator 
to  be  used  rather  than  a  definite  rule 
to  be  followed.  Under  most  conditions, 
the  following  rule  can  be  adopted: 

(a)  For  chicks  one  to  three  weeks  of 
age,  one  chick  for  each  nine  to  ten 
square  inches  of  floor  space,  provided 
  there  is  a  suffi-

I  will  try  to 
point  out  in  a 
very  brief  and 
general  way 
what  seemed  to 
be  the  most  out- 
standing element 
proposition. 

(1)— Quality  of  Chicks 
Good  broiler  chicks  should  be  of  good 
size,  strong  and  sturdy.  The  mortality 
should  be  low  and  the  birds  should 
grow  rapidly.  Where  the  mortality  is 
high,  there  is  usually  a  stunting  or 
slowing  of  growth  in  the  remaining 
chicks  so  that  the  lot  is  not  even. 
(2) — Correct  Temperature 
At  one  of  the  places  where  I  visited 
the  slogan  adopted  was,  "Keep  the 
chicks  as  cool  as  possible,  but  comfort- 
able." In  other  words,  the  temperature 
must  be  correct.  The  chicks  must  be 
comfortable  even  if  it  takes  100  degrees 
F.  to  make  them  comfortable.  Variable 
temperature  is  without  a  doubt  the 
most  direct  cause  of  high  mortality. 
Greater  warmth  than  is  needed  to  keep 
the  chicks  comfortable  is  just  as  detri- 
mental as  too  little  warmth.  By  all 
means  have  the  temperature  adequate 
but  not  variable.  The  eye  and  judg- 
ment of  the  operator  are  very  impor- 
tant in  adjusting  the  temperature  to 
the  point  where  the  chicks  are  comfort- 
able. The  amount  of  heat  required 
may  vary  at  different  seasons  of  the

the  incubator.  Light  at  this  time  is 
highly  advisable  in  order  to  attract  the 
chicks  to  feed  and  drink.  Some  opera- 
tors prefer  for  the  first  two  hours  after 
the  chicks  are  placed  in  the  batteries 
to  provide  water  in  all  containers  so 
that  more  chicks  will  get  a  drink  of 
water  soon  after  being  placed  in  the 
battery.  Apparently  a  flushing  out  of 
the  digestive  tract  with  fresh  water, 
not  cold,  aids  in  cleansing  the  digestive 
tract.  After  a  couple  of  hours,  part  of 
the.  troughs  are  filled  with  feed. 
(4) — Cleaning  of  Brooder 

It  appears  that  many  operators  seem 
to  feel,  when  chicks  are  placed  in  con- 
finement on  wire  floors,  that  the  neces- 
sity of  keeping  the  equipment  and 
room  sanitary  can  be  entirely  forgotten. 
But  this  is  the  wrong  attitude,  for  the 
chicks  will  thrive  and  grow  in  almost 
direct  proportion  to  the  cleanliness  of 
the  battery  and  battery  room.  Too 
much  emphasis  cannot  be  placed  upon 
the  importance  of  keeping  the  drinking 
troughs,  the  dropping  pans  and  the 
floor  of  the  brooder  room  clean  and  oc- 
casionally disinfected. 

(5) — Crowding 

The  number  of  chicks  that  can  satis-

it  may  be  necessary  to  increase  the 
amount  of  room  per  chick  if  the  room 
temperature  is  excessively  high. 

When  chicks  are  overcrowded,  it  is 
extremely  difficult  to  dissipate  the  ani- 
mal heat  given  off  from  them.  The 
temperature  inside  the  compartment  is. 
often  considerably  higher  than  the 
room  temperature.  The  result  is  that 
the  chicks  feather  poorly  and  have  dry, 
ruffled,  broken  feathers,  which  is  very 
unsatisfactory  condition. 

(6) — Humidity 

The  question  of  how  much  humidity 
in  the  battery  brooder  room  and  how 
to  obtain  it  has  been  a  serious  problem. 
Not  one  broiler  producer  I  visited  was 
using  low  humidity.  Every  one  of 
them  found  that  it  was  extremely  im- 
portant to  have  the  humidity  at  all 
times  at  a  high  degree.  I  think  that  it 
can  be  safely  said  that  it  is  rather  dif- 
ficult to  obtain  too  high  a  humidity. 
Where  high  humidity  is  maintained, 
the  birds  are  more  contented  and  eat 
better;  there  is  no  cannibalism;  the 
growth  is  more  rapid;  the  feathers  are 
waxy,  smooth  and  not  broken.  One 
cannot  depend  upon  the  ordinary  wet- 
bulb  thermometer  to  record  the  humid- 
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ity.  It  takes  a  definite  movement  of 
air  passing  over  the  wet  bulb  to  regis- 
ter properly.  In  most  battery  brooding 
rooms  the  movement  of  air  is  not  suffi- 
cient to  give  a  correct  reading.  Hence, 
the  plan  to  follow  is  to  keep  the  floor 
well  sprinkled  with  water  throughout 
each  day. 

(7)— Light 

We  often  fail  to  realize  how  impor- 
tant light  really  is.  The  question  of 
light  is  not  so  much  one  of  volume  as 
it  is  one  of  distribution.  This  state- 
ment perhaps  is  not  quite  true  in  start- 
ing chicks.  The  first  few  days  after 
chicks  are  put  into  the  compartments, 
it  is  advisable  to  have  a  considerable 
volume  of  light  so  that  both  the  feed 
■  and  water  troughs  are  plainly  visible. 
After  the  third  week  it  is  very  impor- 
tant that  the  light  should  be  so  ar- 
ranged that  there  are  no  shadows.  In- 
direct light  is  the  most  advisable.  The 
light  should  be  softened,  well  diffused, 
and  so  arranged  that  when  people  are 
walking  around  the  batteries  there  are 
no  shadows  cast  across  the  batteries  or 
birds.  The  more  quiet  and  contented 
the  birds  can  be  kept,  the  more  rapidly 
will  they  grow.  When  chicks  are  kept 
quiet  and  contented  and  growing  rapid- 
ly, there  is  no  danger  of  cannibalism 
starting.  The  most  rapid  growth  and 
uniform  development  was  '  obtained 
when  the  chicks  were  given  a  definite 


rest  period  of  from  eight  to  ten  hours 
in  each  twenty-four  hours. 

New  Ideas  on  Broilers 

The  production  of  nursery  broilers 
has  become  an  important  activity  of 
the  Clarke  County  Hatchery,  Athens, 
Ga.  J.  H.  Wood,  who  owns  the  hatch- 
ery, tells  us  some  very  interesting 
things  on  the  subject. 

Mr.  Wood  says  that  a  good  market 
for  his  broilers  has  developed  in  Athens. 
Sales  were  going  at  the  rate  of  $130  a 
week  at  the  time  of  his  report. 

"Our  broilers  are  marketed  when 
they  weigh  about  a  pound  or  slightly 
over,"  states  Mr.  Wood.  "We  get  35 
cents  a  pound  wholesale  or  40  cents 
retail,  based  on  live  weight.  We  sell 
them  dressed,  however." 

The  broilers  are  prepared  for  market 
by  first  pulling  off  their  heads  and  then 
skinning  the  birds,  as  would  be  done 
with  partridges.  After  that,  the  birds 
are  split  up  the  back  and  the  entrails 
are  removed.  The  shanks  are  then  cut 
off  at  the  backs  and  the  thighs  stuck 
through  a  small  opening  cut  into  the 
abdomen.  This  makes  the  broiler  look 
like  a  small  roaster  ready  for  the  oven. 

Hearts,  livers,  and  gizzards  have  so 
far  been  discarded  with  the  entrails; 
but  Mr.  Wood  says  that  he  intends  to 
save  the  edible  organs  hereafter  and 
sell  them  separately,  thus  adding  con- 
siderably to  his  income. 


An  especially  good  feature  of  this 
business  is  that  it  affords  a  profitable 
way  of  disposing  of  the  Clarke  County 
Hatchery's  surplus  White  Leghorn 
Cockerels. 

"The  hotels  especially  like  them," 
says  Mr.  Wood,  "and  purchase  a  great 
many.  Four  hundred  of  our  broilers 
have  been  ordered  by  the  local  hotels 
to  be  served  at  banquets  during  a  con- 
vention here  in  the  future. 

The  broiler  plant  at  the  Clarke  Coun- 
ty Hatchery  is  equipped  with  Buckeye 
Battery  Brooders.  Chicks  are  raised 
from  the  day  they  leave  the  incubator 
to  about  six  weeks  old  in  Buckeye 
Starting  Brooders  which  have  automat- 
ic electric  heaters  for  the  youngest 
chicks.  From  the  Starting  Brooders, 
the  birds  are  transferred  to  Buckeye 
Finishing  Brooders,  where  they  are  car- 
ried to  market  size. 

Mr.  Wood  attributes  a  large  part  of 
his  success  in  raising  nursery  broilers 
to  the  efficiency  of  Buckeye  brooding 
equipment.  He  finds  that  the  Buckeye 
Battery  Brooders  provide  the  correct 
temperatures,  ventilation,  cleanliness, 
and  convenience  essential  to  the  suc- 
cessful growing  of  poultry  in  confine- 
ment.

Foods  that  might  otherwise  be  per- 
fectly alright  are  made  unwholesome 
when  exposed  to  dampness.  Molds  de- 
velop under  these  conditions  and  the 
foods  become  unfit  to  use. 

Especial  care  should  be  used  not  to 
give  too  much  salt._  Brine,  salt  meat, 
salt  fish  or  any  kind  of  salty  food  may 
cause  trouble  when  given  too  freely. 

It  really  pays  to  watch  the  food  and 
see  that  it  is  clean  and  wholesome.

I  just  take  a  soft  silk  hand- 
kerchief and  rub  the  birds,  always  rubbing 
towards  the  tip  of  the  feather.  This  rubbing 
seems  to  draw  out  the  natural  oils  and  makes 
the  bird  shine  and  look  fit  as  can  be.  Just'  try 
this  plan  and  see  if  it  will  not  work  wonders. 
It  saves  a  lot  of  work  washing  the  birds. — 
Mrs.  L.  H..  Ohio. 

An  excellent  idea.  We  never  wash  a 
Rhode  Island  Red.  The  silk  handker- 
chief makes  it  unnecessary.  - 


We  operate  three  incubators  of  small  size. 
One  machine  is  set  each  week,  so  that  one 
will  hatch  every  week.  Then  we  advertise 
chicks  in  the  local  paper  and  sell  them  as  fast 
as  we  can.  This  plan  has  worked  well  and 
we  have  made  money.  We  have  never  adver- 
tised in  the  poultry  journals  because  we  did 
not  have  enough  chicks  to  pay.

this  plan  will  work. 


I  sell  quite  a  few  birds  to  a  private  trade 
and  have  been  putting  them  into  a  nice  wax 
bag  when  delivered,  and  find  that  it  seems 
to  please  the  customer.  Of  course,  I  pick 
them  and  tie  up  head  so  that  the  fowl  will 
not  be  soiled.  The  appearance  counts  and 
customers  are  frequently  fussy  about  the  way 
the  birds  look,  so  I  just  cater  to  all  of  their 
whims.    I  think  it  pays. — Mrs.  D.  R. ,  Illinois. 

If  your  customers  want  something  a 
little  extra,  by  all  means  use  a  wax 
bag,  and  of  course  the  extra  cost  is  put 
onto  the  fowl. 


I  have  been  experimenting  with  a  battery 
brooder  some,  and  my  first  problem  was  that 
the  chicks  wanted  to  eat  each  other  up.  After 
I  made  the  brooder  somewhat  dark  the  trou- 
ble stopped  and  now  all  my  chicks  are  run 
in  dark  brooders. — C.  O.,  Wisconsin. 

Another  very  useful  idea. 


I  believe  in  advertising.  I  have  but  a  small 
poultry  business  and  use  my  auto  to  deliver 
the  eggs.

It  is  not  very  long  now  until  we  will  be 
running  the  incubator  again,  and  I  want  to 
pass  on  an  idea  which  I  have  tried  and  find 
that  it  saves  a  lot  of  time.  In  testing  my 
eggs.  I  take  the  tray  out  of  the  machine  and 
place  it  on  two  sawhorses.  Then  I  take  a 
good  flashlight  and  place  under  the  tray  of 
eggs.  It  is  flashed  onto  each  egg  for  just  an 
instant  and'  the  bad  eggs  are  removed.  The 
same  idea  may  be  used  in  testing  table  eggs. 

I  hope  the  idea  will  help  all  of  your  read- 
ers.— Mrs.  L.  D.,  Illinois.

I  made  arrange- 
ments with  him  to  sell  my  cockerels,  and  in 
just  a  few  days  he  had  sold  them  all  at  a- 
profit  to  himself  and  to  me.

Chicken  Pox 

Some  of  my  birds  seem  to  have  warts  on 
the  face.  It  appears  to  be  spreading  and  I  am 
getting  alarmed  about  it.  Can  you  offer  a  sug- 
gestion and  a  remedy? — Mrs.  W.  L. ,  Illinois. 

From  the  brief  description,  we  are 
inclined  to  think  it  may  be  chicken 
pox.  Carbolated  vaseline  is  often  of 
much  real  value  in  such  cases.  In  se- 
vere cases  more  radical  treatment  must 
be  resorted  to.  In  all  cases  it  is  well  to 
keep  the  bowels  active.  Castor  oil  or 
Epsom  salts  will  do  this  very  well.  Be 
sure  to  remove  sick  birds  from  the 
flock  and  maintain  strictly  sanitary 
measures.

Barring  does  not  need  to  be  as  in  the 
Rocks.  Look  at  your  Standard  for  the 
Campines  and  you  will  find  a  different 
type  of  barring.  The  barring  in  these 
fowls  is  slightly  V-shaped.  If  your  ques- 
tion had  to  do  with  color  more  than 
shape,  we  might  say  that  a  buff  and 
black  barring  would  be  interesting,  but 
somewhat  hard  to  perfect.  If  you  wish 
to  tackle  a  real  job  you  might  try 
something  of  the  kind. 

Common  Colds 

My  birds  have  always  been  having .  common 
colds  every  year,  so  last  year  I  made  up  my 
mind  to  try  and  stop  the  trouble.  I  have  a 
well  ventilated  house  now  and  let  in  lots  of 
sunshine  through  glass  substitute.  Do  you 
think  this  is  the  reason  I  have  almost  no 
colds  in  my  flock  this  year? — L.  D.,  Wiscon- 
sin. 

Certainly  it  has  been  a  big  factor  in 
preventing  colds.  Fresh  air  and  sun- 
shine will  help  keep  your  birds  in  ex- 
cellent health.  And  it  is  far  better 
than  to  be  doping  the  birds  all  the  time. 
Of  course  you  will  change  the  litter 
frequently  to  prevent  dust.

Needs  Heater 

Last  year  I  had  a  lot  of  trouble  with  the 
heating  unit  in  my  brooder.  It  did  not  seem  to 
run  uniform.  The  chicks  were  too  cold  or  too 
warm.  How  can  I  help  matters? — A.  L.  F. , 
Pennsylvania. 

Evidently  your  heating  unit  is  not 
right  in  some  way,  and  rather  than 
risk  chicks  the  coming  season  we  would 
suggest  that  you  purchase  a  new  unit. 
The  cost  would  not  be  very  high  and 
you  would  be  playing  safe. 

Fertility  and  Fat 

I  have  been  out  looking  over  my  hens  and 
I  find  most  of  them  are  rather  too  fat.  Now 
I  want  to  be  mating  my  pens  soon  and  I 
wonder  if  this  condition  will  affect  the  fer- 
tility of  the  eggs  next  spring. — P.  H.  D.. 
Michigan. 

Excessive  fat  may  affect  the  fertility 
of  the  eggs.  While  the  hens  should  be 
in  good  condition,  they  should  not  be 
real  fat.  The  wonder  to  us  is  that  the 
hens  have  not  stopped  laying.  We  sug- 
gest that  you  reduce  the  amount  of  fat- 
forming  feed  in  your  ration  and  give 
more  oats.  Get  the  hens  back  to  a  good 
physical  condition.  Give  all  grain  in 
deep  litter  to  induce  exercise.  Be  sure 
that  the  hens  have  plenty  of  green 
food.  Do  not  overfeed  on  grain.  Give 
more  mash.

Deformed  Beak 

I  have  a  very  excellent  hen,  but  it  has  a 
deformed  beak.  Can  you  suggest  any  way  to 
correct  it? — Mrs.  T.  McB.,  New  York. 

There  is  but  little  you  can  do  with  a 
beak  such  as  you  describe.  Possibly 
you  might  trim  it  just  a  little  to  help 
make  the  upper  and  lower  sections  come 
together  more  normal,  but  in  a  general 
way  there  is  not  much  you  can  do  with 
such  a  bird.  The  best  plan  is  to  watch 
such  birds  when  they  are  young  and 
fatten  them  up  for  market.

In  rare  cases  is 
it  is  possible  to  determine  the  sex  of 
baby  chicks.  After  they  are  a  few  days 
old  it  is  possible  to  determine  the  sex 
with  a  fair  degree  of  success.  As  they 
grow  older,  the  ease  of  picking  out  the 
cockerels  becomes  more  pronounced.

LEAVES  FOR  LITTER 


The  use  of  vapor  treatment  for  in- 
fectious colds  and  bronchial  troubles  is 
becoming  increasingly  popular  among 
poultrymen.  This  method  has  the  dou- 
ble advantage  of  being  easily  used,  and 
of  treating  every  fowl  in  the  hen-house 
in  one  operation.  Vaporizers  can  be 
employed,  and  in  many  cases  the  home- 
ly but  effective  idea  of  pouring  the 
medicine  upon  two  hot  bricks  is  being 
followed.  The  hen-house  must  be 
tightly  closed  up  so  that  the  vapor  will 
be  retained  all  night,  and  as  the  birds 
breathe,  the  medication  reaches  the  af- 
fected parts.  The  medicine  itself  must 
be  of  a  volatile  nature,  and  usually  has 
an  oily  base. 

One  of  the  preparations  which  lends 
itself  nicely  to  this  vapor  method  is 
Group-Over.  In  addition  to  its  content 
of  light  mineral  oil,  Group-Over  con- 
tains phenol,  iodine,  camphor,  eucalyp- 
tus and  other  drugs  which  have  long 
served  the  poultryman  in  cold  epi- 
demics.

In  order  to 
try  and  reduce  costs  some  readers  save 
leaves  and  try  to  mix  them  in  with 
straw  or  peat  litter. 

When  leaves  get  dry,  they  break  up 
easily  and  sometimes  become  almost  a 
powder.  Of  course,  this  makes  a  very 
poor  litter.  Generally,  leaves  do  not 
make  good  litter.  They  are  worth  more 
to  work  into  the  garden  as  a  fertilizer. 

Better  buy  good  litter,  because  in  the 
end  it  saves  a  lot  of  bother  and  labor. 
Clean  litter  means  more  health,  more 
eggs,  and  less  work.

WATER  IMPORTANT 


Water  for  the  laying  hen  is  impor- 
tant every  hour  of  the  day  in  the  win- 
der months  as  in  hot  weather.  Owing 
to  the  fact  that  water  is  not  needed  to 
keep  the  body  cool  in  winter  to  'the 
extent  that  it  is  in  summer,  the  birds 
do  not  drink  so  much,  but  watch  them 
and  you  will  see  them  drink  aplenty. 
Our  experiments  show  two  to  three 
ounces  as  compared  with  three  or  four 
for  hot  weather.  This  means  that 
water  must  not  be  allowed  to  freeze, 
and  some  sort  of  heating  device  can 
be  used  to  keep  the  water  slightly 
warm.

Cinnamon  Candy 


1  cup  brown  sugar 
1-2  cup  corn  sirup 
1  tablespoon  cinnamon 


1-2  cup  wafer 
2  tablespoons  butter 
or  butter  sustitute 

Combine  ingredients.  Boil  to  soft 
crack  stage  (275  to  280  degrees  F.).  Pour 
into  well-buttered  shallow  pan.  Cool. 
Cut  in  squares. 


Gum  Drops 


2  tablespoons  gelatin 
1-2  cup  cold  water 


2  cups  sugar 

3-4  cup  boiling  water 


Soften  gelatin  in  coldwater.  Combine 
sugar  and  boiling  water.  Boil  five  min- 
utes. Add  gelatin.  Stir  until  dissolved. 
Boil  slowly  fifteen  minutes.  Divide  into 
three  portions.  Flavor  each  portion. 
Tint  with  any  desired  food  coloring. 
Pour  into  shallow  pans  which  have 
been  dipped  in  cold  water.  Let  stand 
overnight.  Turn  out  and  cut  in  squares. 
Roll  in  powdered  or  granulated  sugar. 
Let  stand  until  firm. 


Chocolate  Caramels 


1-8  teaspoon  salt 
1  tablespoon  vanillai 

flavoring 
3  squares  unsweet- 
ened chocolate 


2  cups  sugar 

1  cup  brown  sugar 
1-2  cup  butter 

2  cups  chopped  nuts 
1  cup  corn  sirup 
1  cup  cream 

Cut  chocolate  in  small  pieces.  Add 
sugar,  butter,  salt,  sirup,  and  cream. 
Cover.  Boil  five  minutes.  Uncover.  Boil 
slowly,  stirring  constantly,  to  firm  ball 
stage  (248  degrees  F.).  Remove  from 
fire.  Add  flavoring.  Pour  quickly  over 
nuts  which  have  been  placed  in  well- 
buttered  pan. 


Sea-Foam 


2  egg  whites 
1-8  teaspoon  salt 
1-8  teaspoon  cream 
of  tartar 


2  cups  sugar 
1-2  cup  water 
1  teaspoon  vanilla 
flavoring 

Combine  sugar,  water,  salt,  cream  of 
tartar.  Cover.  Boil  five  minutes.  Un- 
cover. Wipe  sides  of  saucepan  with  a 
damp  cloth.  Boil  without  stirring  to 
firm  ball  stage  (245  to  248  degrees  F.). 
Pour  slowly,  beating  constantly,  over 
stiffly  beaten  egg  whites.  Add  flavoring. 
Continue  beating  until  candy  holds  its 
shape  when  dropped  from  spoon.  Drop 
by  teaspoonfuls  onto  waxed  paper. 


Peanut  Brittle 


2  cups  sugar 

1  tablespoon  butter 

1  cup  peanuts 


1-8  teaspoon  salt 
1-2  teaspoon  baking 
soda 


Chop  peanuts.  Caramelize  sugar.  Re- 
move from  fire  immediately.  Add  salt, 
peanuts,  baking-soda,  and  butter.  Stir 
only  until  blended.  Pour  quickly  in  a 
thin  sheet  into  well-buttered  pan.  Cut 
or  break. 


Marshmallows 


1  tablespoon  gelatine 
1-4  cup  cold  water 
Few  grains  salt 


1-2  cup  hot  water 
1  cup  sugar 
1  teaspoon  vanilla- 
flavoring 

Soften  gelatin  in  cold  water.  Combine 
sugar  and  hot  water.  Boil  to  soft  ball 
stage  (236  degrees  F.).  Add  gelatin  and 
salt.  Beat  until  stiff.  Add  flavoring. 
Beat  thoroughly.  Pour  into  a  pan  that 
has  been  dusted  with  powdered  sugar. 
Let  stand  until  stiff  enough  to  hold  its 
shape.  Cut  in  strips.  Remove  from 
pan.  Cut  in  squares.  Roll  in  powdered 
sugar.

How  Broilers  Are  Produced 


HpO  one  who  has  never  seen  it,  a 
broiler  plant  in  operation  is  one  of 
the  most  interesting-  sights  imaginable. 
Try  and  picture  it  if  you  can.  Thou- 
sands of  young  chickens  in  various 
stages  of  development.  Long  rows  of 
baby  chicks,  their  downy  heads  thrust 
through  the  feeding  holes  in  the  bat- 
teries eating  for  all  they  are  worth  and 
growing  like  weeds.  Other  long  rows  of 
half  developed  birds  .  .  .  their  necks 
sticking  grotesquely  out  of  the  feeder 
holes.  They,  too,  are  putting  their 
share  of  the  feed  away,  and  you  know 
by  the  look  of  them  that  they  are  grow- 
ing .  .  .  and  being  quick  about  it.  Still 
other  rows  of  birds  are  big  and  plump 
.  .  .  almost  ready  for  the  knife.  Thou- 
sands of  them;  as  uniform  as  soldiers 
and  as  pretty  as  pictures.  Finally  there 
are  still  other  rows  of  birds  that  have 
reached  maturity  and 
are  turning  out  plump, 
golden  carcasses  in  the 
packing  room. 

The  owner  will  ex- 
plain, if  you  ask  him, 
that  he  plans  to  have 
birds  ready  for  table 
use  all  the  time.  Then 
he  starts  a  certain 
number  every  week  in 
the  starting  batteries. 
These  are  left  in  the 
heated  batteries  and 
babied  along  for  the 
first  three  weeks.  They 
have  a  lot  of  conven- 
iences that  we  never 
thought  that  chickens 
would  need.  They  are 
kept  in  a  warm  com- 
partment where  heat 
is  supplied  by  special 
violet  light  heating 
bulbs.  The  exact  de- 
gree of  temperature  is 
thermostatically  c  o  n- 
trolled.  It  is  as  accur- 
ate as  the  temperature 
of  an  incubator — it  is 
never  allowed  to  vary. 

For  floors  they  have 
wire  mesh  screen  so 
the  droppings  can  fall 
through.  This  floor  is 
made  of  special  mate- 
rial so  the  droppings 
will  not  adhere  to  it, 
but  fall  through  to  the 
clean-out  trays  below. 
The  trays  slide  out 
easily  and  the  opera- 


tor can  clean  them  in  a  jiffy.  This 
makes  for  health  in  the  chicks,  keeps 
down  disease  and  protects  them  from 
contamination. 

In  the  next  room,  if  it  is  a  large 
plant,  will  be  found  the  intermediate 
batteries  where  the  chicks  grow  their 
feathers.  This  room  is  heated  to  about 
80  degrees,  though  a  few  degrees  either 
way  does  not  matter.  The  brooders 
themselves  are  not  heated.  The  chicks 
are  kept  here  for  about  two  more  weeks 
or  until  they  have  put  on  a  sufficient 
coat  of  feathers  to  enable  them  to  with- 
stand the  exposure  of  unheated  bat- 
teries. 

In  the  finishing  room  will  be  found 
a  number  of  batteries  that  seem  to  be 
made  chiefly  of  wire.  Here  will  be 
found  the  same  sanitary  care  as  m  the 

two  first  rooms.   The  same  wire  floors   

for  the  birds  to  stand  upon  .  . 
only  difference  being  that  the 
mesh  is  spaced  a  little  wider.

bodily  heat  in  the  battery. 
Ask  the  operator  how  many 
chicks  they  raise  and  what  is 
the  average  percentage  of 
loss  and  you  will  get  the  big- 
gest surprise  of  your  life. 
"Oh,  about  five  or  six  per  cent"  .  .  .  just 
like  that.  Just  as  though  such  losses 
were  as  common  as  the  thirty  to  forty 
we  always  got  with  ordinary  brooders. 
But  he  will  explain  further.  "You  see 
there  is  nothing  here  to  cause  loss.  The 
temperature  is  just  right.  They  have  no 
chance  to  get  anything  to  eat  except 
what  we  give  them,  and  it  is  as  clean 


as  the  food  on  your  own  table.  They 
can't  pick  at  droppings.  They  have  no 
chance  to  catch  diseases.  There  is  noth- 
ing to  give  them  colds.  Nothing  kills 
them,  so  they  just  keep  on  living  and 
growing. 

Birds  brooded  in  this  way  develop 
much  faster  than  they  would  by  any 
other  methods  of  brooding.  On  range 
they  run  and  work  and  scratch,  and  a 
great  deal  of  the  food  they  consume 
goes  to  supply  this  energy.  Here  they 
need  only  enough  energy  to  walk  from 
the  heated  compartments  to  the  feed 
troughs  and  back  again.  So  nearly  all 
the  food  is  utilized  in  the  formation  of 
meat.  Five  pounds  of  feed  is  sufficient 
to  grow  a  two  pound  bird  in  an  efficient 
battery  brooding  system.  (  There  is  no 
loss  of  feed  through  temperature  be-. 

  cause  the  birds  are 

kept  as  warm  as 
they  should  be  by 
artificial  means. 

All  this  means 
more  rapid  develop- 
ment and  quick  ma- 
turity. Six  to  ten 
weeks  are  sufficient 
to  bring  a  broiler  to 
from  one  to  two  and 
a  half  pounds.  The 
two  pound  broiler 
seems  to  be  the  fav- 
orite. Eight  to  nine 
weeks  is  about  the 
required  time  to  pro- 
duce them.  Three 
weeks  in  the  starting 
brooder,  two  weeKs 
in  the  intermediate 
brooder,  and  three  to 
four  weeks  in  the  fin- 
ishing brooder. 

A  few  of  the  lead- 
ing m  a  n  u  f acturers 
are  now  building 
small  units  for  broil- 
er plants.  These  have 
a  capacity  ranging 
from  20  broilers  a 
week  up.  The  equip- 
ment shown  in  the 
accompanying  illus- 
tration has  a  capac- 
ity of  125  broilers  a 
week  and  may  be  in- 
stalled in  any  room, 
attic,  basement,  ga- 
rage or  shed  where  a 
temperature  of  not 
less  than  sixty-five 
degrees  may  be  main- 
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tained.  Other  broiler  plants  are  made 
to  brood  thousands  o/  birds  at  a  time 
and  are  operated  from  mammoth  cen- 
tral coal-burning-  heating  plants,  the 
heat  being  conveyed  to  the  birds 
through  hot  water  coils. 

In  either  case  the  principle  is  the 
same  and  the  operation  very  similar. 
One  person  can  look  after  many  times 
the  amount  of  birds  that  would  be  pos- 
sible with  floor  type  brooders.  Only  a 
fraction  of  the  house  room  is  required. 
But  the  biggest  advantage  is  the  steady 
year-round  production. 

Now  let  us  look  at  the  profits.  A  chick 
costing  10  to  12  cents  is  placed  in  the 
brooders  and  fed  five  pounds  of  feed 
worth,  at  present  prices,  less  than  10 
cents.  The  heat  is  supplied  at  ridicu- 
lously small  cost  per  chick,  which  will 
bring  the  entire  outlay,  exclusive  of 
labor  and  investment,  at  not  more  than 
22  cents.  Even  at  20  cents  per  pound 
the  operator  has  doubled  his  money, 
and  you  know  that  the  average  is  much 
more  than  that,  because  so  many  of 
them  are  produced  at  the  time  of  year 
when  broiler  prices  are  highest. 

Another  nice  feature  about  it  is  that 
the  income  is  regular.  So  many  birds 
to  sell  every  week.  So  much  money 
coming  in.  No  long,  dead,  non-produc- 
tive season.  A  steady,  year-round 
source  of  profit  and  satisfaction.

Soak  1  cup  of  browned  crusts  of 
bread  in  2  cups  scalded  milk  until  soft. 
Add  Y2  cup  molasses,  a  few  grains  of 
salt,  }4  teaspoon  cinnamon,  %  teaspoon 
cloves,  and  Vz  cup  well  washed  raisins. 
Turn  into  a  baking  dish  and  bake  in  a 
moderate  oven,  or  at  about  360  degrees, 
stirring  occasionally  at  first.  Serve  with 
cream  or  rich  milk. 


Oatmeal  Cookies 

(This  makes  4  dozen  cookies) 
3-4  cupful  of  butter         3-4  cupful  sour  milk 

1  cupful  of  brown  or  or  buttermilk 
white  sugar                  1  teaspoonful  soda 

2  beaten  eggs  2  cupfuls  flour 

1  teaspoonful  of  vanilla    2  cupfuls  oatmeal 
1-4  teaspoonful  of  salt    1-2  cupful  raisins 
1-2  cupful  nutmeats  (may  be  omitted) 
Cream  the  butter  and  sugar  together. 
Add  the  beaten  eggs,  vanilla,  and  salt, 
and  beat  smooth,    then   add   the  sour 
milk  in  which  the  soda  has  been_  dis- 
solved. Add  the  flour  and  mix  to  a  soft 
dough,  then  stir  in  the  oatmeal,  raisins 
a:-.d  nutmeats.  Drop  by  spoonfuls  on  a 
greased  cooky  sheet    and    bake    in  a 
moderate  oven  of  400  degrees  for  12  to 
15  minutes.   These  cookies  retain  a  de- 
sirable moistness  and  are  easy  to  com- 
bine. 


Stuffed  Meat  Loaf 

Mix  IV2  pounds  ground  round  steak, 
1  beaten  egg,  V2  cup  milk,  %  table- 
spoon salt,  a  few  grains  pepper,  and  1 
tablespoon  Worcestershire  sauce.  Line 
the  bottom  and  sides  of  a  loaf  pan  with 
the  meat  mixture.  Combine  1  cup  bread 
crumbs,  V2  teaspoon  sage,  1  tablespoon 
grated  onion  and  XA  cup  melted  fat. 
Fill  the  center  of  the  pan  with  the 
bread  crumbs  mixture.  Cover  top  with 
meat.  Bake  in  a  hot  oven,  or  at  about 
400  degrees,  for  45  minutes.  Serve  with 
brown  tomato  sauce. 


Apple  Sauce  Cake 


1-3  cup  shortening 
3-4  cup  honey 
1  cup  apple  sauce 
1-4  teaspoon  cloves 
1-2  teaspoon  nutmeg 


1-2  teaspoon  cinnamon 
1-4  teaspoon  salt 
2  cups  flour 
1  cup  raisins  (seeded) 
1-4   cup  walnuts 


1  teaspoon  soda  dissolved  in  1  tablespoon 
hot  water 

Cream  shortening  and  honey  well, 
add  apple  sauce,  then  flour,  spices  and 
salt  sifted  together.    Raisins    can  be 


added  now  before  flour  is  mixed  in, 
thereby  flouring  them.  Add  walnuts 
and  finally  the  soda  dissolved  in  hot 
water.  Beat  well  and  make  about  one 
hour  in  moderately  hot  oven.

I  don't 
claim  to  be  a  good  salesman,  but  I  guess  it 
pays  to  use  the  telephone  to  sell  what  you 
have  to  spare. — Mrs.  L.  D.,  Illinois.

TAKE  INVENTORY 

This  is  the  proper  time  of  the  year  to 
take  an  inventory.  Go  over  every  de- 
tail of  your  business  and  make  a  com- 
plete list  of  everything'  you  have.  Put 
down  on  the  list  every  hopper,  fountain, 
brooder,  and  even  count  the  hens,  cock 
birds,  and  everything'  you  have.  Place 
a  fair  cash  value  opposite  each  item 
and  then  add  up  the  amounts  and  see 
just  how  much  you  have  invested  in 
the  poultry  business.  By  checking-  back 
to  your  inventory  of  last  year  you  can 
determine  just  how  much  you  have 
gained. 

An  inventory  is  important  in  that  it 
frequently  tells  you  something  you  did 
not  know  about  your  business.  Some 
years  ago  a  gentleman  wrote  to  us  say- 
ing that  his  poultry  business  was  not 
paying.  A  careful  check  of  his  inven- 
tory showed  that  he  had  379  more  pul- 
lets in  the  laying  houses  than  the  year 
previous.  When  these  pullets  were 
treated  as  cash  it  became  quite  evident 
that  really  the  gentleman  had  quite  a 
good  margin  of  profit. 

Every  poultryman  should  take  an  in- 
ventory each  year.  It  will  help  you  de- 
cide whether  your  poultry  is  paying  or 
not. 

"While  an  inventory  of  your  business 
is  very  important,  yet  at  the  same  time 
it  is  a  very  good  plan  to  take  an  in- 
ventory of  ourselves.  Let  us  take  an 
inward  view  of  our  hopes,  aims  and 
ambitions,  and  see  whether  we  are  effi- 
cient, progressive  and  on  tip-toe  to 
grasp  every  new  idea  which  will  add  to 
our  progress.  If  we  find  we  are  back- 
ward or  slow  to  grasp  new,  profit-mak- 
ing ideas,  then  it  is  high  time  that  we 
did  something  about  it.  The  right  kind 
of  a  personal  inventory  may  give  us 
some  surprises,  but  this  is  only  more 
proof  of  its  need.  We  cannot  be  fully 
efficient  withsut  a  complete  under- 
standing of  the  problems.  In  many  cas- 
es the  personal  problem  is  as  compli- 
cated as  the  business  problem,  if  not 
more  so. 

It  will  pay  you  to  conduct  a  com- 
plete business  and  personal  inventory, 
and  there  is  no  better  time  to  do  this 
than  at  the  beginning  of  the  year — 
right  now. 


WATCH  YOUR  CREDIT 

Without  credit,  the  business  of  the 
country  could  not  be  conducted  for  one 
single  day.  Credit  is  one  of  the  most 
useful  factors  of  everyday  business  life. 

Suppose  you  go  down  to  your  dealer 
to  buy  a  brooder.  He  shows  you  just 
what  you  want  and  says,  "Take  the 
brooder  home  and  pay  for  it  when  you 
come  in  next  time."  Now  it  is  a  ■  eal 
compliment  to  be  talked  to  in  this  way. 
Your  honesty  must  be  well  established 
in  order  to  have  a  merchant  trust  you 
like  this. 

If  you  buy  the  brooder  and  agree  to 
pay  for  it  on  a  certain  date,  be  sure 
that  you  keep  your  promise.  Never 
make  a  promise  unless  you  know  that 
you  can  complete  the  agreement.  Guard 
your  promise  and  make  sure  your  word 
is  as  good  as  gold.  Never  violate  a 
trust.  Always  do  exactly  as  you  prom- 
ise to  do.  If  the  merchant  extends  you 
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credit  when  you  purchase  the  brooder 
and  you  pay  for  it  as  you  promise,  the 
merchant  will  feel  glad  to  extend 
credit  the  next  time  you  require  mer- 
chandise. 

While  we  have  placed  considerable 
stress  on  meeting  your  obligations,  we 
wish  to  say  further  that  one  should 
not  over  purchase  and  thus  add  to  one's 
burdens.  Just  because  your  credit  is 
good  is  no  reason  why  you  should  buy 
too  much  and  test  your  credit  to  the 
limit.  Unwise  buying  may  put  you  in 
debt  to  the  extent  that  you  cannot  meet 
your  obligations  promptly.  Such  a  con- 
dition would  be  deplorable. 

Credit  is  such  a  useful  and  yet  easily 
lost  factor  in  business  that  we  cannot 
help  but  feel  that  here  at  the  New 
Year  is  an  opportune  time  to  go  about 
the  task  of  building  up  your  credit  eo 
that,  should  occasion  require,  we  may 
be  able  to  tide  over  an  emergency. 

Under  no  circumstances  should  you 
overlook  or  neglect  an  opportunity  to 
keep  your  credit  the  best. 


DANGER  IN  OVER- 
PRODUCTION 

One  great  danger  which  is  casting  a 
shadow  over  the  poultry  industry  is 
overproduction.  It  has  not  been  our 
policy  to  follow  in  the  footsteps  of  some 
papers  and  write  scare  stories  merely 
because  we  need  something  to  fill  our 
pages.  We  have  rather  leaned  to  the 
other  extreme  and  depended  upon  the 
good  judgment  of  poultrymen  in  meet- 
ing the  market  demands.  If  left  to 
themselves  our  poultrymen  would  meet 
conditions  and  solve  their  own  prob- 
lems. Outside  influences  are  advising 
continued  expansion  of  the  poultry  bus- 
iness. Now  we  favor  expansion  when 
conditions  warrant,  but  with  conditions 
as  they  are  it  does  not  seem  the  proper 
time  to  anticipate  a  greatly  increased 
demand.  It  hardly  seems  that  we 
should  consider  any  considerable  ex- 
pansion until  there  is  a  greatly  in- 
creased demand  and  a  very  large  im- 


provement in  the  buying  power  of  the 
general  public. 

At  the  present  time  the  poultry  busi- 
ness is  returning  a  fairly  reasonable 
profit  to  psultrykeepers.  They  are  mak- 
ing a  little  money.  Some  over-zealous 
fellows  are  totally  blind  to  actual  con- 
ditions and  can  only  see  the  profits  to 
themselves.  These  men  are  urging  a 
boom  for  the  poultry  business,  and  if 
they  have  their  way  poultry  will  be 
over-produced.  Above  all  times  in  the 
last  quarter  of  a  century,  this  is  no 
time  to  over-stimulate  the  business. 
Over-production  would  lead  to  depress- 
ed prices,  and  goodness  knows  that  egg 
prices  of  last  summer  got  down  too  low. 
A  big  over-production  would  tend  to 
even  lower  levels. 

The  best  policy  for  the  present  is  to 
go  along  in  about  the  usual  way.  Do 
not  greatly  enlarge  the  output,  but  try 
to  operate  within  bounds.  If  we  can 
keep  production  in  close  relationship  to 
consumption,  the  business  will  not  suf- 
fer any  radical  price  reductions. 

It  is  the  duty  of  every  poultrykeeper 
to  do  his  part  in  this  matter  and  thus 
aid  in  putting  poultry  on  a  firm  basis. 


THE  KNOCKER  AND 
THE  BOOSTER 

One  of  the  meanest  men  in  the 
world  is  the  average  knocker.  From  his 
viewpoint  nothing  is  right.  He  com- 
plains about  everything  in  the  world. 
He  kicks,  whines  and  finds  fault  all  the 
time.  The  knocker  is  destructive  be- 
cause he  tears  down  the  aims,  hopes 
and  ambitions  of  others.  Such  a  man 
retards  progress  and  holds  business  In 
check. 

If  every  knocker  could  be  removed 
from  our  country,  a  business  revival 
would  get  under  way  which  would  be 
one  of  the  wonders  of  business  history. 

We  all  know  that  there  are  some 
things  which  need  to  be  changed,  but 
because  of  this  there  is  no  reason  to 
assume  that  everything  is  wrong. 

The  booster  takes  just  the  opposite 
view  to  the  knocker.  He  places  the 
most  stress  upon  the  best  things. 
While  he  sees  the  faults,  yet  he  con- 
siders the  virtues  far  greater  in  impor- 
tance.

It  pays  to  be  a  booster.  Almost  ev- 
eryone likes  him.  Trade  always  goes 
to  him,  other  things  being  equal.  We 
like  to  trade  with  a  man  who  is  cheer- 
ful and  happy.  Fact  is,  probably  most 
of  us  have  gone  out  of  our  way  now 
and  then  to  buy  of  such  a  fellow.  We 
cannot  resist  the  smile  and  pleasant 
word  of  the  booster. 

If  you  want  to  help  the  poultry  busi- 
ness— join  the  Booster's  Club.  Tell 
your  neighbors  and  friends  about  the 
value  of  poultry  and  eggs  in  the  human 
diet.  Never  miss  an  opportunity  to 
speak  a  good  word  for  poultry  prod- 
ucts. Every  boost  helps.  The  demand 
for  poultry  and  eggs  can  be  doubled  in 
just  a  few  weeks  if  every  one  of  us  will 
start  preaching  this  idea  of  eggs  and 
poultry  are  good  for  folks.  If  you  wish 
to  see  some  concrete  evidence  of  this, 
just  try  it  out  on  your  own  neighbors.

I  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to 
thank  the  POULTRY  KEEPER  for  giv- 
ing us  this  space,  and  I  urge  each 
breeder  of  the  Partridge  Wyandotte  to 
do  their  advertising  with  them.  This 
paper  will  now  reach  every  live  breeder 
of  our  variety  and  should  pay  better  re- 
turns than  others. 

Our  national  club  show  held  at  the 
American  Royal  stock  show  in  Kansas 
City,  last  month,  was  a  grand  success. 
There  was  a  nice  entry  with  plenty  of 
class  in  all  sections.  There  was  not  a 
meeting  held  because  we  could  not  get 
enough  members  together  at  one  time. 
Judge  Smiley  did  a  very  good  job  of 
judging.  He  thought  our  class  was 
extra  good. 

Below  is  a  good  outline  of  the  win- 
ners which  our  good  friend  and  breeder 
Mr.  R.  P.  Crum  wrote. 

The  cocks  as  a  class  were  in  good 
condition,  but  were  birds  beginning  to 
show  their  age  and  did  not  have  the 
carriage  that  younger  birds  might  have 
had. 

The  cockerels  were  a  beauty  class. 
The  color  range  was  more  uniform 
than  usually  found. 

The  most  common  defect  found  in 
the  hens  was  a  tendency  to  be  light 
color,  but  the  hen  and  pullet  class  as  a 
whole  were  very  good,  not  a  common 
bird  being  shown. 

1st  Cock,  good  sound  color  with  good  size 
and  condition.  2nd  Cock,  good  size  and  condi- 
tion, but  not  as  sound  in  color  as  first.  3rd 
Cock,  a  big  bird  in  good  condition,  but  too 
dark  in  color. 

1st  Cockerel,  excellent  type  and  color  and 
quality  hard  to  beat.  2nd  Cockerel,  wonderful 
sound  color  and  quality  of  feather;  a  shade 
dark  and  loses  to  first  on  type.  3rd  Cockerel, 
all  around  good  bird  in  type  and  color;  loses 
to  first  and  second  on  condition.  4th  Cockerel, 
fine  type  and  finish,  but  was  set'  back  on 
color.  5th  Cockerel,  a  good  bird  with  lots 
of  quality,  and  would  have  stood  higher  in 
class  if  in  condition.  6th  to  10th  Cockerel, 
were  all  good  birds;  some  a  little  too  young, 
but  will  make  birds  hard  to  beat  later. 

1st  Hen.  an  all  around  good  hen;  fine  type 
and  color;  nicely  penciled  with  fine  line  pen- 
ciling. 2nd  Hen,  fine  type  and  color;  just  a 
little  small.  3rd  Hen.  good  type  and  color; 
loses  to  one  and  two  on  penciling.  4th  Hen. 
a  beauty  for  type;,  loses  on  color  of  breast; 
not  a  uniform  shade  of  color  all  over.  5th 
Hen,  a  fine  ground  color  hen,  but  loses  on 
type  and  too  course  penciling.  6th  Hen,  a 
wonderful  hen  for  penciling,  but  too  big 
and  course  in  type.  Balance  of  hens  all  good 
ones,  but  had  hard  ones  to  beat. 

1st  Pullet,  a  good  one  well  balanced  In 
color  and  type  with  good  penciling.  2nd  Pul- 
lef,  good  all  over,  but  loses  on  type  by  a 
small  margin.  3rd  Pullet,  wins  on  penciling; 
a  nice  all  around  pullet  not  quite  up  to  one 
and  two  on  type  and  ground  color.  4th  Pul- 
let, a  nice  one  not  quite  up  to  other  three. 
5th  Pullet,  a  real  good  one  all  over,  but  lacks 
uniformity  of  color,  running  light  at  top  of 
breast.  The  balance  of  the  pullets  would  have 
made  a  good  class  if  the  winners  of  the  first 
five  places  had  been  left  at  home. 

1st  Old  Pen,  four  real  good  hens  well  match- 
ed and  the  best  cock  shown;  a  beautiful  pen. 
2nd  Old  Pen,  five  good  birds,  but  not  in  full 
feather,  and  not  as  well  matched  as  the 
first. 

1st  Young  Pen,  four  big  well  finished  pul- 
lets and  a-  good  fancy  male  nice  in  color  and 
type.  2nd  Young  Pen,  four  good  pullets  a 
little  nicer  than  first,  but  male  not  in  as 
good  condition  as  first.  3rd  Young  Pen,  four 
more  good  pullets,  but  not  as  well  matched 
as  one  and  two;  a  good  big  well  colored  male. 


4th  Young  Pen,  a  nice  pen, 
but  male  bird  is  too  young  to  compete  with 
first  three.  5th  Young  Pen,  a  good  classy 
male,  but  pullets  fall  down  in  penciling  and 
shade  of  color.

The  Rocks  are  a  mighty  fine  fowl  and 
so  are  the  Reds,  but  we  think  your 
trouble  is  in  the  way  you  are  feeding, 
rather  than  in  the  breed.  Give  a  mod- 
ern ration  and  see  if  your  birds  do  not 
respond  to  it.  Of  course,  you  have  not 
been  inbreeding,  for  that  will  lower 
vitality  and  thus  affect  the  egg  yield. 
— ?— ? — 
Cannibalism 

In  a  recent  article  in  your  good  paper,  1 
read  an  article  which  indicated  that  growing 
chicks  in  battery  brooders  needed  a  fair  light. 
Now  around  here  we  have  fo-und  that  if  the 
chicks  are  given  much  light  they  tend  towards 
cannibalism.  I  wish  you  would  try  and  clear 
up  this  subject  for  us. — J.  D.  Illinois. 

We  think  that  the  intention  of  Prof. 
Bittenbender  in  the  article  to  which 
you  refer  was  to  say  that  the  light 
must  be  somewhat  softened.  Tour  con- 
tention is  right  that  excessive  light 
tends  to  cannibalism.  Fact  is,  we  know 
a  fellow  who  just  the  other  day  told 
us  that  he  was  about  ready  to  give  up 
raising  battery  chicks  until  he  learned

Warm  Poultry  Houses 

My  father  told  me  my  poultry  house  was 
too  cold  to  get  a  big:  winter  egg  yield.  He 
said  to  sheet  up  the  inside  and  fill  in  between 
the  studs  with  shavings  or  sawdust.  What  do 
you  think  of  such  a  plan? — A.  W.,  North  Da- 
kota. 

Years  ago  this  was  thought  the  prop- 
er plan,  but  you  can  easily  see  that  it 
makes  a  very  fine  place  for  rats.  We 
would  much  prefer  to  use  one  of  tbe 
new  insulating  boards.  We  believe  they 
would  be  cheaper  to  install,  and  at  the 
same  time  you  would  not  be  providing 
such  an  excellent  home  for  rats.  Be 
sure  to  see  your  local  lumber  dealer 
about  this.  Do  not  get  wall  board. 
What  you  want  is  insulating  board. 
— ?— ?— 
Guarantee  of  Chicks 

I  have  a  catalog  before  me  of  a  hatchery 
which  gives  a  guarantee  that  every  chick  they 
sell  will  live  at  least  thirty  days.  Do  you 
think  this  guarantee  is  good  for  anything,  and 
tell  me  how  they  can  make  such  an  offer? 
We  all  know  some  chicks  are  going  to  die. — 
W.  F. ,  New  York. 

Such  a  guarantee  is  just  as  good  as 
the  hatchery  making  it.  We  can  see  no 
reason  why  it  should  not  be  all  right. 
Of  course  some  of  the  chicks  will  die, 
but  the  hatchery  probably  offers  to  re- 
place them,  and  that  is  all  there  is  to 
it.  Almost  every  hatchery  has  some 
sort  of  guarantee.  It  looks  like  a  pure- 
ly business  proposition. 

— ?— ?— 
Changing  Litter 

How  frequently  do  you  suggest  that  we 
change  the  litter  in  our  poultry  house?  We 
have  a  long  type  house  and  use  straw  Utter. 
— P.   N. ,  Wisconsin. 

This  all  depends  upon  conditions.  In 
some  poultry  houses  the  litter  becomes 
soiled  and  damp  within  one  week,  while 
in  other  houses  it  may  be  used  for  a 
month  or  even  longer.  In  one  house 
which  we  used  some  years  ago,  we  kept 
the  litter  in  use  for  about  two  months 
in  winter  with  no  ill  effects.  As  soon 
as  the  litter  becomes  dirty  or  damp  it 
should  be  renewed.  Foul  litter  will 
prove  a  source  of  spreading  disease. 
Remember  this,  that  damp  litter  tends 
to  retard  egg  production.  A  hen  with 
cold  feet  will  not  lay  to  her  capacity. 
Dry  litter  tends  to  keep  the  feet  of  your 
hens  warm. 

— ?— ?— 
Fine  Idea 

Last  year  I  got  some  Orpington  chicks  in 
March  and  got  them  started  in  my  brooder.  I 
gave  cod  liver  oil  and  a  good  commercial  ra- 
tion, and  as  soon  as  possible  I  got  them  out 
onto  the  ground.  They  grew  fine  and  turned 
out  well.  Can  you  offer  some  suggestion  for 
improvement? — F.  S.,  Tennessee. 

No  suggestion  can  be  offered.  Your 
ideas  of  getting  the  chicks  early  and 
giving  them  a  good  ration  means  big 
healthy  chicks  that  develop  into  excel- 
lent pullets.  What  more  can  any  man 
ask? 
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When  to  Order 

I  wish  you  would  tell  me  when  to  order 
some  Leghorn  chicks  of  the  hatchery.  I  am 
somewhat  of  a  greenhorn. — S.  G'.   C. ,  Ohio. 

It  is  a  good  plan  to  place  your  order 
early.    Better  decide   how   many  you 
i  want,  and  order  them  right  away.  You 
need  not  have  them  shipped  until  later 
in  the  season.    Personally,  we  like  to 
get  Leghorn  chicks  in  April.    For  the 
last  several  years  too  many  have  been 
getting  chicks  too  late  in  the  season. 
The  result  has  been   that  the  pullets 
did  not  begin  to  lay  early  in  the  fall. 
Pullets  should  be  in  the  laying  houses 
by  October  1st,  and  they  should  be  lay- 
ing by  October  15th  or  slightly  later. 
— ? — ? — 
Deformed  Breeders 

I  have  a  hen  which  is  excellent  in  color, 
but  she  has  a  crooked  back.  Would  you  save 
her  as  a  breeder  in  order  to  infuse  new  color 
into  your  flock? — Mrs.  L.  B.  P.,  Missouri. 

We  have  persistently  preached  that 
health  and  vigor  should  always  be  con- 
sidered first  in  the  selection  of  breeders. 
While  this  hen  may  have  a  crookod 
back  due  to  an  injury,  yet  it  seems 
quite  possible  that  she  is  not  in  the 
class  of  a  normal,  healthy  hen,  and 
therefore  we  would  not  save  her  for 
the  breeding  pen.  Color  is  but  a  sec- 
ondary consideration  at  best.

Some  orders  are  almost 
sure  to  go  unfilled.  If  you  get  your 
order  in  before  the  rush  you  will  be 
sure  you  will  get  just  what  you  want 
at  the  time  you  want  it.  It  will  insure 
prompt  delivery. 


HENS  AND  BUGS 


Hens  lay  well  when  given  some  ani- 
mal protein.  Of  course,  when  a  hen  is 
on  range  she  can  hunt  bugs  and  worms. 
When  shut  up  in  a  laying  house  in  Jan- 
uary, she  just  cannot  get  worms. 

You  can  supply  this  demand  for  ani- 
mal protein  by  giving  Mrs.  Layer  some 
freshly  ground  bones.  It  will  just  suit 
her,  and  by  the  way  she  will  lay  more 
eggs  for  you.  It  sure  is  a  big  help  in 
getting  high  egg  production.  Fact  ;s, 
we  do  not  think  you  can  get  many  win- 
ter eggs  without  protein. 

Bones  may  be  had  from  the  butcher 
at  almost  no  cost.  A  bone  cutter  turns 
them  into  a  real  profit-making  food.

FRESH  AIR  FOR  HENS 


Hens  enjoy  summer  breezes,  but  the 
cold,  raw  winds  in  fall  and  winter 
freeze  and  chill  poultry  as  they  do  per- 
sons. Yet  the  poultry  man  who  tries 
to  make  his  hens  comfortable  by  clos- 
ing windows  in  the  poultry  house  only 
adds  to  his  and  their  troubles,  for  he 
sooner  or  later  gets  a  wet  pen. 

Ventilation  should  provide  air  condi- 
tions in  the  laying  house  which  will 
be  comfortable  and  healthful.  It  may 
not  be  possible  to  measure  a  hen's  com- 
fort, but  all  good  poultrymen  do  know 
when  their  flocks  are  contented.  In 
most  poultry  houses  it  is  possible, 
without  expert  labor,  to  improve  air 
conditions  cheaply. 

The  tops  of  most  windows  or  other 
openings  are  from  one  to  two  feet  be- 
low the  highest  point  in  the  ceiling.  An 
opening  at  the  highest  point,  approxi- 
mately one  square  foot  for  each  100 
hens,  seems  enough  to  relieve  the 
moisture  conditions.  The  air  intakes 
should  be  near  the  floor,  for  then  the 
air  has  the  greatest  distance  to  travel 
before  it  reaches  the  opening  and  more 
chance  to  mix  with  air  in  the  pan, 
and  absorb  and  remove  moisture  given 
off  by  the  birds.  The  bottom  openings 
should  be  baffled  to  prevent  drafts. 

System  of  this  type  with  the  exit  at 
the  highest  point  in  the  house,  and 
with  baffled  openings  near  the  floor, 
have  been  in  use  for  several  years  and 
are  giving  satisfaction.

Brooding  5,000  Pheasants! 


Practically  every  state  in  the  union 
has  a  game  farm,  and  in  the  states  of 
the  middle  west  particular  emphasis 
has  been  given  to  the  raising  of 
pheasants  to  be  distributed  to  farmers 
to  take  the  place  of  the  prairie  chicken, 
which  has  practically  disappeared.  In 
Illinois  the  department  of  conservation 
has  been  furnishing  pheasant  eggs  free 
of  charge  to  farmers  who  would  at- 
tempt to  incubate  them  and  raise  the 
young  birds  to  be  liberated  when 
grown.  The  state  also  has  shipped 
thousands  of  young  pheasants  to  vari- 
ous parts  of  the  state  to  be  released. 

The  raising  of  pheasants  on  the  aver- 
age farm  has  not  been  successful,  and 
many  reasons  have  been  given  for  this 
result.  Some  of  them  think  that  the 
food  is  not  right,  that  the  nesting  has 
not  been  on  the  ground,  as  many  think 
it  must  be  directly  on  the  ground,  and 
others  think  that  the  little  pheasants 
have  not  been  close  enough  to  nature, 
and  as  a  result  very  many  of  them  die 
the  first  week  after  hatching. 

Mr.  Brower  of  the  Brower  Manufac- 
turing Company,  this  city,  has  been 
giving  considerable  thought  to 
raising  of  pheasants  since 
managers  of  a  large  number 
of  game  farms  have  written 
him  as  to  raising  pheasants  in 
a  colony  brooder  system.  Mr. 
Brower  set  himself  to  work  to 
build  a  brooder  especially  for 
pheasants.  He  has  absolutely 
discarded  the  idea  that  pheas- 
ants must  be  on  dirt,  and  built 
a  humidor  system  especially 
adapted  for  what  he  consid- 
ered •  the  proper  raising  of 
young  pheasants. 

Last  year,  Thomas  Rae  of 
the  state  of  New  York  bought 
one  of  these  systems,  and  it 
worked  so  successfully  that  he 
was  enabled  to  raise  more 
than  5,000  pheasants,  depend- 
ing entirely  upon  the  brooder 
system.  He  sent  many  photo- 
graphs of  the  building  and 
yards  in  which  he  raised 
these  pheasants,  and  it  has 
attracted  a  great  deal  of  at- 


tention among  the  game  farms  of  the 
eastern  part  of  the  United  States.  In 
fact,  his  success  was  commented  on  so 
much  among  eastern  sportsmen  that 
Roosevelt,  on  his  recent  home  trip  from 
Porto  Rico,  made  a  special  journey  to 
see  how  it  operated. 

A  great  many  game  farms  are  plan- 
ning to  adopt  this  system,  and  in  addi- 
tion, shooting  clubs,  having  large 
preserves,  are  making  inquiries  as  to 
greatly  increase  the  number  of  pheas- 
ants on  their  respective  preserves. 

Seeing  all  of  these  demands,  Mr. 
Brower  has  developed  a  special  hot 
water  humidor  colony  brooding  system 
for  pheasants,  and  this  year  is  placing 
it  on  the  market.  It  is  certainly  a  very 
unique  idea.  Not  only  is  it  proving 
successful  for  pheasants,  for  already 
quite  a  number  of  quail  raisers  are 
making  inquiries  to  use  the  same  sys- 
tem. Without  change,  this  system  can 
be  used  for  quail  as  well  as  for  pheas- 
ants. 

The  raising  of  quail  and  pheasants  is 
much  harder  than  raising  the  common 
domestic  fowl.    The  game  farms  have

stated  that  this  brooder  system  has 
been  unusually  successful.  It  is  built 
upon  general  principal  of  the  battery 
brooder,  but  has  added  refinements 
which  are  necessary  to  make  it  more 
suitable  for  finicky  game  birds.  The 
heat  is  supplied  by  two  special  ele- 
ments that  furnish  a  soft  warm  glow 
without  hot  spots  or  what  we  may  say 
without  super-heated  areas.  , 

The  brooding  compartment  is  quit© 
dark  inside  and  this  is  particularly  de- 
sirable for  game  birds,  as  they  feel  per- 
fectly safe  in  the  compartments  when 
the  light  is  shut  out.  Special  arrange- 
ments are  made  for  confining  the  birds 
in  one  small  compartment  for  catch- 
ing. 

Northern  Illinois  game  farms  have 
made  a  wonderful  success  in  raising 
not  only  of  pheasants  and  quail,  but 
also  decoy  ducks,  Canadian  geese  and 
many  other  wild  birds.  These  are  sold 
to  private  individuals  and  also  to  the 
game  department  of  many  states.  In 
fact,  all  the  states  .  are  giving  much 
more  attention  to  conservation  of  game 
than  they  did  in  the  past. 

Most  of  the  states  now 
have  regular  game  farms  de- 
voted to  the  raising  of  quail 
and  pheasant  and  quite  a. 
number  of  other  birds  that 
they  are  anxious  to  conserve 
on  the  wild  lands  of  the  state. 
Conservation  has  especially 
advanced  in  the  eastern  states 
not  only  as  it  applies  to  birds, 
but  also  in  regard  to  deer  and 
bear. 

Pennsylvania  has  demon- 
strated that  wild  deer  can  be 
brought  hack  in  that  state — 
and  the  state  of  Missouri  is 
endeavoring  to  bring  back  the 
wild  turkey. 

The  state  of  Illinois  has  es- 
tablished   a     quail  breeding 
plant  on  the  northwest  cbrrier 
of  the  state  fair  grounds.  T.hey„ 
have  fbrty  acres  of  secluded' 
land  and  have  been  very  sse>  ' 
cess  in  raising  a  lo&'of  quail,  to,,, 
be  distributed  to  ya'riduS'  cpun<  * 
ties  of  the  state.

The  Partridge  Wyandottes  of  today 
are  one  of  the  largest  winners  in  the 
show  room.  I  have  received  many  let- 
ters from  the  different  breeders  giving 
the  results  of  their  winnings  and  near- 
ly every  one  has  one  or  more  sweep- 
stakes. Folks,  that  is  something  to  be 
proud  of  and  it  also  means  that  the 
Partridge  Wyandottes  are  at  the  head 
of  the  list. 

In  looking  over  the  different  shows  I 
find  there  is  one  common  fault  with 
the  females.  It  should  be  and  must  be 
corrected  before  you  have  what  the 
standard  calls  for  in  Partridge  Wyan- 
dottes. As  you  know  there  is  nothing 
in  the  Standard  that  says  yellow  ex- 
cept legs  on  our  variety.  Yet,  I  see 
females  in  our  shows  with  yellow  necks 
and  their  bodies  very  much  darker. 
Get  them  the  same  shade  of  color 
from  head  to  foot  of  a  good  mahogany 
brown.  NOT  Yellow.  Another  great 
fault  is  their  penciling  is  too  broad. 
What  I  mean  is  they  have  too  much 
black.  Use  a  fine  line  of  black  that 
carries  well  to  the  shape  of  the  feather 
and  two  or  more  lines  to  the, leather. 
The  type  as  a  whole  seems  to  be  good. 
In  the  males  I  find  every  thing.  Dark 
ones,  light  ones,  birds  with  butter  cup 
combs,  but  the  greatest  fault  is  the 
lack  of  quality  in  the  feather  and  the 
flatness  of  their  breasts.  Maybe  many 
of  you  do  not  know  what  I  mean  when 
I  say  quality  of  feather.  It  is  this— 
softness.  When  a  judge  pulls  a  bird 
out  of  the  coop  about  the  first  thing  he 
will  notice  is  the  feather  texture  and 
when  you  have  that  you  will  nearly  al- 
ways have  a  bird  he  will  like.  This  is 
not  impossible  because  we  find  that 
kind  in  every  show  but  not  enough  of 
them.  Our  standard  calls  for  a  black 
center  with  a  narrow  edging  of  a  med- 
ium shade  of  rich,  brilliant  red.  Not 
orange  or  dark  barn  red. 

Study  up  a  little  and  get  the  birds 
more  uniform  from  head  to  tail  and  we 
will  make  the  Partridge  Wyandotte  a 
better  bird  than  they  are. 

Their  seems  to  be  a  favor  of  Chicago 
having  our  next  club  show.  If  any  one 
has  any  objections  to  this,  please  let 
me  know.  Don't  wait  until  things  are 
all  settled  and  then  pop  up.  Say  it 
now.

WILL  THEY  COME  BACK? 

A  generation  or  so  ago  the  Brahmas, 
the  Langshans  and  the  Cochins  were 
in  the  limelight  to  a  very  marked  de- 
gree. Much  was  written  telling  of 
their  excellent  points. 

What  has  become  of  these  grand  old 
breeds  and  why  do  we  not  hear  more 
about  them  today? 

We  see  a  few  of  them  at  the  poultry 
shows,  but  that  is  about  all.  Fact  is 
that  the  present  generation  could  hard- 
ly describe  a  good  Cochin  or  Langshan. 
If  our  fathers  and  grandfathers  thought 
so  highly  of  these  breeds  they  must 
have  had  good  qualities.  What  brought 
about  this  change  of  opinion? 

To  begin  with,  poultry  has  become 
highly  commercialized.  The  average 
American  poultryman  has  been  rushing 
pell-mell  after  the  almighty  dollar.  Just 
because  a  three  pound  hen  will  lay 
more  eggs  than  an  eight  pound  bird 
and  will  not  consume  as  much  feed,  we 
have  turned  our  backs  upon  the  beauty 
of  these  grand  old  meat  breeds.  We 
have  lost  the  true  spirit  of  the  fancier. 

Perhaps  out  of  our  experience  of  the 
past  two  and  one-half  years  we  have 
learned  that  there  is  something  in  life 
of  more  real  worth  than  its  value  in 
dollars  and  cents.  If  we  have  learned 
that  our  esthetic  natures  must  have 
nourishment  as  well  as  our  physical 
bodies — then  there  is  hope  that  as  we 
grow  flowers  for  the  pleasure  they  give 
us,  so  we  should  breed  Brahmas  and 
Langshans  and  Cochins  for  the  real  joy 
we  will  have  in  them. 

These  grand  old  breeds  can  be  made 
profitable  so  that  we  will  not  spend  our 
time  without  financial  return. 

The  hope  of  these  breeds  is  to  be 
found  in  the  hearts  of  the  real  fanciers. 
There  is  nothing  in  the  feathered  world 
more  grand  or  beautiful  than  these 
wonderful  old  breeds,  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  poultrymen  have  enough  of 
the  true  fancier  spirit  to  preserve  these 
breeds  for  future  generations. 


COSTS  MORE,  BUT 
WORTH  IT 

In  these  days  we  hear  considerable 
about  the  price  standard.  In  very  many 
cases  we  find  that  the  purchase  depends 
almost  wholly  upon  the  price.  Very  lit- 
tle thought  is  given  to  quality.  Such  a 
standard  of  buying  is  due  to  ignorance. 
Certain  types  of  merchants  are  pleased 
to  have  the  public  stress  this  point  of 
price  because  they  make  a  specialty  of 
price  and  can  gain  business  when  only 
price  is  given  consideration.  When 
quality,  weight,  measure  and  count  are 
considered  along  with  price,  all  mer- 
chants have  an  equal  opportunity  to 
get  business.  If  we  insist  that  every 
purchase  we  make  depends  upon  value 
received,  it  will  frequently  be  found 
that  the  lowest  price  will  not  be  the 
cheapest  in  the  end.  It  is  not  what  we 
actually  pay,  but  what  we  get  that 
proves  whether  the  purchase  is  wise  or 
unwise.

The  same  might  be  said  of  baby 
chicks,  feed,  brooders  or  any  one  of  the 
thousand  things  a  poultryman  buys 
from  time  to  time.  Do  not  understand 
us  to  say  that  a  low  price  always  indi- 
cates inferior  quality.  Such  is  not  the 
case.  Everyone  of  us  should  know  a 
bargain  when  we  see  it.  Frequently, 
men  will  get  pushed  for  cash  and  offer 
real  bargains.  The  wise  buyer  snaps 
these  up. 

In  the  general  intercourse  of  trade 
a  high-class  article  will  command  a  rea- 
sonable price.  You  may  pay  more  and 
get  less.  That  indicates  you  are  a  poor 
buyer.  If  you  are  a  wise  buyer  you 
know  that  a  baby  chick  costing  twenty 
cents  is  worth  more  than  a  chick  cost- 
ing eight  cents.  That  is  but  reasonable. 
In  other  words,  it  proves  that  when 
one  pays  more  he  should  expect  to  get 
more. 


THE  PERSISTENT 
ADVERTISER 

Every  year  the  publisher  and  editor 
of  a  magazine  has  plenty  of  proof  that 
there  is  wisdom  in  persistent  and  con- 
tinuous advertising.  Trade  goes  to  the 
advertiser  and  especially  to  the  fellow 
who  keeps  his  message  before  prospec- 
tive customers.  The  occasional  adver- 
tiser cannot  hope  to  secure  but  a  very 
limited  amount  of  trade.  If  you  wish 
to  prove  to  your  own  satisfaction  hat 
it  pays  to  advertise  all  the  time,  just 
study  the  methods  of  our  leading  busi- 
ness concerns.  In  the  matter  of  auto 
sales,  we  find  that  the  big  sales  go  to 
the  cars  which  are  constantly  being  ad- 
vertised in  the  pages  of  our  magazines. 
If  you  wish  to  use  fountain  pens  as  an 
example,  we  will  but  point  to  the  in- 
creasing sales  of  a  leading  manufac- 
turer who  is  most  liberal  in  his  buying 
of  advertising  space.  Or  come  to  the 
poultry  business!  What  make  incubator, 
brooder  or  fountain  did  you  buy?  You 
picked  the  one  which  was  advertised. 
You  showed  your  faith  in  selecting  an 
advertised  article.  This  is  generally  the 
case. 


Possibly  when  your  grandfather  was 
a  boy  advertising  was  not  so  vital  in 
obtaining  sales.  We  live  in  a  different 
age  today.  Business  cannot  long  exist 
without  proper  advertising.  One  great 
fundamental  trouble  with  business  to- 
day is  that  too  many  concerns  have  cut 
their  advertising  too  much.  If  more 
money  should  be  spent  for  advertising 
the  demand  for  merchandise  would  in- 
crease, and  this  would  mean  more 
workers.  No  better  proof  of  the  failure 
of  the  hit  and  miss  method  of  advertis- 
ing is  needed  than  our  present  period 
of  depression. 

Consistent,  persistent,  continuous  and 
efficient  advertising  will  promote  any 
business. 

The  poultry  business  is  no  exception 
to  the  general  rules  of  advertising.  If 
you  want  to  build  a  large,  paying  poul- 
try business,  remember  to  place  the  cor- 
rect value  on  advertising.  It  will  pull 
you  through  many  a  tight  place. 

Advertising  pays,  but  persistent  ad- 
vertising pays  best. 


THE  OVERHEAD 

A  great  many  business  concerns  have 
failed  for  no  other  reason  than  that 
they  had  too  big  an  overhead.  Every 
business,  whether  it  be  large  or  small, 
must  carry  some  overhead.  This  over- 
head may  include  a  very  large  num- 
ber of  items.  In  some  cases  the  rent 
may  be  far  too  large.  If  the  farm  is 
owned  by  the  poultryman  it  may  be 
found  that  the  land  is  rather  high 
priced,  the  buildings  may  be  too  expen- 
sive, taxes  may  be  high,  or  the  cost  of 
maintaining  the  property  may  be  a 
burden.  In  other  words,  the  actual 
farm  expense  may  be  one  of  the  big 
items  of  a  big  overhead.  Just  this  week 
we  saw  a  six  acre  place  for  which  the 
owner  asked  $9,000.  Last  week  we  saw 
a  five  acre  farm  which  could  be  pur- 
chased for  under  $2,500.  Consider  the 
difference  in  the  initial  cost.  On  one 
farm  you  would  have  to  charge  $540  in- 
terest on  the  money  invested.  On  the 
other  only  $150  interest  charges  would 
be  needed.  On  the  first  farm  the  hens 
would  carry  $390  more  overhead  than 
the  hens  on  the  other  farm.  Not  only 
that,  but  the  depreciation,  taxes,  insur- 
ance, and  upkeep  would  be  much  more 
on  the  first  place  than  on  the  second 
place.  We  do  not  mention  these  to  dis- 
courage owning  better  places.  If  you 
feel  you  can  afford  to  pay  the  difference 
that  is  your  business.  Remember  that 
high  priced  property  means  a  greater 
overhead. 

Overhead  eats  up  your  profits.  If  you 
would  like  to  make  more  money  on 
your  property,  try  to  cut  down  on  the 
overhead.  Study  this  in  every  phase 
of  its  application  to  your  business. 
Check  and  recheck  every  item  of  ex- 
pense and  see  if  it  is  not  possible  to 
eliminate  some  of  the  overhead.  Some 
close  study  of  this  problem  will  reveal 
a  number  of  ways  to  reduce  expenses. 
Remember  that  it  may  prove  better 
business  practice  to  reduce  expenses 
rather  than  to  increase  the  income. 
When  one  is  able  to  accomplish  both, 
he  is  certain  to  see  a  marked  improve- 
ment in  the  showing  his  poultry  is 
making.

If  you  should  make  a  mistake  and 
kill  one  of  your  best  layers,  you  would 
realize  that  it  really  pays  to  put  leg- 
bands  on  all  your  hens,  so  that  you  can 
identify  them  at  all  times.

All  hens  look  more  or  less  alike  and 
to  trust  to  appearance  is  rather  unre- 
liable.

Thus  by  looking  at  a  hen 
you  can  tell  how  old  she  is,  for  most 
poultrymen  do  not  keep  hens  over  two 
years.  This  little  plan  alone  will  save 
you  feeding  old  wornout  hens.

Wind  Puff 

Last  summer  I  operated  on  some  cockerels, 
but  had  trouble  in  some  of  the  birds  that 
little  bags  of  wind  would  form  under  the 
wings  on  the  side.  I  wish  you  could  tell  me 
how  to  overcome  this  trouble  so  I  will  be 
prepared  this  year. — Mrs.   L.   K. ,  Ohio. 

This  is  called  wind  puff  and  is  caused 
by  air  forming  in  pockets  under  the 
skin.  Dip  a  large  needle  in  some  anti- 
septic and  prick  the  skin  and  let  out 
the  air.  Apply  carbolated  vaseline  tb 
the  wound.  Generally  that  is  about  all 
the  treatment  which  will  be  required.

When  you  speak  of  a  pen,  just'  how  many 
females  do  you  include?

If  we  refer  to  a  breeding  pen,  we 
may  mean  anywhere  from  six  to  fifteen 
females,  or  the  number  which  we  deem 
best  to  put  into  the  breeding  yard  with 
one  male.  If  we  are  speaking  of  exhi- 
bition matters  we  probably  mean  one 
male  and  four  females.  You  see  there 
is  a  distinction  between  a  breeding  pen 
and  an  exhibition  pen.

To  which  class  do  the  Columbian  Wyan- 
dottes  belong? — Miss  F.  G. .  Missouri. 

All  the  Wyandottes,  including  the 
Columbian,  belong  to  the  American 
class.  If  you  will  remember  that  the 
variety  such  as  the  Columbian  or  White 
merely  indicate  the  color  of  the  plum- 
mage,  but  that  the  breed  is  determined 
by  the  shape  of  the  fowl,  you  will  find 
it  much  more  easy  to  keep  track  of  the 
different  birds.

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Grit  and  Shell 

A  local  poultry  supply  house  fold  me  that 
my  chickens  needed  both  grit  and  oyster  shell. 
Is  that  so?  Please  explain. — R.  H.,  Nebraska. 

Grit  is  the  teeth  of  poultry,  while 
oyster  shell  is  the  source  of  lime  out  of 
which  the  bones  and  shells  of  the  eggs 
are  made.  Therefore,  it  will  be  seen 
that  they  serve  an  entirely  different 
purpose.  Your  poultry  needs  both  grit 
and  shells. 

Apoplexy 

I  have  been  having  some  trouble  with  hens 
dropping  off  the  roosts  dead.  I  have  been 
feeding  them  well  and  can't  understand  it. — 
F.   B. .  Wisconsin. 

Without  a  doubt  this  is  apoplexy.  It 
is  usually  caused  by  an  overfat  condi- 
tion when  the  birds  drop  off  the  roosts. 
No  treatment  will  prove  helpful  in  most 
cases.  The  best  plan  is  to  make  the 
birds  scratch  more  for  their  feed  and 
reduce  the  fat-forming  elements  in  the 
ration.  Do  not  overfeed.  Sometimes  a 
dose  of  epsom  salts  will  tend  to  clear 
out  the  system  and  ward  off  approach- 
ing trouble  for  the  time  being.  The  dose 
is  about  one  pound  of  the  salts  to  each 
100  fowls.

Future  Demand  for  Breeders 

I  have  been  a  sort  of  old-fashioned  poultry 
keeper  because  I  have  always  tried  to  breed 
good  birds  to  help  others  grade  up  their  flock. 
Of  late  I  have  noticed  that  the  hatcheries 
have  been  getting  the  breaks  and  I  have  not 
been  doing  so  well.  What  in  your  opinion  is 
the  future  prospects  for  those  who  breed  good 
stock? — A  Reader,  Illinois. 

This  question  is  almost  too  big  an 
order  for  the  short  space  allowed  for  an 
answer  in  these  columns.  We  may  try 
to  answer  it  more  fully  in  another  page 
of  P.  K.  However,  it  seems  to  us  that 
one  trouble  is  that  poultry  breeders 
have  been  rather  hesitant  about  keeping 
their  market  by  persistent  advertising. 
The  hatcheries  have  been  advertising 
and  selling  right  in  the  face  of  the 
breeder.  If  the  breeders  are  able  to 
hold  the  little  they  have  in  the  way  of 
business  it  will  be  because  they  dig 
down  into  their  pockets  and  spend 
some  good  hard  money  for  advertising. 
You  cannot  run  away  from  customers 
and  keep  them.  Just  no  question  about 
that.  The  hatcheries  have  been  most 
liberal  with  their  advertising  and  as  a 
result  have  secured  the  market.  The 
remedy  is  easy.  Advertise  like  they  do. 
Probably  you  will  say  that  you  cannot 
do  it.  Well,  either  you  will  do  it  or  you 
will  find  that  you  have  less  demand  for 
your  birds  each  year.  You  simply  have 
got  to  advertise  and  that  right  soon.

Color  of  Egg 

I  have  a  few  Black  Minorcas  and  they 
seem  to  lay  a  tinted  egg.  Is  this  right? 
What  color  egg  should  they  lay? — Mrs.  P.  W.. 
Texas. 

They  should  lay  a  chalk  white  egg 
and  a  big  egg,  too.  We  never  had  any 
variety  of  poultry  that  laid  such  large 
eggs,  and  they  always  sold  well.  We 
should  not  breed  from  those  hens  which 
lay  tinted  eggs.

Material  for  Boosts 

I  have  always  supposed  that  a  nice  straight 
tree  of  small  size  made  the  best  roost,  but 
I  have  had  so  much  trouble  that  I  am  coming 
to  you  for  help  on  the  problem.  What  would 
you  suggest'  for  a  roost? — M.  F.,  Missouri. 

Usually  a  good  straight  2x4  placed  on 
edge  makes  about  the  best  roost.  The 
corners  may  be  rounded  off  slightly.  It 
will  last  for  years  and  serve  you  well. 
Be  sure  to  have  a  good  dropping  board 
underneath  to  catch  the  droppings. 
This  will  help  you  keep  the  house  clean 
and  besides  you  can  use  the  droppings

WHAT  STANDARD-BRED  POULTRY 
MEANS  TO  POULTRY  INDUSTRY 


By  Judge  D.  E.  Hale 

To  many  people  a  chicken  is  a  chick- 
en until  they  try  to  sell  some  on  the 
market,  then  they  find  out  that  the  uni- 
form crate  of  birds  will  bring  more 
than  the  nondescript  mixtures  that 
come  in. 

The  early  breeders  of  this  country 
realized  the  importance  of  producing  a 
uniform  fowl,  and  in  order  to  have 
something  to  breed  to,  the  first  Standard 
of  Perfection  was  published  in  1871. 

One  of  the  troubles  of  the  poultry 
business  today  is  that  too  little  regard 
has  been  given  Standard  requirements. 
Some  of  our  bred-to-lay  advocates  will 
scoff  at  that  as  coming  from  a  so-called 
ultra-fancier,  but  just  let  us  consider 
for  a  moment.  When  the  bred-to-lay 
craze  began  to  develop,  pens  were 
mated  from  trapnest  records  only,  and 
many  are  today.  No  attention  was  paid 
to  form  or  feather.  Most  of  the  birds 
used  were  Leghorns.  Some  were  large, 
some  small,  some  had  high  tails,  some 
low  tails,  some  big  combs,  some  small 
combs.  When  they  got  through,  they 
had  just  white  chickens. 

When  they  came  to  market  them,  -the 
produce  men  said,  'We  cannot  pay  top 
price  for  this  kind  of  stuff.  It  is  not 
uniform;  it  is  a  long  stringy  meat," 
etc.  The  result  was  that  Leghorns  were 
placed  on  a  lower  scale  of  prices  as  a 
market  fowl. 

Now  comes  the  cross-bred  stuff  so 
that  one  can  tell  the  males  from  the 
females  as  soon  as  hatched.  That  may 
have  its  advantages  for  those  who  want 
to  buy  or  sell  either  males  or  females, 
but  what  will  they  amount  to?  They 
have  absolutely  no  value  as  a  breeding 
fowl  and  cannot  be  used  to  advantage 
as  breeders,  unless  you  want  to  breed 
a  flock  of  mongrels. 

The  American  Poultry  Association  nas 
always  fought  to  maintain  the  ideals  of 
the  Standard  of  Perfection,  and  those 
who  have  strayed  away  from  Standard 
requirements  have  lost  business. 

Put  your  flock  back  on  the  scrub- 
quality,  old  style,  farm-flock  basis  and 
what  will  you  have?  You  will  have  gone 
backward  in  production,  quality  and 
price  offered  for  your  goods. 

The  pure-bred  or  standard-bred  fowl 
makes  a  uniform  flock.  It  will  com- 
mand top  prices  on  the  market;  it  will 
produce  as  many  eggs  as  any  scrub, 
provided  it  is  bred  for  egg  production. 

The  American  Poultry  Association 
and  its  Standard  of  Perfection  should 
be  supported  by  every  breeder  of  poul- 
try in  America.  By  breeding  to  its 
standard,  the  quality  of  poultry  will  be 
improved  and  better  prices  obtained.  In 
these  days  of  over-production,  we  must 
turn  out  an  attractive  as  well  as  a  pro- 
ductive bird  if  we  want  the  business.

the  leadership  of  Arthur  C.  Gingerich, 
realize  an  average  profit  of  around 
$4,000  each  on  turkeys  last  year.  They 
were  not  ordinary  turkeys  as  evidenced 
by  the  fact  that  about  30,000  birds 
brought  $125,000  new  money  to  the 
town.  Needless  to  say,  thirty  prosper- 
ous farmers  with  $125,000  turkey  money 
in  or  near  a  town  like  Wellman  are  an 
asset  to  the  merchants  and  the  banker. 

Gingerich,  who  is  making  this  tur- 
key project  a  success,  is  a  descendant, 
third  generation,  from  a  German  Swiss 
immigrant  who  located  five  miles  north 
of  Wellman  on  a  farm  now  called 
Maplecrest.  Ginge- 
rich has  110  acres 
of  the  original 
farm  on  which  he 
developed  a  small 
hatchery.  Later  he 
moved  the  hatch- 
ery into  Wellman, 
and,  not  being 
used  to  idleness, 
fretted  himself  in- 
to the  turkey  rais- 
ing and  marketing 
business  to  occu- 
py the  off  months 
of  the  hatchery 
season.  The  ven- 
ture proved  to  be 
more  profitable 
than  the  hatchery 
itself.  | 

This  story  tells  I 
something  about 
the  system  used 
by  Gingerich,  but 
the  system  itself 
is  so  simple  and 
the  business  prin- 
ciples involved  are 
so  fund  amental 
that  one  looks  im- 
mediately for  that 
"priceless  ingredi- 
ent" of  every 
product  in  the 
market  place — "the 
tegrity  of  him  who  makes  it." 

These  thirty  co-operators,  to  begin 
with,  are  hand  picked.  Gingerich 
will  spend  time  and  venture  money 
on  only  one  farmer  out  of  ten,  we 
might  say.  Gingerich  himself  is  the 
hardest  worker  and  most  exacting 
with  himself.  No  matter  when  the 
call  comes,  where  it  comes  from,  or 
who  makes  it,  Gingerich,  so  far  as 
it  is  physically  possible,  is  the  man 
to  answer  it.

And  Now  the  Baby  Turkey 

Beef  marketed  at  eighteen  months  in- 
stead of  three  to  four  years  is  no  more 
delicious  than  turkey  meat  grown  and 
finished  at  five  months  under  the  sys- 
tem developed  by  Arthur  Gingerich. 
With  only  five  years'  experience  behind 
him,  he  is  yet  to  meet  a  serious  setback 
from  disease.  An  average  loss  in  rais- 
ing 30,000  turkeys  this  year  has  been 
12  to  15  per  cent  from  the  baby  poult 
to  the  finished  bird.  The  secret  of  low 
mortality  in  this  instance  is  rigid  san- 
itation and  frequent  removal    of  the 

rm  fencing  about  six  feet  high  mounted  on  steel 
s  on  open  range,  moving  them  frequently  to  new 


birds  to  new  ground — but  more  of  those 
details  later. 

Last  year,  the  last  of  March  and  the 
first  two  weeks  in  April  the  writer  saw 
daily  shipments  of  bronze  turkey  eggs 
from  California  being  transferred  at 
Rock  Island,  Illinois,  and  marked  for 
Wellman,  Iowa,  about  75,000  eggs  in  all, 
so  it  was  reported  at  the  station.  Arth- 
ur Gingerich  had  a  man  in  California 
carefully  servicing  the  flocks  where 
these  eggs  were  produced,  buying  them 
selectively  and  shipping  to  Maplecrest 
Farm  Hatcheries  at  Wellman.  About 
half  of  the  poults  were  sold  on  the  open 
market  and  the  remainder  were  sold  to 
Gingerich's  own  co-operators  with  the 
intention    of  rais-

By  Sep- 
tember   the  birds 
were  somewhat 
better  finished  — 
but    the  market 
was     lower  and 
Gingerich  paid  35c 
net  live  weight  for  birds  14  lbs.  and  up. 
The  basis  of  profit,  and  hence  growth  of 
business,  was  an  average  price  paid  to 
farmers,  3c  to  5c  over  Chicago  and  New 
York  live  market.    Premiums  like  this 
are  obviously  obtainable  only  for  a  su- 
perior product. 

Gingerich  and  his  co-operators  have 
shown  it  can  be  done.  Turkeys  can  be 
finished  in  five  months  and  put  on  the 
market  in  September  and  October,  tend- 
er, juicy  birds  that  will  cook  faster  and 
eat  better  than  the  range  sort.  The  co- 
operators  are  all  "neighborhood"  farm- 
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Turkeys  can  be  finished  in  five  months.  At  ages  from  six  to  sixteen  weeks  a  change  is  made  to  fresh  ground  every 
week  to  ten  days — nnt»  double  deck  roosts.  At  about  12  necks  the  lower  roosts  become  crowded,  and  by  14  weeks 
the  top  decks  are  filled. 


ers  in  the  modern  sense  of  the  word, 
that  is  to  say,  they  operate  within  a 
radius  of  fifty  miles  of  Wellman.  There 
is  a  small  colony  of  co-operators  near 
Charles  City,  Iowa,  150  miles  away. 
These  people,  seeing  his  success,  per- 
suaded Gingerich  to  help  them. 

Selection  of  co-operators  is  as  impor- 
tant as  the  sale  of  birds  for  breeding 
and  feed  for  feeding.  Probably  one  out 


of  ten  farmers  has  the  gift  of  depend- 
ability, the  ability  to  listen,  remember, 
and  do  what  he  is  told,  using  judg- 
ment in  the  exceptional  cases.  In  addi- 
tion to  ability,  he  must  have  an  inter- 
est. 

If  necessary,  Gingerich  will  back 
such  a  farmer  financially,  in  exception- 
al cases  even  to  the  extent  of  the  en- 
tire cost  of  poults  and  feed  up  to  the 


time  of  marketing.  He  takes  a  condi- 
tional sale  note.  He  does  not  restrict 
the  farmer  in  the  sale  of  the  birds,  but 
his  note  must  be  paid  out  of  the  pro- 
ceeds. 

Gingerich  raised  7,000  turkeys  last 
year  on  his  own  farm.  Outside  of  these, 
each  turkey  is  purchased  on  a  free 
competitive  basis  and  all  feed  is  sold 
the  same  way.    Servicing  of  the  co-

operators  is  absolutely  free.  Gingerich 
doing  that  work  as  a  public  duty,  the 
success  of  the  project  as  a  whole  de- 
pending as  it  does  upon  a  uniform  pro- 
duct. We  have  seen  few  better  exam- 
ples of  effectiveness  of  business  done  by 
individual  initiative,  coupled  with  sound 
guidance,  according  to  the  best  Ameri- 
can traditions.  Gingerich  has  the  larg- 
est flock,  the  co-operators  averaging 
from  500  to  2,000  turkeys  each.  Ginge- 
rich feels  that  in  the  three  or  four 
years  this  phase  of  the  project  has  been 
developing,  he  and  his  assistants  have 
been  face  to  face  with  most  of  the  pro- 
duction problems  they  are  likely  to 
meet.

This  is  hatching  time  and  do  not  ne- 
glect those  breeders.  They  need  lots  of 
milk  and  green  feed  if  you  want  good 
strong  chicks. 

What  has  become  of  the  fancier  of 
today.  Our  poultry  magazines  are  full 
of  advertising,  such  as  equipment,  but 
not  enough  from  our  breeders.  I  can 
tell  you  one  thing  that  is  wrong.  Every 
one  went  production  crazy  a  few  years 
ago,  giving  no  credit  to  a  show  bird. 
Don't  be  fooled  and  think  eggs  are  the 
only  thing  in  consideration. 

If  you  have  a  bird  bred  according 
to  the  standard,  you  have  a  bird  that 
will  lay  plenty  of  eggs.  What  is  the 
most  important,  a  hen  that  will  lay  200 
eggs,  and  most  of  them  hatchable,  or 
a  hen  that  lays  250  to  300  eggs,  and 
one  out  of  about  ten  hatchable.  Now 
if  any  one  doubts  this,  it  will  bear  in- 
vestigation. 

Today  the  production  fad  has  gone 
and  people  have  had  a  good  lesson,  so 
get  busy  and  bring  back  our  good  old 
show  birds  that  have  it  all.

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The  Editor  Says 


WHAT  OF  THE  FANCY? 

Without  a  single  doubt  one  great  fac- 
tor in  popularizing  poultry  during  the 
early  days  of  the  industry  in  America 
was  the  so-called  fancy.  Poultry  shows 
did  a  great  deal  to  bring  poultry  to  the 
attention  of  the  masses.  Most  of  the 
successful  poultry  farms  of  twenty-five 
years  ago  owed  their  success  to  the 
fact  that  they  were  furnishing  hatch- 
ing eggs  and  breeding  stock  to  an  in- 
fant industry.  This  industry  grew  by 
leaps  and  bounds.  The  price  of  breed- 
ing stock  reached  levels  which  allowed 
the  poultry  keeper  a  wide  margin  of 
profit.  While  most  poultrymen  were 
devoting  their  efforts  to  breeding  bet- 
ter looking  birds,  a  few  saw  that  the 
time  would  come  when  there  would  be 
a  glut  of  exhibition  poultry.  Conse- 
quently the  minority  began  to  study 
the  food  requirements  and  possibilities. 
During  the  past  five  years  poultrydom 
has  seen  most  of  the  poultry  shows 
pass  into  history.  Even  the  great 
Madison  Square  Garden  Show  called 
off  its  show  the  past  winter.  The  drift 
has  been  increasingly  in  favor  of  the 
hen  that  lays. 

Personally  the  writer  deeply  regrets 
the  passing  interest  in  the  fancy.  How- 
ever our  duty  is  to  write  what  we  be- 
lieve to  be  the  truth.  The  fancy  is 
doomed  just  as  sure  as  the  sunrise  un- 
less two  things  can  be  brought  to  pass. 
In  the  first  place  the  organizations 
which  foster  and  encourage  exhibition 
poultry  must  function.  The  must  get 
up  on  tip-toe  and  become  really  effic- 
ient. They  have  got  to  do  the  job  bet- 
ter. In  the  next  place  the  individual 
breeders  will  find  it  necessary  to  use 
the  advertising  columns  of  the  poultry 
press  to  "sell  the  reading  public"  on 
Standard  Bred  Poultry.  We  are  de- 
lighted to  see  that  some  Specialty 
Clubs  are  awake  to  the  urgent  needs 
of  the  hour  and  doing  their  utmost  to 
help  gain  back  the  lost  position  of  the 
fancy.  As  one  poultry  editor  we  stand 
ready  to  co  operate  as  fully  as  possible 
in  any  real  effort  along  these  lines. 
If  the  fancy  is  to  recover  its  former 
place,  is  must  dig  down  in  its  pockets 
and  advertise.  Just  no  two  ways  about 
it.  To  delay  this  publicity  may  be  to 
permanently  ruin  the  prospects  of 
Standard  Bred  Poultry.  This  is  not  a 
time  for  soft  words  but  a  time  for 
action. 

How  many  of  you  fanciers  really 
mean  business?    Let  us  hear. 


CENTRALIZED  POULTRY 
FARMING 

Every  business  under  the  sun  chang- 
es. Changing  conditions  require  busi- 
ness to  be  conducted  in  a  different 
manner  to  meet  the  new  order  of 
things.  The  poultry  business  is  no  ex- 
ception to  the  rule.  In  some  ways  per- 
haps it  has  seen  more  radical  changes 
than  most  other  lines  of  business.  Cer- 
tainly our  older  readers  can  well  re- 
member many  changes  in  the  poultry 
business  which  are  almost  the  ex- 
tremes experienced  by  other  business. 

Some  years  ago  almost  all  the  poul- 
try was  produced  by  general  farmers. 
This   gave    way   to   back   yard  flocks.

Gradually  the  commercial  egg  farm 
has  replaced  the  back  yard  flocks.  To- 
day we  are  face  to  face  with  a  new  de- 
velpoment  in  the  way  of  a  highly  spec- 
ialized, centralized  egg  farm  where  one 
hundred  and  twenty  thousand  laying 
hens  are  to  be  kept.  You  may  say  this 
is  a  dream  of  a  crazy  editor.  Well, 
the  editor  may  be  any  thing  you  wish 
to  call  him,  but  facts  are  facts.  Just 
west  of  Milwaukee,  Wisconsin,  one  of 
these  centralized  poultry  plants  is  in 
the  course  of  construction.  It  has  been 
laid  out  and  soon  we  shall  see  the 
plant  in  operation.  Just  what  success 
it  will  have  is  of  course  a  matter  for 
future  history.  With  every  modern 
piece  of  equipment  the  cost  per  dozen 
of  eggs  should  be  reduced.  The  large 
buying  power  will  mean  that  they  can 
beat  down  the  price  of  feed  to  the  low- 
est level.  All  supplies  will  be  purchas- 
ed cheaply.  If  they  cannot  buy  cheap- 
ly enough  they  may  even  manufacture 
their  own.  Possibly  they  may  event- 
ually grow  their  feed. 

How  will  this  kind  of  poultry  egg 
factory  affect  the  poultry  business? 
That  is  the  question.  If  it  proves  ef- 
ficient, more  such  plants  will  spring  up 


in  the  Mid-West  and  elsewhere.  If 
many  such  plants  are  put  in  operation 
it  will  lower  the  retail  price  of  eggs  to 
the  point  where  the  average  farmer 
cannot  afford  to  produce  eggs.  On  the 
other  hand  if  the  plant  becomes  en- 
tangled with  redtape,  too  high  over- 
head it  may  become  top  heavy  and  pass 
from  the  stage  of  poultry  ventures.  It 
is  yet  too  early  to  say  just  what  the 
results  will  be. 


QUALITY  CONTROL 

There  is  a  close  relationship  between 
quality  and  price.  Were  it  not  true 
that  better  quality  brought  higher 
prices,  there  would  be  slight  excuse  to 
try  and  improve  the  quality.  As  the 
matter  stands,  the  best  quality  com- 
mands the  top  price.  For  that  reason 
we  constantly  strive  to  improve  the 
quality  of  our  product  and  thereby  in- 
crease our  incomes. 

To  some  people  quality  is  more  or 
less  a  matter  of  luck.  They  give  little 
thought  to  the  subject,  and  should  they 
have  the  good  fortune  to  produce  high 
quality,  they  give  Lady  Luck  the  glad 
hand. 

The  thoughtful  poultryman  considers 
ways  and  means  of  producing  high 
quality  all  the  time.  After  all,  quality 
is  a  matter  over  which  we  have  consid- 
erable control.  Take  the  matter  of  eggs 
for  example.  The  kind  of  eggs  we  have 
to  sell  rests  in  our  hands.  To  begin 
with  we  select  hens  which  are  normally 
sound  and  lay  uniform  eggs  in  size, 
shape  and  color.  This  is  quite  a  start 
towards  quality.  In  addition  to  this,  we 
must  look  within  the  shell  and  see  that 
the  eggs  have  the  proper  color  and  flav- 
or. Again  we  find  that  proper  feeding 
and  care  of  the  hens  has  much  to  do 
with  the  contents  of  every  egg.  Ex- 
posure of  the  eggs  to  filth  means  infer- 
ior eggs.  If  you  will  follow  this  subject 
to  its  natural  conclusions  you  will  find 
that  the  eggs  are  what  we  will  them  to 
be.  The  Quality  is  up  to  you.  If  you 
are  not  getting  top  price,  do  not  blame 
the  hens,  but  look  under  your  own  hat 
and  begin  the  study  there.  It  is  quite 
unthinkable  that  anyone  can  blame  the 
hens  for  laying  inferior  eggs  in  this  day 
and  age  when  the  poultryman  has  so 
much  control  over  the  hens.

This  party  seems  more  charitable  than 
the  first  letter  of  the  month.  We  do 
hope  the  old  breeds  come  back  into 
popular  favor.  We  stand  ready  to  do 
our  share  to  boost  them. 


Sir:  I  read  what  you  said  about  the  over- 
head on  the  poultry  farm,  and  I  think  your 
point  is  well  taken,  but  why  don't  you  write 
something  about  taxes  on  poultry  farms? 
This  tax  problem  has  become  so  serious  that 
many  are  about  to  give  up  farming  around 
here.  Cannot  something  be  done  about  the 
matter?  I  notice  the  state  legislature  has 
passed  an  income  tax,  but  that  is  not  the  so- 
lution. A  friend  of  mine  says  that  the  law 
will  be  declared  unconstitutional,  and  any- 
way the  solution  to  our  problem  does  not  lie 
in  the  way  of  additional  taxes.  Why  don't 
someone  start  a  campaign  to  stop  the  graft, 
waste  and  inefficiency  of  our  government,  city, 
county,  state  and  federal?  Isn't  the  signs  of 
the  time  clear  enough?

Without  a  doubt,  the  questions  raised 
in  this  letter  are  very  serious.  The  tax 
problem  is  largely  due  to  the  increased 
expense  of  government,  and  people  do 
not  see  that  they  are  getting  enough 
more  for  their  money  to  warrant  the 
increase  in  taxes.

The  sooner  those  in  authority  begin  to 
read  the  handwriting  on  the  wall,  the 
better  it  will  be  for  everyone.  We  would 
be  the  last  to  advocate  force,  but  public 
opinion  must  be  heeded.  After  all  the 
government  must  be  FOR  the  people, 
BY  the  people  and  of  the  people.

Rough  Shells 

I  have  been  selling  my  eggs  at  a  nearby 
town  and  getting  a  fair  price  for  them,  but 
of  late  am  having  complaints  because  the 
shells  are  rough.  Some  even  show  ridges.  If 
you  can  help  me  solve  this  problem  I  shall  be 
most'  grateful.  The  hens  are  nice  and  fat. — 
Mrs.  K.  L. ,  Indiana. 

This  condition  might  be  caused  by  a 
disease  of  the  egg  organs,  but  more 
than  likely  the  trouble  comes  from'  a 
lack  of  lime  or  an  inferior  oyster  shell, 
or  possibly  an  overfat  condition.  If  the 
hens  have  plenty  of  good  shell  and'then 
the  trouble  does  not  clear  up,  we  would 
be  inclined  to  say  that  the  birds  are  too 
fat.  Reduce  the  corn  in  the  ration,  give 
more  green  food,  and  be  sure  that  all 
scratch  feed  is  given  in  litter  at  least 
one  foot  deep,  to  insure  that  they  get 
plenty  of  exercise.

Sex  in  Eggs 

I  have  found  quite  a  demand  for  hatching 
eggs  this  year,  much  to  my  surprise,  but  I 
have  been  asked  to  send  pullet  eggs.  Now  I 
want  to  know  how  I  can  tell  that  the  eggs 
will  hatch  pullets.  If  you  know  of  any  way 
please  forward  it  to  me. — S.  H.  N. ,  Missouri. 

This  question  is  one  of  the  old  ones. 
We  get  it  just  about  every  year.  It  used 
to  be  said  that  the  long  egg  would  hatch 
out  cockerels,  while  the  short,  round 
egg  hatched  pullets.  We  disproved  this 
theory  thirty  years  ago.  One  by  one  we 
have  tested  every  theory  which  has 
come  to  our  attention,  and  up  to  the 
present  time  we  have  yet  to  find  any 
rule  which  does  not  have  exceptions. 
The  best  way  to  find  out  what  kind  of 
chicks  the  eggs  will  hatch  is  to  incu- 
bate the  eggs  and  raise  the  chicks.  It 
is  the  only  sure  way.

Rats  Bother  Us 

I  am  having  a  lot  of  trouble  with  rats. 
They  have  dug  under  my  poultry  house  a"d 
they  breed  under  the  floor.  Now  they  are  in 
the  walls,  which  are  double.  I  am  almost 
afraid  to  go  to  the  hen  house  any  more. 
What  can  I  do? — Mrs.  C.  P.  E.,  Wisconsin. 

AVell,  now  you  are  having  trouble. 
As  long  as  you  have  a  wooden  floor  it 
would  hardly  seem  best  to  tear  it  up 
If  you  had  no  floor  we  would  suggest 
a  new  cement  floor.  However,  let  your 
floor  -  stay  where  it  is.  You  can  go 
around  the  outside  of  the  house  and 
dig  down  and  put  in  a  piece  of  galvan- 
ized iron  in  such  a  manner  that  the 
rats  cannot  dig  under  the  walls.  Then 
take  off  a  board  at  the  floor  so  that  the 
bottom  of  all  the  studs  are  exposed. 
This  will  give  you  access  to  them.  Now 
set  traps  and  put  out  poison  to  kill  the 
rats.  We  suggest  that  you  use  some 
well  known  commercial  rat  poison.  A 
good  rifle  will  also  be  an  aid  in  shooting 
some  rats.  The  aim  is  to  get  rid  of  all 
the  rats  and  then  keep  them  down  with 
a  good  dog  and  some  traps.  Every 
poultry  farm  should  have  a  little  dog  to 
catch  rats.  We  do  not  think  your  case 
is  hopeless  at  all. 


Leghorn  or  Red 

My  husband  and  I  have  been  having  an 
argument.  He  says  the  Rhode  Island  Red  is 
the  best  bird,  and  I  say  the  White  Leghorn 
is.  We  have  decided  to  let  you  settle  the 
disagreement.  Will  you  please  give  us  your 
decision? — A  Reader,  Ohio. 

This  is  a  question  which  has  never 
been  settled.  For  some  purposes  it 
looks  as  if  the  Reds  had  the  best  of  it, 
and  then  again  the  White  Leghorns 
have  the  best  of  it.  It  all  depends  upon 
how  we  look  at  the  problem.  This  is 
not  a  question  which  can  be  answered 
easily.  We  prefer  to  be  excused  from 
making  an  attempt  at  its  solution.  We 
value  the  friendship  of  many  poultry 
friends  too  much  to  be  misunderstood, 
as  we  most  certainly  would  be,  no  mat- 
ter how  well  the  subject  was  covered. 
We  suggest  that  you  and  friend  hus- 
band sit  down  and  agree  upon  the  mat- 
ter. If  you  cannot  decide  upon  one  or 
the  other  breed,  then  pick  another 
breed,  say  the  Wyandottes  or  Rocks. 
Either  would  be  good. 

Testing  Eggs 

Some  years  ago  you  fold  me  to  run  through 
a  hatch  and  test  the  eggs  before  I  sold  them 
for  hatching.  I  have  done  this  every  year  and 
found  it  a  wonderful  saving  of  trouble.  Now 
I  want  to  ask  if  you  think  electric  current 
would  do  to  operate  the  incubator  with.  I  use 
kerosene  now. — O.  S.,  Illinois. 

Electricity  is  alright.  It  is  quite  safe 
and  satisfactory.  In  some  sections  the 
cost  is  somewhat  high.  However,  we 
believe  the  power  company  will  make 
you  a  special  rate  on  current  used  for 
the  purpose  you  mention.  Better  see 
them  and  talk  it  over.  Of  course  there 
will  be  no  fumes  when  electricity  is

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used  for  heating  the  incubator.  It  is 
so  arranged  that  the  power  is  off  when 
the  machine  is  warm  enough,  so  the 
cost  is  not  as  high  as  might  at  first  be 
supposed.  The  current  is  on  just  for 
the  actual  time  necesasry  to  heat  the 
egg  chamber.  Then  it  is  turned  off. 
Of  course,  this  is  all  done  automatic- 
ally. 

— ?— ? — 
Poultry  Manure 

Will  you  kindly  inform  me  whether  poultry 
manure  may  be  used  on  strawberries?  We 
raise  some  berries  as  a  side  line. — N.  W., 
Illinois. 

Poultry  droppings  may  be  used  on  all 
gardens  and  berries,  but  it  must  be 
used  somewhat  sparingly,  or  it  has  a 
tendency  to  burn  the  plants.  Our  plan 
has  been  to  scatter  the  droppings  on 
the  garden  late  in  the  fall  and  let  the 
snow  and  winter  moisture  work  down 
through  it  into  the  soil.  "We  have  used 
it  on  strawberries,  but  we  placed  it  in 
between  the  rows  of  plants  so  that  it 
never  came  in  contact  with  the  plants 
so  as  to  burn  them.  Some  poultrymen 
mix  the  poultry  droppings  with  fine 
dust  and  sprinkle  it  over  the  garden 
carefully. 

Side  Lines 

Egg   prices   have   been   hard    hit  with  us. 

and  we  want  you  to  suggest  some  side  lines 

which  will  bring  us  in  a  few  extra  dollars. — 
Mrs.  P.  G.,  Illinois. 

Of  course  a  side  line  is  alright  if  it 
does  not  get  to  be  a  main  line.  A  num- 
ber of  side  lines  which  bring  in  extra 
money  are-  pop  corn,  honey,  horse 
radish,  fruit,  berries,  sweet  corn,  and 
any  number  of  garden  products.  It  is 
best  to  select  a  side  line  which  will  not 
interfere  with  your  poultry.

The  bi-annual  election  of  the  Ameri- 
can Poultry  Association  is  now  on,  and 
there  seems  to  be  considerble  contest 
for  the  various  offices,  especially  those 
of  director. 

Sometimes  it  is  well  to  change  the 
official  personnel  and  get  in  new  blood, 
but  in  District  5,  which  constitutes  the 
states  of  Iowa,  Minnesota,  Wisconsin, 
and  Illinois,  we  doubt  the  advisability 
of  changing  when  we  can  keep  such  a 
man  as  the  present  director,  Judge  D. 
E.  Hale,  in  the  harness. 

There  never  was  a  time  when  "Ted" 
Hale  hasn't  gone  to  the  front  for  stan- 
dard-bred poultry,  and  often  he  has  to 
stand  alone  and  fight  those  who  are 
against  standard-bred  poultry.  Right 
now,  a  writer  in  one  of  the  poultry 
papers  is  trying  to  show  that  the  stan- 
dard-bred hen  is  not  the  bird  of  the 
future,  and  he  is  making  this  attack  on 
statements  made  by  Hale  in  an  article 
standing  back  of  the  standard-bred  hen. 

Judge  Hale  has  served  the  A.  P.  A. 
well.  He  has  served  on  its  various  im- 
portant committees.  He  has  been  on 
the  finance  committee  for  several  years 
and  he  knows  the  financial  condition 
of  the  organization  and  its  possibilities. 

He  has  been  chairman  of  the  judges 
licensing  committee.  He  is  chairman  of 
the  *  committee  on  welfare,  grievance 
and  appeals,  a  thankless  task.  He  has 
been  on  the  job  365  days  in  the  year, 
as  is  vouched  for  by  the  president  and 
secretary's  offices.  He  has  stood  up  on 
the  floor  of  the  convention  and  fought, 
lone:handed,  for  the  good  of  the  stan- 
dard-bred fowl  and  the  best  interests 
of  the  A.  P.  A.,  when  those  who  make 


some  noisy  criticism  around  election 
time,  sit  back  and  say  nothing. 

The  A.  P.  A.,  like  many  other  busi- 
nesses, is  in  no  shape  to  start  a  spend- 
ing splurge.  This  is  the  time  to  be 
conservative,  and  it  is  no  time  to  be 
swapping  horses  in  mid-stream.  Your 
vote  for  Judge  Hale  will  give  him  the 
vote  of  confidence  he  deserves. 


BATTERY  CHICKS 


As  battery  chicks  are  becoming  bet- 
ter known,  they  are  gaining  popularity. 
To  just  what  extent  this  business  will 
develop  or  how  it  will  affect  the  poultry 
business,  none  can  say  at  the  present 
time. 

Quite  a  number  of  our  readers  have 
sold  hatching  eggs  during  the  past  fall 
to  hatcheries  who  supply  these  battery 
chicks.  Some  believe  it  will  eventually 
result  into  a  year  'round  demand  for 
hatching  eggs.

(As  told  by  W.  J.  Brower) 


Tito  Schipa,  famous  as  the  first  tenor 
of  the  Chicago  Civic  Opera,  expects  to 
be  one  of  the  greatest  poultry  raisers  in 
Sunny  Italy.  'Tis  not  an  idle  fancy  or 
a  tempermental  outbreak,  but  it  has 
every  appearance  of  a  sound  business 
venture,  with  eggs  selling  at  75  cents 
a  dozen,  as  they  do  in  Rome. 

As  an  example  of  the  careful  thought 
Tito  has  given  this  undertaking,  his 
secretary     has     traveled  extensively

throughout  the  Eastern  States,  inspect- 
ing chicken  farms  and  poultry  equip- 
ment as  a  precautionary  measure  to  se- 
cure the  very  best  and  most  modern 
when  they  purchased.  Consequently, 
he  traveled  3,000  miles  to  buy  the 
equipment  for  this  ranch.  In  his  own 
words,  he  said:  "Nowhere  in  America  is 
there  so  great  an  assortment  of  just 
what  I  wanted  in  poultry  equipment  as 
I  found  at  Brower  Mfg.  Co.,  Quincy, 


Illinois,  and  I  knew  that  I  could  find 
just  what  I  wanted,  and  have  come 
here  to  place  my  order."

In  speaking  of  the  markets,  Schipa 
said  that  Rome  alone  can  use  100,000 
eggs  per  day.  With  many  of  the  larger 
cities  of  Italy  only  a  short  distance 
away,  Schipa  and  his  partners  expect 
to  make  his  chicken  ranch  a  national 
venture. 


VENTILATE  FOR  COMFORT 


In  reading  about  ventilation,  we  usu- 
ally are  given  the  impression  that  its 
sole  aim  is  to  provide  fresh  air.  While 
this  may  be  the  main  object  of  ventila- 
tion, yet  efficient  ventilation  tends  to 
remove  moisture  laden  air,  thus  provid- 
ing better  comfort  for  the  fowls.

If  you  wish  to  prove  the  efficiency  of 
your  ventilator  in  this  matter  of  re- 
moving moisture,  go  up  on  the  poultry 
house  on  a  real  cold  morning  and  note 
whether  there  is  a  lot  of  frost  on  the 
top  of  the  ventilator.  If  not,  then  you 
may  be  sure  that  it  is  not  removing  the 
moisture  from  the  house  below.

This  is  really  a  mighty  good  scheme 
and  if  it  works  out  alright  there  is 
nothing  to  worry  about.  We  just  won- 
dered if  the  city  customers  would  not 
buy  the  small  eggs  and  not  buy  the 
big  eggs.  If  your  experience  is  other- 
wise it  must  be  alright. 


Last  spring  I  found  that  the  fertility  of  my 
eggs  was  low.  Now  I  sell  eggs  to  a  hatchery, 
so  this  was  serious.  So  I  used  one  male  one 
day  and  another  male  the  next  day  on  each 
pen,  and  the  eggs  began  to  hatch  with  a  bang. 
This  alternate  mating  helped  me  pull  through 
a  tight  place.  I  hope  it  will  be  useful  to  some 
of  your  readers.  I  am  passing  it  on  for  what 
it  is  worth. — W.  P.,  Missouri. 

This  is  indeed  a  very  useful  bit  of 
information  you  have  sent  us.  It  cer- 
tainly pays  to  be  resourceful  when  you 
get  up  against  a  problem. 


I  have  been  watching  my  poultry  house 
rather  closely  and  I  found  that  the  tempera- 
ture was  very  uneven.  So  I  placed  a  thermo- 
meter where  I  could  watch  it  closely.  I  put 
in  windows  which  could  be  opened  to  lower 
the  temperature.  I  also  installed  my  brooder 
stove  in  the  feed  room  adjacent  to  the  poultry 
house  to  increase  the  temperature  in  the  lay- 
ing room.  1  round  that  the  hens  laid  better 
when  the  temperature  was  kept  nearly  even. — 
L.   F. ,  Wisconsin.

MATERIAL  FOR  HOUSES 


Well  seasoned  lumber  has  long  been 
popular  for  the  construction  of  poultry 
houses.  Doubtless  it  will  continue  to 
be  more  widely  used  than  any  other 
material. 

Brick  has  never  been  used  to  any 
considerable  extent  because  of  its  high 
cost.  Cement  blocks  are  substantial 
and  may  be  used  when  the  cost  will 
permit,  but  again  the  use  is  somewhat 
limited  because  of  the  rather  high 
price.  Hollow  tile  makes  a  very  fine 
material,  but  the  cost  is  far  too  high 
except  in  very  few  sections. 

Wood  has  its  drawbacks,  but  still  it 
seems  to  be  the  most  promising  mate- 
rial for  poultry  house  construction.  It 
can  be  purchased  now  at  lower  prices 
than  for  a  long  time,  and  for  that  rea- 
son a  large  number  of  poultrymen  are 
now  making  considerable  improvements 
and  additions  to  their  plants.  They  do 
not  expect  to  see  lumber  prices  long 
remain  at  such  low  levels.  Whether 
prices  go  up  or  down,  the  fact  remains 
that  they  are  now  much  lower  than 
normal,  and  it  really  is  a  good  time  to 
build.

SQUAB  NOTES 


Be  cautious  about  overfeeding. 
The  water  supply  should  be  watched 
•carefully. 

Birds  from  18  months  to  two  years 
old  are  the  fastest  breeders.  Those  un- 
der a  year  old  are  not  profitable.  Large 
Homers  at  four  years  old  raise  largest 
and  best  squabs. 

There  are  failures  in  the  squab  rais- 
ing business  the  same  as  in  other  lines, 
but  this  does  not  prove  that  raising 
squabs  is  unprofitable.  It  only  goes  to 
show  that  the  breeder  not  making  a 
success  is  a  failure  so  far  as  the  squab 
business  is  concerned. 

When  a  bird  is  found  huddled  up 
with  its  head  down  between  the  shoul- 
ders, a  slight  moisture  at  the  eyes  or 
nostrils,  and  a  listless  or  inattentive 
appearance,  with  a  loss  of  appetite, 
there  is  a  sure  indication  of  a  cold  and 
should  have  immediate  attention.  Re- 
move the  bird  from  the  loft  and  place 


it  in  a  dry  coop  in  a  warm  room  until 
it  has  fully  recovered.  Feed  moderate- 
ly on  a  stimulating  food  and  add  a  lit- 
tle tincture  of  iron  to  the  drinking 
water. 

The  question  often  comes  up,  "How 
many  squabs  can  be  depended  upon 
from  each  pair  of  birds  in  a  year?" 
Good  squab-producing  breeds  will  raise 
from  eight  to  ten  pairs.  Homers,  White 
Kings  and  Carneaux  are  recommended 
as  most  reliable  breeders.  But  like  the 
poultry  and  livestock  business,  breeders 
have  different  opinions  and  experien- 
ces. The  Homer  is  without  doubt  one 
great  squab  breeder,  and  it  is  a  very 
hardy  and  healthy  bird,  preferred  by 
many  people  to  all  others. 

While  studying  the  life  and  habits  of 
pigeons,  many  interesting  facts  may  be 
learned.  Many  persons  have  heard  of 
the  expression  "pigeon  milk,"  but  most 
of  the  inexperienced  believe  there  is  no 
such  fluid.  They  are  wrong,  for  during 
the  first  three  or  four  days  after  the 
squab  is  hatched  the  mother  bird 
pumps  a  fluid  into  the  bill  of  the  young, 
which  to  all  appearances,  is  milk.  This 
nourishment  she  continues  until  the 
youngsters  have  strength  enough  to 
digest  grain,  which  she  then  feeds 
them.  —V.  M.  C.
